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Voters Decide Nominations Tuesday

Next Tuesday's Preliminary Election is like a poker 
game in which the voters aren’t tipping their hand at all. 

Elections always give rise to a great deal of theorizing 
and speculation in city circles and the speculation this 
time all has the same theme: Why is everything so quiet? 

Of Newton’s 50,000 plus registered voters, best 
guesses are that 15 per cent, about 7,000, will be voting 
next Tuesday. 

Voters will be nominating two of the three candidates 
for mayor, candidates for ward alderman in Wards 3 and 4 
and candidates for alderman-at-large in Ward 7. 

Ward 3 and 4 voters have the bulk of the small 
preliminary ballot. Voters in all other Newton wards 
will find only the mayoral candidates and the candidates 
in Ward 7 on their ballots. 

The candidates for mayor are incumbent Theodore D. 
Mann, William Carmen and Elliott Berrv. The two ton 
vote-getters in this race will be on the November ballot. 


This year's mayoral race is marked by several firsts. 
The fact that there is a run-off election this year is a first 
in itself. In prior years, any number of mayoral can¬ 
didates appeared on the November ballot 

Mayoral candidates this year are also running for a 
four-year term for the first time in Newton’s 100 years as a 
city. 

Although this is a non-partisan election. Carmen has 
made a point of stressing the fact he is a Democrat and 
would, if elected, be the first Democratic mayor of 
Newton. 

Newton, as of July 1, had 23,342 voters registered as 
Democrats as compared to 10,336 registered Republicans. 
Independents number 17,805. While Democrats out¬ 
number Republicans 2-1 now in the city, the combination 
of Republicans and Independents still outnumber 
Democrats. 

Mann, a Republican, has been critical of Carmen's 
emphasis on being a Democrat, saying it violates the 
spirit of the non-partisan election. 


Berry, who describes himself ns an independent, also 
points out that he is "probably far to the left" of either of 
his competitors. 

Berry, who has seriously raised the issues of sub¬ 
sidized housing and rent control during the campaign, has 
no illusions about securing a nomination in next week's 
election. 

In an interview Saturday, he explained that he en¬ 
tered the race because "social issues have to be faced if 
Newton is going to live up to its reputation as the bastion 
of Eastern Liberalism." 

He said he feels he has succeeded in bringing rent 
control, housing and day care into the campaign and has 
forced his opponents to discuss these topics. 

Berry, a law student who works at the Cambridge 
Law Commune, was also asked why he did not choose to 
run for alderman in Ward 6 and perhaps increase his 
chances of winning significantly. 

He replied that he preferred, in this case, "to serve as 
a focal point for these issues," and said he would rather 


continue to "work behind the scenes." 

The third candidate was also instrumental in 
arranging a televised debate, shown Monday on Channel 2 
for the Newton mayoral candidates. 

The issue that surfaced mast noticeably in the debate 
was the impact of revaluation in Newton. 

Carmen has accused the mayor of "frightening" 
people with revaluation and expressed his own fear in the 
debate, of the "Mass exodus" it may cause. 

Carmen has a package of legislation involving 
revaluation and concerning abatements and remedies 
that he said may help people in Newton. 

Mann, who points out that revaluation in Newton is 
court-ordered and non Mann-ordered, said that assessors 
maintain the impact of revaluation will probably meab an 
increase in taxes for one-third of the property taxpayers, 
a decrease of one-third for others, while the final third 
would stay the same.

Student Faces Manslaughter Charge 


A Boston College sophomore 
has been charged with 
manslaughter in connection 
with an apparently accidental 
shooting death of his 18-year- 
old brother on the Chestnut 
Hill campus. 

Charles Eccles, 20, of 62 
Allston St., Cambridge, was 
arraigned the following 
morning in Newton District 
Court, and, according to 
Police Chief William F. Quinn, 
was also charged with larceny 
and illegal possession of a 
firearm 

Both brothers were the sons 
of Mrs Miriam Eccles, a 
candidate for City Council in 
the upcoming Cambridge 
municipal elections. 


An original charge of 
murder in the case was 
reduced to manslaughter by 
Judge Frank Kilburn who also 
continued the case until Oct. 
24, and set bail at $10,000. 

The accused youth’s at¬ 
torney, Stephen Schneider of 
Cambridge, announced after 
the hearing he would seek a 
reduction in bail at Superior 
Court in Cambridge later in 
the week. 

According to Chief Quinn, 
the charge was reduced to 
manslaughter after an in¬ 
vestigation revealed the two 
brothers had stolen the 
weapon from a parked car in 
Cambridge earlier last week. 

"It went off while they were 


examining it," stated Chief 
Quinn. 

"The investigation also 
revealed,” the Chief con¬ 
tinued, "that the brothers had 
hidden the weapon under the 
bottom bureau drawer in 
Charles' room in Fenwick Hall 
at Boston College." 

While examining the .32 
calibre revolver in the dor¬ 
mitory room, the trigger was 
accidentally pulled, and 
Alfred was struck in the chest, 
police said. 

Charles and two Somerville 
girls, one 17 and one 19, 
carried the stricken youth to 
the college infirmary. Police 
were then called by the at¬ 
tending physician, Dr. Joseph 


Burns, and Alfred was trans¬ 
ferred to St. Elizabeth’s 
Hospital in Brighton where he 
was pronounced dead on 
arrival. 

Sgt. Edward Ceurveles and 
Patrolmen Richard Lochiatto 
and P'rancis McKenzie 
arrested Charles at St. 
Elizabeth's and the police 
report revealed that both 
patrolmen were injured in a 
scuffle while trying to make 
the arrest. 

'The sons' mother is also a 
minister and graduate of the 
Harvard Divinity School. She 
teaches linguistics at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology.

In asking for an extension of permissive use to build 
the Towers at Chestnut Hill condominium, lawyer 
Richard Lovell appealed to the land Use Committee's 
sense of reason and evoked a picture of the developer as a 
man who has "put his neck on the block." 

“There is no public purpose to be served by dropping 
the guillotine on Albert Goodman’s neck,” I-ovell said, 
referring to a loss of financing that may occur if the 
construction delay is long. 

Lovell and his associate, Christopher Connolly 
dangled before the aldermen visions of taxes from the 
project in the amount of $5 on the tax rate, and the 
possibility of the Towers’ "participating in or actively 
seeking low-moderate incoming housing." 

The name of Mario DICarlo, the other trustee in the 
Chestnut Hill Towers Trust, was mentioned only two or 
three times in Lovell's two-hour presentation, during 
which he explained in detail the intricacies of financing 
and the procedural matters affecting the Towers over the 
past seven years. 

DiCarlo, the owner of the land, lost a mortgage com¬ 
mitment from New England Mutual Life Insurance Co. in 
1966 and was unsuccessful in locating financing until 
Goodman arrived on the scene in 1970, Lovell said. 

By 1971 Goodman had turned the Towers concept 
from one of a "fairly cheap, straight-walled, FHA-type" 
apartment complex to that of a luxury condominium,” 
Lovell said, and took over full responsibility for carrying 
the project through. 

The permissive use granted by the Board of Aldermen 
in 1966 actually expired at about the time Goodman took 
over, but for reasons unexplained, notice was not taken of 
the fact 

Lovell explained that when the concept of the 
buildings was changed, conferences were held at City Hall 
to find out whether the external walls could be changed 
without permission. 

According to Lovell, the developers were told by then 
City Solicitor Melvin Dangel that as long as the "en¬ 
velope” remained the same, the Building Department

DiCarlo Resigns Redevelopment Post

Mario DiCarlo's resignation 
from the Newton 
Redevelopment Authority was 
received last week by Mayor 
Theodore Mann, one day after 
the Law Department reported 
to the mayor that it "can find 
no violation" by DiCarlo of the 
conflict of interest law. 

DiCarlo’s resignation ends 
almost eight years’ tenure on 
the Redevelopment Authority. 
His term was often marked by 
controversy involving the 
Board of Aldermen, the neigh¬ 
bors, and in the past few 
years, both. 

DiCarlo was appointed to 
the newly formed 
Redevelopment Authority by 
then mayor Monte Basbas, 
and was chairman until 
September, 1971. 

He was forced to step down 
by the Board of Aldermen, 


who, angered by several 
questionable moves by the 
authority, refused to rezone 
the Lower Falls property until 
DiCarlo quit his chair¬ 
manship. 

Two incidents this year 
increased the tension in the 
board and in the community. 

The first was the selection in 
June of a developer for the 
Lower Falls project that was 
last choice of the community 
and the Lower Falls Project 
Area Committee, a govern¬ 
ment mandated community 
advisory group. 

DiCarlo led the majority 
group that defeated the first- 
choice proposal. 

The Department of Com¬ 
munity Affairs at a public 
hearing on the matter shortly 
thereafter refused to approve 
the authority’s selection of a 
developer. 

Then in August, DiCarlo 
Bros. trucks were 


photographed removing fill 
from the Redevelopment 
Authority site, where the 
authority was having the 
historic Baury House turned. 

Allegations of conflict of 
interest stemming from the 
presence of the trucks were 
under investigation by the 


Law Department until last 
week. 

The I.aw Department traced 
through a tangle of separate 
DiCarlo family enterprises 
before determining that 
DiCarlo Bros, trucks are

"As you know, I have considered for some time the 
possibility of tendering my resignation, but have been 
reluctant to do so until now because I wanted to see the 
fruition of the Authority's activities in the Lower Falls. I 
have now become convinced, however, that the political 
cross currents will impair the ability of the Authority to 
continue its work and that I will not do.

could authorize the changes. The "envelope" means the 
height-to-building area ratio. 

By November, 1972, Lovell said, site work, under way 
since 1966, had cast $426,582, and a building permit had 
been renewed every six months since 1966. 

In October, 1972, Volpe Construction Co. was awarded 
the construction contract for $25.1 million. Volpe invited 
bids for subcontractors to complete the site work. Low bid 
was from DiCarlo Bros. 

Albert Goodman and his wife gave their personal 
guarantees to both the Volpe contract and the subsequent 
$29.75 million mortgage from the First Pennsylvania 
Banking and Trust Co.

Judge and Defendant 


The judicial career of Dorchestor District Court 
Judge Joromo Troy came full circle this week with his 
appoaranco boforo tho Executive Council in Boston. 

Just about 10 years ago tho same council 
reviewed tho qualifications of Troy and found him a 
worthy appointee to the bench. Tho future looked 
bright for the man whose name was submitted for 
approval by tho then Governor John Volpe. 

But this wook Troy roturnod to the Executive 
Council under far different circumstances. The same 
body that gave its imprimatur long ago also has the 
power to remove him. Troy's appearance appears the 
last stop in a landslide loss of judicial integrity. 

If one can imagine any one binding emotion that 
touched the thousands of defendants who appeared 
bofore Troy over the yoars it is that of hope. Each and 
every defendant hopod that somehow the crisis that 
brought him before the bonch would pass. That life 
who somohow roturn to normal. Of course it never 
did. It nover could. 

Troy's hearing before the council bespeaks his 
last hope and this time ho is the defendant. And life 
for tho judge will nover, ever bo tho same. 

Governor Sargent minced no words whon ho 
opened tho council's deliberations. "The people of this 
state have tho right to know that only men of tho 
highest integrity will bo allowed to sit in judgement of 
others," Sargent said. "Only a swift and clear decision 
by this council will convince the people that miscon¬ 
duct on tho bonch will not be tolorated . . ." 

The governor’s words follows his own petition 
two woeks ago bogging tho council to remove Troy. 
And before that tho highest court in the stato 
reviewed the facts and disbarred Troy for improper 
conduct. Both housos of legislature also had their say. 
and. without tho usuul quibbling, voted for Troy's 
removal. Even tho Bar Association spoke out against 
Troy. 

Tho council has boon asked for a swift discharge 
of its responsibility. No matter whon their action 
comes it will not erase tho shadow that Judge Troy 
has loft forever on judicial conduct in Massachusetts.

Earlier Primary Would Help 
Democratic Governor Nominee 

Political experts generally express the belief that a plan 
to move next year’s primary ahead from September to June 
would help the Democratic nominee in his fight with Republican 
Francis W. Sargent. 

As they reason it, Attorney General Robert H. Quinn and 
former State Representative Michael Dukakis of Brookline will 
be involved in a political blood-letting in the primary. 

An advance of the primary from September to June would 
give the winner of the Democratic gubernatorial primary more 
than twice as much time to bind the wounds within his party and 
to raise the money to finance his final election campaign. 

Governor Sargent and Lieutenant Governor Donald Dwight 
both probably will be unopposed for Republican renomination. 
There are periodic reports that the business community and the 
conservative Republicans may back a candidate against Sarge in 
the GOP primary, but Mr. Sargent is unbeatable in a primary and 
in the end that ideal undoubtedly will be abandoned as im¬ 
practical. 

It will be interesting to see how many contests break out for 
places on the Republican State Ticket. Governor Sargent is 
planning to hold an unofficial Republican State Convention in 
June, or earlier if the primary is scheduled in June, and to invoke 
party discipline to uphold the convention endorsements. 

To some extent Governor Sargent may want to dictate the 
makeup of the Republican State ticket bo that it will have ethnic 
and geographical balance. But some Republican candidates who 
are turned down by the convention may insist on exercising their 
right to carry their fights on into the primary. 

Aside from the nominations for Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor, which will go to Sargent and Dwight respectively, the 
most coveted place on the Republican State ticket will be as the 
GOP candidate for Attorney General since Robert Quinn is 
leaving that office to seek promotion to the Governorship. 

A battle already is shaping up between State Senator John 
Quinlan of Norwood and Ron Burton, a black and a former star 
running back for the Patriots, for the Republican nomination for 
Secretary of State. 

Governor Sargent will be able to use the nominations for State 
Treasurer and State Auditor to balance the GOP ticket since the 
Republican candidates for those two offices face certain defeat 
but are rewarded with state jobs after the election. 


the Vice Presidency, and, in all fairness, neither would be likely 
to accept it in the highly improbable event he were offered it. 

Former Senator Saltonstall retired from public life a little 
less than seven years ago, and the chances of his coming out of 
retirement to become Vice President are so remote as to be non¬ 
existent. 

Much as we would like to be fanciful in predicting that 
President Nixon will look to Massachusetts—the one state he 
failed to carry last November—for a new Vice President if he 
should need one, common sense tells us he would select someone 
such as Senator Barry Goldwater. 

The one slim Vice Presidential possibility in Massachusetts is 
John A. Volpe, former Governor and now the U.S. Ambassador to 
Italy. He was Nixon’s second choice for the Vice Presidency in 
1968. Spiro Agnew for some reason was his first choice. 

New York Anti-Drug Laws 
Send Heroin Pedlars Here 

Law-enforcement officials report that New York Governor 
Nelson Rockefeller’s stern crackdown on illegal traffic in drugs, 
with stiff new laws which went into effect Sept. 1, appears to be 
producing effective results, with a sharp drop in arrests for the 
illegal sale of narcotics. 

But they warn that as the supply of hard drugs dries up in 
New York State, it may increase in Massachusetts and especially 
in Greater Boston. 

That would seem to be a telling answer to those left-wing 
bleeding hearts on Beacon Hill who want to soften the anti-drug 
laws, not stiffen them. 

Rocky advocated the sterner laws when just about every 
other approach to the drug problem in New York failed. 

The new law makes prison sentences mandatory in most 
cases involving the sale of hard drugs. Sentences which must be 
served before paroles can be granted range from one to 15 years. 

Persons possessing any amount of heroin must be sentenced 
to at least a year in prison. A second offense brings a term of four 
and a half years. Sellers of heroin face a minimum of a year In 
prison and the possibility of six years. Big sellers go to prison for 
at least 15 years. 

So the drug pedlars have curtailed their operations, are now 
very cautious about being arrested on a drug-selling charge, and 
many of them, who have been flouting the law in New York, are 
either going out of business or moving elsewhere. 

That should tell Massachusetts law-makers something.

Mondale Seen Likely Nominee 
If Ted Kennedy Again Says No 

Senator Hubert H. Humphrey declared the other day that he 
will not be a candidate for President in 1976 and that his man for 
the Presidency is his fellow Senator from Minnesota, Walter F. 
(Fritz) Mcndale. 

While Mondale is 46 years old and Humphrey is 62 and 
Mondale as a 21-year-old youth supported Humphrey in his first 
run for the Senate, Mondale is the senior Senator from Minnesota 
and HHH is the junior Senator. 

That is because Humphrey Interrupted his service as Senator 
to win election as Vice President, and Mondale was named to 
succeed him In the Senate. Mondale subsequently won reelectlon 
la 1966 and 1972. 

Even Mondale's most enthusiastic supporters, who point out 
that he is bright, articulate, highly popular and has a solid record 
as a liberal Senator, concede that he has one big problem named 
Edward M. Kennedy. 

If Senator Ted Kennedy wants the nomination for President in 
1976, it will be his for the taking. Indeed, Democratic leaders wil' 
wait upon him and urge him to accept it. And Ted may have to 
decide whether he wants to be President.

Nixon Not Likely To Turn 
To Bay State If Veep Needed 

A television newscaster, apparently dreaming political 
dreams, speculated the other night that President Nixon might 
turn to Massachusetts to make his choice for a new Vice President 
in the event that Spiro Agnew resigns or is removed from that 
office. 

This writer belongs to the school of observers who believe 
Agnew will not resign from the Vice Presidency while he is under 
investigation in Baltimore for allegedly accepting kickbacks 
when he was Governor of Maryland. We can't see what he would 
gain by such an action or how it could be construed as anything 
but an admission of guilt. 

Legal experts also Inform us that there may be some doubt 
whether Agnew can be removed from the Vice Presidency for 
something he Is accused of doing before he assumed that office. 

But If the Vice Presidency should become vacant, we doubt 
very much that President Nixon would come to Massachusetts to 
pick his nominee for the No. 2 position in the federal government. 

The Bay State's four Vice Presidential possibilities, in the 
opinion of the rather imaginative telecaster, are U.S. Attorney 
General Elliot L. Richardson. Governor Francis W. Sargent, 
Senator Edward W. Brooke and former Senator Leverett 
Saltonstall. 

Of the four, Richardson Is probably the only one who might be 
offered the Job and conceivably might accept it. 

But Richardson is a potential candidate for President In 1976, 
and Democratic leaders In Congress have quietly served notice 
they will not confirm a Vice Presidential nominee who might seek 
the Presidency three years from now. Richardson definitely Is In 
that cutegory. 

So while the Senate three times has approved the ap¬ 
pointment of Richardson to high federal posts—Secretary of 
HEW, Secretary of Defense and Attorney General—Democratic 
leaders in the body say they would not confirm his nomination for 
Vice President, 

Neither Governor Sargent nor Senator Brooke occupies a 
place on the list of people with whom President Nixon would like 
to be waslied up on a desert island. Neither is likely to be offered 
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Scholars of the law and of government are intrigued by the 
history-making battle over the tapes which could answer the 
question of who is lying and who is telling the truth in the 
Watergate mess. They point out that students will be studying the 
present-day events and controversies a hundred years from now. 

But a lot of little people, who don't understand exactly what 
Article 2 of the U. S. Constitution means when it says: “The 
executive power shall be vested in a President of the United 
States of America,” are beginning to wonder whether they are 
living in a democarcy or a monarchy. 

To many of them it Isn’t completely clear whether the man 
they elected as their President last November Is the servant of the 
people or the muster of the people. 

No Roman emperor and no Oriental potentate ever com¬ 
manded so much opulence or so many trappings of office as does 
President Richard M. Nixon In what we have supposed to be a 
democracy. 

To cite Just one thing, he commands a fleet of 27 airplanes 
valued at more than $80 million, with four more planes costing 
between $5 and $8 million on order. 

As another example, the President’s press secretary recently 
confirmed that $285,000 In public funds were being spent to 
rearrange the cabin space aboard the brand-new Air Force One, 
the interior of which, as originally designed and finished, already 
had cost close to $2 million. 

It was reported that Mrs. Nixon had complained that her 
compartment was being used as a passageway to get to the 
President’s compartment. 

President Nixon has assembled enough land while serving In 
the White House to qualify as a feudal baron, and huge an lounts of 
public funds have been spent to make improvements on it 

No emperor, however arrogant and powerful, ever traveled 
at greater expense to his people than did Richard Nix< n on his 
Journeys between Washington and San Clemente and Can o David 
on which he usually was accompanied by an entourage of about 
200 persons. 

One distinguished observer recently expressed the corvlctlon 
that President Nixon D out of touch with the American jeople. 
Ihat probably Just Isn't so. No one out ol touch with the people 
could have made the brilliant campaign Mr. Nixon conduc ed last 
autumn in which he carried 49 of the 50 states. He certainly sensed

Comments On Editorial 

To the Editor: 

Once again the time has come for us in the Federal Aviation 
Administration to state publicly facts concerning the Norwood 
Airport and federal actions which affect development there. 

We stated the facts surrounding the draft airport master plan in 
an open letter to the Town of Norwood on March 28,1973, Although 
we don’t perceive the implications of the Editorial on September 
19, 1973, titled "Airports and Indians" as being primarily or 
properly directed toward us federal "Great White Fathers," we 
fear that by being included in the group that your readers may not 
share our perception. 

To imply that federal aviation interests (the FAA) have in¬ 
dulged in a conspiracy of secrecy — digging a "credibility gap" — 
is a misdirected allegation. 

It has been as a result of the federal process which requires 
publicly coordinating the local and state initiated planning efforts 
that many facts about the airport have recently come to public 
attention. This issue of secrecy, which is a moot one at best, 
should not cloud the real question at hand for the citizens of 
Norwood. 

The airport at Norwood is a fact in being. It has been the 
property of Norwood since 1942, when by vote of Town Meeting, an 
agreement was made for the construction of an airport at federal 
expense, to be operated by the town. 

Through a series of additional federal grants requested by the 
town and through other locally-initiated projects, the airport has 
been expanded and improved to its present state. 

The airport has been recognized as part of the National 
System of Airports for many years and as such the development 
needs of the airports, responding to long-term trends of the 
growth of aviation, have been made public through dissemination 
of the National Airport Plan and the present-day National Airport 
System Plan. The federally supported Airport Master Plan 
initiated by the Town of Norwood, through its Airport Commission 
and the Massachusetts State Airport System Plan, initiated by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, have been attempts to further 
define the development requirements and anticipated role of the 
airport in responding to the aviation demand of the future — 
should Norwood decide to respond to this demand. 

The construction of the FAA tower has been an open action; 
the need to provide the benefits or orderly, controlled aircraft 
movements for safety and noise abatement is clear. As early as 
1967, the eventual need for a tower was recognized and made a 
part of a grant agreement whereby the town agreed to furnish 
land for tower construction. 

This agreement has been a part of each subsequent grant. 
The new tower is one of a large scale procurement made by FAA 
of 64 towers, all alike, each equally capable of being modified to 
accommodate the needs of individual sites. 

These efforts have been the rational attempt to accommodate 
the economic and transportation demands of a growing com- 
, munity and nation at a living airport. The energy of the public has 
been directed, by its concern for the comfort and safety of the 
airport’s neighbors, to questioning the need for and motivation for 
development at the airport. The local politics of decision-making 
have been attacked. The implication is made that "they” are 
trying to mask the real purpose for improvements at the airport. 
This is not so. Norwood is a part of the Boston Metropolitan Area, 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and the United States of 
America, with the benefits as well as the problems that accrue in 
that situation. The facts of economic and transportation demand 
for aviation are real. The choice of whether to cooperatively and 
maturely work to solve the problems or present day reality or to 
give up, close the airport, pay back the federal and state in¬ 
vestment, and let some other community worry about it is the 
choice of the citizens of Norwood. If the choice is the former, we in 
the FAA w'll do our part to support mutual efforts to meet the 
challenge in an open atmosphere of cooperation and trust

rented to other contractors by 
Ace Rental Co. 

While DiCarlo himself is a 
part owner of DiCarlo Bros., 
he has no direct ownership in 
Ace Rental, according to the 
Law Department.

Newton's three mayoral candidates have continued 
their practice of the past few months and made financial 
disclosure of their campaign contributors and ex¬ 
penditures for the period Aug. 24 toSept. 25. 

Of the three candidates, only William Carmen sub¬ 
mitted his figures on the official forms used for post- 
election disclosures. 

According to Ms. Carole Cohen, program director for 
Common Cause, the official forms were to be used as 
agreed upon by all three candidates. 

l-ast month, all three candidates submitted their 
figures without listing the street addresses of contributors 
as called for on the official forms. 

This time, however, both Carmen, using the specified 
forms, and Incumbent Mayor Theodore D. Mann included 
the street addresses of their contributors. 

The third candidate, Elliott Berry, listed only two in¬ 
dividual contributors, Mr. and Mrs. H. Berry, but only 
listed their address as Detroit. 

Berry received $50 from them and raised another $24 
from a fund raising party to bring his total contributions 
for the month to $74. 

In contrast, Mayor Mann received, through his 
contributors, a total of $5,656, while he spent $4,940.61. 

Carmen, on the other hand, received $1849 from 
contributors and spent $5038.63. 

He and his wife made up the difference with a $5000 
personal loan to the campaign as they have done in 
previous months.

This Is not characteristic of fly-by-night developers," 
Lovell commented. 

During all these negotiations, Lovell said in response 
to what he called a "key question" from Alderman David 
Cohen "No, the signers did not have any zoning 
document There were no assurances that building could 
proceed without further approval." 

Alderman Harry Crosby said, "The enormity of this 
problem boggles my mind. Why was the permissive use 
not extended?" 

"That is the question that excites us all," Lovell 
replied. “I haven't found the answer. They probably 
thought no extension was necessary." 

Alderman Joseph McDonnell pointed out that changes 
in landscaping and parking facilities occasioned by a 
reduction in the number of units originally planned would 
in any event constitute a substantial plan change 
requiring approval of the Board of Aldermen. 

Land Use Chairman Alan Barkin agreed that the 
Towers will have to come before the board for a site-plan 
approval 

The question of the Towers’ involvement in low- 
income housing was especially pertinent, since a proposed 
amendment to the zoning ordinance was heard in public, 
right after the Towers hearing. 

The amendment would require developers to set aside 
a certain number of apartment units for lease to the 
Housing Authority for its leased-housing program. 

The proposed amendment also requires builders to 
offer condominiums for sale to the Housing Authority. 

Atty. Connolly told the committee that in the Towers' 
opinion the “10 per cent rule” would not apply, and it 
"would be totally unfeasible.” 

"This is not to say that we are not willing to participate 
actively in seeking low-moderate income housing. Prior to 
this meeting we have been working on alternative 
proposals,” Connolly said. 

We have been talking to the Newton Community 
Development Foundation about their property on Hamlet 
Street. We could purchase it from NCDF and develop up to 
20 two-family units,” Connolly continued. 

"Or we might do the site work and they could develop 
on their own,” he added. 

(The original NCDF proposal called for a con¬ 
siderably larger number of units on that site.) 

Among the proponents of the Towers project was 
former alderman Adelaide Ball, who said, "We've heard 
about the needs of the less affluent. The affluent also need 
some place to go. There’s very little available for them.” 

Speaking in opposition to extending the permissive 
use were Mark White, aldermanic candidate, who first 
brought the expiration to public attention, and Judith 
Beram, representing the Newton Committee for Fair 
Housing and Equal Rights, who said her committee op¬ 
poses the use of the land for the rich. 

Ms. Brram urged the Land Use Committee to deny the 
request for extension of permissive use and "address 
itself to the real housing needs of the city." 

A show of hands among the 150-plus citizens attending 
the hearing showed about 70 in favor, 40 opposed. 

Another show of hands was requested to indicate 
neighborhood feeling about development of the NCDF 
adjoining land for low-moderate income housing. 
Response was about 40 in favor, 12 opposed. 

The Land Use Committee has scheduled a working 
meeting for Oct 18 at 7:45 p.m.

"Revaluation," he said, "means everybody pays their 
own fair share." 

Mann also pointed out that he too has been working on 
corrective legislation and said some of his emphasis has 
been on making sure that all other Massachusetts cities 
and towns comply with the 100 per cent valuation law 
which is another step in everybody paying their fair 
share. 

Mann also is behind the idea of revaluing and then 
sponsoring any "corrective" legislation needed to help 
homeowners in Newton that might be threatened by it

Incumbent Ward 7 Alderman-at-large Harry Crosby 
is not seeking reelection. 

This is the city-wide race and all voters will select 
four candidates for the ward’s two alderman-at-large 
seats. 

In Ward 3, it is expected that the incumbent will be 
renominated. One challenger, Cynthia Lacey, has 
reportedly dropped out of the race, but her name will still 
be on the ballot 

Daley has also reportedly been campaigning 
vigorously for the ward alderman post and perhaps will 
secure the other nomination. Keefe has been less visible. 

Ward 4 observers see the race boiling down to a 
contest between McGrath and Frlsoli. Frisoli is con¬ 
sidered to be, in some circles, a popular .candidate. 
Huberman, though, is also well-known. 


In Ward 7, Mark White put himself in the public eye 
with his discovery of the expired permissive use for the 
construction of the Towers in Chestnut Hill. His visibility 
could well help him get a nomination. 

Mrs. Wilson, too, is well-known in the Newton Centre 
area because of her association with the Holden’s Taxi Co. 
Much of the thrust of her campaign has been aimed at 
traffic problems, particularly in the Newton Corner area. 

Pelletier is running on the Elliott Berry slate. 

Norris, an attorney, has served on the Newton Crime 
Prevention Committee and was a member of the Building 
Code Revision Committee. 

Taglienti is the brother of Victor Taglienti, assistant 
building commissioner in Newton. 

Sacks, the incumbent, has served two terms on the 
Board of Aldermen. 

In addition to narrowing the field in ward races, the 
preliminary has the added possibilities of giving a 
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mayoral candidate a psychological edge for November. 

In fact, this may be the most interesting thing about 
the preliminary. 

If Wards 3 and 4 produce the expected strong 
Democratic vote, Carmen could get an edge in the totals 
and a subconscious edge with the rest of Newton’s 50,000 
voters. 

If despite the strong Democratic vote, Mann comes 
out on top, Carmen's fight can only be uphill for the 
remaining four weeks of campaigning. 

All registered voters in Newton have been sent a card 
indicating where they are to vote, due to changes in ward 
and precinct lines. Polling places are the same as in 
previous elections. 

Polls arc open from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m.

Screening 

Scheduled 

The Tay-Sachs Prevention Program has received a 
check representing the proceeds of a statewide Tag Day. 

Tay-Sachs Foundation of New England President 
Karen Zeiger made the presentation to Dr. Allen C. 
Crocker of the Children's Hospital Medical Center and Dr. 
Edwin H. Kolodny of the Eunice Kennedy Shriver Center 
for Mental Retardation, Inc., at the Walter E. Fernald 
State School, co-directors of the Tay-Sachs Prevention 
Program, at a foundation meeting recently at Temple 
Emmanuel in Newton. 

At that meeting, community leaders made plans for 
the first Massachusetts community screening program to 
identify carriers of the trait for Tay-Sachs disease. The 
screening will be held Nov. 4 at the Brookline-Brighton- 
Newton Jewish Community Center. A second screening is 
planned for early December at the Marblehead Jewish 
Community Center. 

Tay-Sachs disease is an inherited fatal metabolic 
disorder affecting mainly children of Ashkenazi (Eastern 
European) Jewish background. Carriers can be identified 
by a simple blood test. If two carriers of the trait marry, 
(here is one chance in four that their children will be af¬ 
flicted with the disease. Their pregnancies can be 
monitored to determine whether the fetus is affected and 
to enable carrier couples to produce only normal children. 

The screening program is being prepared in 
cooperation with Beth Israel Hospital.

women carries a risk for 
various forms of cardiovascular 
disease and that risks are 
reduced by lowering blood 
pressure. 

As a medical progress report, 
the Page-Sidd book critically 
reviews the evidence and 
summarizes current objectives 
in the treatment of primary 
hypertension as well as 
reporting comprehensively on 
each of the drugs commercially 
available for this purpose. 

As well, new information has 
been added on beta-adrenergic 
blocking agents and on the use 
of combined drug therapy as it 
relates to the value of 
physiologic determination in 
primary hypertension and to 
the management of hyper¬ 
tensive emergencies. 

Dr. Page, professor of 
medicine at Tufts University 
School of Medicine, was ap¬ 
pointed chief of medicine at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital in 
1966. Prior to that he had been 
chief of the Hypertension Study 
Group and Clinic at 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital. 

In Newton-Wellesley’s 
hypertension laboratory, he has 
been carrying on with a 
research project started here. 
Supported by the National 
Institutes of Health, one of its 
important developments has 
been a test which determines 
with great accuracy, the 
amount and presence of sub¬ 


stances produced by the kid¬ 
neys. 

These substances have a 
profound effect upon blood 
pressure, the activity of the 
adrenal glands and the ability of 
the body to retain salt. 

Still another research project 
has taken Dr. Page on four two- 
month trips to the Solomon 
Islands as a member of the 
Harvard-Peabody Museum 
expeditions. As the expedition's 
cardiovascular expert, Dr. 
Page particularly studied blood 
pressure trends in primitive 
pagan societies and as reported 
in the March, 1973, "Newton- 
Wellesley Quarterly,” evidence 
collected strongly points to the 
use of salt by acculturated 
societies as a cause of the 
higher blood pressure common 
to them. 

Dr. Sidd, an associate 
professor at Tufts School of 
Medicine, was named Newton- 
Wellesley’s chief of cardiology 
in 1967. He had previously been 
chief assistant of cardiology at 
St. Elizabeth's Hospital. He has ' 
authored a dozen or so papers 
related to his field. 

Both physicians are 
graduates of Harvard Medical 
School. Dr. Page, now a 
resident of Lincoln, served his 
internship and residency at 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital, while Dr. Sidd, who 
lives in Wellesley, served his at 
Harvard’s Thorndike Service at 
Boston City Hospital.

to the Welch's hiring of minority 
workers. 

Norman Welch, president of 
the Welch firm, said this week 
that he had not been informed of 
any action being undertaken by 
the MCAD. 

"It is Inconceivable to me," 
he said, "that this could happen 
after so much time." 

Welch said he and the 
Community Relations Com¬ 
mission had met once during 
the construction of the school to 
discuss the number of minority 
employees, which the CRC felt 
should have been larger. 

He told the commission then 
that he had tried to find more 
minority employees, Welch 
said. "This was the first Job we 
had done in such a minority- 
conscious community." 

A mayor's directive of 1969, 
incorporated into the contract, 
called for proof of non¬ 
discrimination in employment.) 

"We were not informed of 
violations," Welch said, "and 
there was no holdback In 
payment for the contract There 
were minorities employed on 
the school." 

William Ramsey, present 
chairman of the Community 
Relations Commission and then 
chairman of its employment 
committee, said this week that 
the action cannot now result in 
any payment for damages to the 
city. 

"The Welch company was 
deficient and delinquent in its 
attempts to hire minority 
employees. All we can expect 
now is to bring this fact to the 
ittention of the state,” Ramsey 
laid.

SUMMARY 

The act would allow a city council, board of aldermen, town meeting or other municipal legislative body lo 
delete or reduce any item In a budget which had previously been submitted for Ihc support of the public schools 
in a city or town. Such action by a municipal legislative body would require the approval of at least a two-thirds 
vote of those present and voting at a town meeting, or a two-thirds votcof the entire membership of a city council 
or board of aldermen. In a city with a bicameral type of government, the power to so act would lie with the board 
of aldermen. 
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School Autonomy Challenge 
Takes A Different Approach

Should a municipal legislative body be 
empowered to delete or reduce Items In a 
school budget of a city or town? 

This question has been debated in the 
legislature over the years, always with a 
negative outcome. 

Now the "Ten Men of Massachusetts" 
have taken another approach, to change 
existing law via initiative petition and 
referendum. 

The "Ten Men" expect that their 
proposed legislation will be the overriding 
issue in the 1974 state election. 

At a meeting last week to launch the 
initiative-petition drive, chairman of the Ten 
Men John W. Agnew, explained his 
organization's position. 

"We believe that expensive education is 
not necessarily good education and that good 
education is not necessarily expensive,” 
Agnew said. 

"We have viewed with dismay the 
mounting percentage of each municipal 
budget, that goes, without taxpayer control, 
into the school budget. For many years 
roughly 20 per cent of local budgets went to 
schools; today the norm is over 50 per cent," 
Agnew said. 

The Ten Men do not intend to convert 
town meetings and city councils into "instant 
School Committees," Agnew said. "We know 
that the autonomy conferred on school 
committees years ago was the only way 
known to keep politics out of the faculty, the 
administration and the classroom." 

"But when we screened out politics, we 
also screened out local control,” Agnew said. 

Former mayor of Attleboro Thomas A. 
Piggott, executive director of the Ten Men, 
outlined the initiative-petition procedure, in 
which the group is trying to collect 86,000 
valid signatures by the middle of November 
for submission to the legislature in January. 


If the measure fails In the legislature, 
another 10,000 signatures will be collected, 
which will put the question on the ballot in 
1974. 

The issue, Piggott said, is whether fiscal 
autonomy should prevail, or whether the 
people should decide that "X number of 
dollars should be spent on schooling.” 

"We are moving school spending from the 
legislative arena to the people arena,” 
Piggott continued. 

But the legislative arena will be watched, 
Piggott said, to see whether “an educational 
hierarchy exists on Beacon Hill." 

The Ten Men also plan to reevaluate the 
recently published statewide reading scores 
to see “whether we are getting our money’s 
worth," Piggott said. 

Mayor Walter J. Kelliher of Malden and 
James L. Sullivan, city manager of Lowell, 
both members of the Ten Men, spoke at the 
meeting. Kelliher felt that a legislative 
maneuver last year in the State House which 
killed proposed legislation limiting the fiscal 
autonomy of school committees was a 
misreading of the will of the people. 

Every public body should be ac¬ 
countable," Sullivan said. 

"It is not reasonable to expect the school 
committees to spend funds that are not ac¬ 
ceptable to the Community. The public should 
be involved in decisions that affect their 
everyday lives,” Sullivan said. 

School budgets will not be reduced 
automatically, Sullivan explalned r but school 
committees must be prepared to justify items 
in their budgets. 

The petition and referendum has been 
endorsed by the executive board of the 
Massachusetts League of Cities and Towns 
and by the Association of Town Finance 
Committees. 

The Ten Men are in the process of setting 
up coordinators in 241 cities and towns for the 
collection of petitions.

Gina's Camera 


Captures Italy 

By RUTH LENSON 

Her skin is sunbaked and wrinkled. Her toothless 
mouth is slack. The old woman sits on her doorstep 
peeling potatoes. Children play in a pan of water on the 
sun-dappled cobblestones of a back street in Florence. 
Full-skirted girls and their partners dance a tarantella 
near the remains of an old Greek Temple in Sicily . 

These are some of the magnificent photographs in 
"ITALIA MIA," a photographic essay on Italy edited, 
captioned and photographed by actress Gina Lollobrigida. 

Questions were flying across the luncheon table at 
I>och Ober's restaurant where Gina met with the press on 
a publicity tour before appearing at Jordan Marsh's book 
department to autograph copies of her new book. 

After nearly three years (and 20,000 photos) Gina 
declares that though it was all a labor of love and 
frustration, she deserves a,"big" rest and that she never 
would have begun the project had she realized how ar¬ 
duous the undertaking would be. 

"I did not make my own prints," she explained, "and 
no matter how many prints you have developed you will 
never have two equal. Sometimes I have to wait for 30 
prints to have one good one, und every time I waited it 
would be terrible . . . like playing roulette. But," she 
added quickly, "in my apartment in Rome I will now have 
three rooms to do the developing process myself, and that 
will be good.” 

She was not easily accepted as a photo¬ 
grapher and at first people were skeptical, thinking she 
wasn't serious. She beams as she says that when 
professional photographers saw her book they changed 
their attitude; even the critics "were astonished." 

When asked about her favorite photo, Gina was 
hesitant, and said, "I think my favorite is the first picture 
in the book. It was really quite difficult because I wanted 
something unusual and I didn't want other photographers 
to hear about it and snap it themselves. I wanted a family 
portrait of my city—the town where I was born and 
raised—I wanted all the people of Subiaco which is near 
Rome. And I got it. The mayor, the priest who heard my 
first communion—everybody. 

"You know," she added, "Subiaco is known for many 
things. The first book of history was printed there and the 
town is famous for its frescoes. Painters would come from 
all over Europe to use the women as models because of 
their beauty and lovely skin." 

No longer a young starlet with an hourglass figure, 
Gina, now in her forties, has flawless, creamy Subiaco 
skin, enormous dark brown eyes which are heavily 
fringed with false eyelashes. There is a certain sadness 
about her and a smile is slow in coming. When asked if she 
is a happy woman, her retort bites. 

"Happy? What is happening? No, I am never happy. 
The minute I have something, I want something else. To 
be satisfied is to mean that I do not have desires. If I have 
nothing to desire, I would be miserable." 

On a lighter note, she talks about her name and the 
"other" Gina Lollobrigida. 

"I was in the hospital following a car accident and five 
professors took care of me. They told me of the ex¬ 
citement I had created for them. It seems that 
word got around the hospital that Gina I/jllobriglda was in 
the hospital in the x-ray room. The doctors took to the 
stairs in a rush to see me and when they burst into the x- 
ray room, there, on the table, was a naked 70 yr. old lady 
They asked her name and she told them, 'Gina 
Lollobrigida'." 

Educated for three years in a fine arts school, Gina 
still finds time to paint, sculpt and design all her clothes. 
In her soon to be released film, "King, Queen and Knave," 
40 dresses were needed in a hurry. She consented to wear 
them from her personal wardrobe, but not before being 
assured of screen credit for their design, 

Son Milko, now 16, helped Gina in the preparation of 
her book. "He was very interested and I made him work 
on the layout. It was very good for him and it was also 
good for me to listen to his remarks." 

A handsome young man, with dark brown eyes and 
black hair, Milko accompanied Gina on a recent trip to 
Moscow when she was asked to be a judge at the Moscow 
Film Festival. 

"Milko said he wanted to know what Communism 
was, and 1 told him he would see it first hand. Wliile we 
were there I would view the movies I was Judging until 
midnight then I would have u little food sent up to my 
room and go to bed. Milko asked me if he could go down 
to the nightclub and 1 said yes, feeling that he should have

Across The Kitchen Counter Ruth Lenson 


The kids are ba>... in school and you're 
back at the kitchen range. Good grades in 
school are important and it's an established 
fact that a well-balanced diet every day does 
contribute to keeping your family healthy. 

A meeting of nutritionists and school 
teachers revealed that all too often Mother is 
asleep when a child slips out of the house 
without eating breakfast, sometimes mun¬ 
ching a candy bar on his way to school. 

Good grades begin with good nutrition 
and a poorly nourished child cannot perform 
as well mentally or physically when he is 
hungry or ill fed. Vitamins, body-building 
proteins and minerals are important to 
learning. 

Just what is a balanced diet? It means 
eating foods from each of the "Basic 4 Food 
Groups" every day. Bread-Cereal Group, 
Milk Group, Vegetable-Fruit Group and Meat 
Group. 

Research has also proven that the way 
foods are teamed makes an important dif¬ 
ference in the way the body absorbs their 
nutritional content. 

Many times you will get a nutritional 
bonus by pairing certain foods. For example, 
some proteias ure used effectively by the 
body when they are consumed with others— 
cereal with milk, or bread as a sandwich with 
meat, fish, poultry or cheese 
fillings. 

BREADS AND CEREALS: (Rich 
in certain B vitamins and iron) Enriched 
bread offers more nutrition than unenriched. 
Read the labels on cereal boxes—you will 
notice that many are fortified with vitamins 
at little or no extra cost. For best rewards in 
nutrition and good eating, bake your own 
bread and prepare delicious crunchy granola 
cereal. 

MILK GROUP: Besides milk for 
drinking, this includes cheese, ice cream, 
yogurt, all inexpensive sources of calcium 
und certain B vitamins. 

VEGETABLES AND FRUITS: There are 
dark green and bright yellow vegetables for 
Vitamin A, ami citrus fruits, tomatoes, 
cabbage, cantaloupe, and strawberries for 
Vitamin C. Don't scorn lower grades of 
canned fruits and vegetables—though they 
may lack eye appeal (broken pieces) they 
remain high in nutrition.. 

MEAT OR MEAT SUBSTITUTES: This 
includes meat, beef or pork liver, poultry, dry 
peas or beans, peanut butter, eggs, cheese 
and fish. 

What do the food terms "enriched" and 
"fortified” mean? They describe nutritional 
improvements according to standards set by 
the Federal government. Enriched is the 
term chosen to describe the addition of three 
B-vitamins—thiamine, niacin and 
riboflavin—and the mineral, iron, to white 
flour, bread, macaroni products, corn meal 
and rice. 

The mineral, calcium, also has been 
added to enriched self-rising flour and corn 
meal. Restored is defined as the total 
replacement of certain nutrients which have 
been lost in refining or processing of a food. 
Fortified indicates the addition of one or more 
nutrients normully not present in that food. 

If your main dish is low in protein, plan to 
make up for this by adding cheese or hard- 
cooked egg to the salad or choosing a dessert 
nude with milk.

6 cups quick or old fashioned oats, un¬ 
cooked

Vi cup wheat germ 
Vi cup flaked or shredded coconut 
one-third cup sesame seed 

1 cup chopped nutmeats 
Mi cup vegetable oil 
One-third cup honey 

2 teaspoons pure vanilla 
Heat oats in an 

baking pan in a preheated 
10 minutes. Combine oats, 
wheat germ, coconut, sesame 
nutmeats. Add oil, honey and 
until dry ingredients are well coated, 
oats mixture into two equal parts. Bake 
of the oats mixture in ungreased 
baking pan in 350 degree oven, for 
minutes, stirring often to brown evenly.oool.

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Big Family Sometimes An Asset 


What are your family's 
financial assets? Most people 
don't know about or forget what 
may be their biggest dollar 
asset, according to the In¬ 
surance Information Institute. 
How would you answer? 

Obviously, you'd mention 
your savings. Realistically, the 
family economics say, you are 
supposed to have savings of 
about half your annual salary 
For the average family, that 
would be about (5,000. 

Then you would mention life 
Insurance. You may have an 
Individual life insurance policy, 
you might also have group life 
coverage where you work. You 
probably have auto and home 
Insurance and hospital and 
medical coverage. 

Do -jou own your own home or 
an equity In it? You’d put that 
high on the list, along with any 
investments in stocks or 
ri°perty. 

What else do you have? What 
about that other very important 
Financial asset, the workmen’s 
compensation insurance 
coverage where you work. Your 
boss pays for it, but it could 
mean thousands, hundreds of 
thousands or as much as a 
million dollars to you. It is one 
of your most important assets. 

Do you know what workmen's 
compensation does for you? It 
varies, state by state, but, 
essentially, it provides financial 
protection for you and your 
family if you are injured or 
killed on the job. It could mean 
as much as a million dollars for 
some injured workers in some 
states. This would be for a very 
serious injury such as lifetime 
care for a quadraplegic. 

How does workmen’s com¬ 
pensation operate? First, it is 
hospital and medical insurance. 
In 4 states there are no limits 
on the amount No deductibles, 
no contributions from the in¬ 
jured employe; you get hospital 
and medical care for as long as 
you need it For life, if 
necessary 

Second, if you are killed on 
the job, it provides a death 
benefit to your survivors. This, 
too, varies by state, and most of 
the states are gradually upping 
the amounts. 

Third, what do you do for a 
paycheck if you are injured and 
can’t work? Workmen's 
compensation provides a wage 
benefit The weekly benefit is 
usually a percentage of your 
weekly wage, subject to a limit. 
These limits are generally too 
low, according to the National 
Commission on State Work¬ 
men's Compension Laws, but 
many the state legislatures 
are gradually boosting these 
amounts. Still, your workmen’s

Drinan Announces Business Conference

The Newton Red Coach 

Exit 17, Mass Tpke. 
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Like Magic, He's An Actor 


Expertise in plck-poeketlng is 
not customarily advised as a 
means of getting a Job in the 
movies. On the other hand the 
possession of manual adroitness 
and a skill with magic tricks has 
aided more than one young man 
to make his way on the 
vaudeville and night club cir¬ 
cuits and thus achieve a han¬ 
dhold into movies and 
television. 

Tony Giorgio, tall, dark as a 
Sicilian, clever con¬ 
versationalist, friend of some of 
the best known people in 
Hollywood, looks like an ex¬ 
football player. Somehow you’d 
never take him for an actor. 

But he is both actor and 
former circus magician. In his 
very early teens he also learned 
the pickpocket trade from a 
group of highly proficient 
followers of this art who at¬ 
tached themselves to the small 
circus where he was earning $18 
a week and chow served in the 
cook-tent. 

His “magic" was learned 
when he sold newspapers 
outside Proctor’s Thearte in 
Schenectady, N.Y., and, being a 
personable youth was given 
access to the theatre dressing 
rooms to sell his wares. He was 
fascinated by magic, the 
magicians helped while away 
the hours between shows by 
teaching him their tricks. 

When he tried to get a job in 
vaudeville, and haunted the 
New York agents, he was 
turned away as having had no 
stage experience. 

A small circus was his 
salvation. Outside the circus 
tents was a sign advertising a 
magician but when young Tony 
looked for him he was told that 
the magician had eloped the 
week before with the sword 
swallower’s wife. Maybe it was 
Just a gag. But Tony showed 
what he could do with a pack of 
cards and he was in business. 
His father gave him some good 
advise about circus people and 
his blessing. After all, it was 
depression time in the United 
States, and Tony’s $18 looked 
like a fortune to the older 
Giorgio who worked hard for 
WPA pay of $12 a week. 

So the young man who was 
already 5 feet 11 inches tall and 
appeared the 18 years he 
pretended to be did his magic 
tricks and felt satisfied. 

“I used to see a group of the 
same faces looking up at me in 
every town we appeared,” said 
'Georgio, which seemed very 
peculiar to him. So he asked his 
fellow entertainers. 

"They told me the group were 
regular pickpockets who 
followed the show, and, to 
escape being chased away, paid 
a percentage of their daily take 
to the management. It was a 
customary procedure with 
small circuses of the period. I 
don’t think the big circuses 
allowed the practice." 

"Being still a boy I was 
fascinated. I became friendly 
with the group. And they taught 
me the low-down and the 
argot." 

"You pick a pocket-you’re a 
dip who dips. Your hand is a 
duke. The master dip is a 
Cannon. And the detectives who 
follow pickpockets especially 
are the cannon squad." 

"In a group of pickpockets, 
the steer locates the victim and 
the pocket which he keeps his 
wallet. The stall distracts the 
victim by bumping into him, or, 
if a girl, walking by in a 
suggestively sexy fashion, thus 
allowing the cannon to dip into 
the mark’s pocket easily." 

"A group of pickpockets with 
a cannon, a steer and stalls is 
known as a wire mob. The 
wallet is a poke. The pockets, as 
indicated by the steer, are prat 
kicks, or rear trousers pocket; 
patch kicks (side jacket) and 
britch, (side trouser) pockets." 

Mr. Georgio carries his own 
money in his britch kick, and it 
is not in a wallet but in plain 
bills. He doesn’t carry very 
much, however. 

"The pit is the inside jacket 
pocket and it is the hardest to 
locate and usually the most 
lucrative. If you take a wallet 
you skin the poke-taking money 
and credit charge out and 
disposing of the poke in the 
nearest public receptacle. A 
pappy is an older person whose 
pocket doesen’t look worth 
picking, a Mr. Bates is a highly 
desirable victim." 

All this information helped 
give Tony movie Jobs later in 
life although he never picked a 
pocket himself for gain. He was 
too afraid of his father’s 
precepts. 

How did Tony get into films? 
It was his skill with his hands 
which had cameramen 
photographing inserts of those 
clever manipulators when the 
stars themselves, like Henry 
Fonda, Jacques Bergerac, Karl 
Malden, Peter Graves and 
many more, were unable to flip 
cards, pick a pocket, do a magic 
trick. 


It was Tony, who happened to 
be a friend of producer Bruce 
Geller, who was called in as 
technical adviser and actor 
(he’s in the cannon squad) when 
"Harry In Your Pocket" was 
made. It is a story about a wire 
mob headed by Cannon, James 
Cobum, with Walter Pidgeon as 
the steerer, and Michael 
Sarrazin and Triah Van Devere 
as the stalls. 

‘1 taught them all the rules of 
the game," says Tony affably. 
Walter Pidgeon learned so well 


"Dream of Kings,’ are 
fascinating to hear He com¬ 
plained to his agent recently 
that directors won’t give him 
acting roles except as a 
gangster.

Moakley 
Wants Aid 
For Veterans 

Congressman Joe Moakley 
reports that recent action In 
Congress gives him hope that 
“America’s neglect of its 
veterans is near an end." 

The Massachusetts Democrat 
has frequently complained 
about the inadequacy of many 
programs for veterans and has 
been particularly critical of the 
Administration’s failure to seek 
updating of benefits and 
programs until the need 
became urgent. 

In forecasting a brighter 
picture for veterans, Moakley 
pointed to the Veteran’s Health 
Care Expansion Act of 1973 as a 
promising sign. This new law 
contains two sections which 
Moakley had urged the 
Veterans’ Affairs Committee to 
include in the bill 

One provision enables 
disabled veterans to receive VA 
reimbursement for emergency 
care received in a non-VA 
hospital. “In the past," 
Moakley explained, "veterans 
whose disability required 
emergency care could either 
endanger their health, or even 
their lives, by delaying treat¬ 
ment traveling to a VA facility 
or absorb the expense at a time 
when they probably could least 
afford it. 

Another Moakley-backed 
provision will provide care at 
VA hospitals for the wives and 
certain dependents of a totally 
disabled veteran or a veteran 
who died of a service connected 
disability. 

Moakley announced that he is 
seeking action on his most 
pressing legislation. One bill 
would establish a program of 
mortgage cancellation life 
insurance for disabled 
veterans. Another would 
remove the time limit on the use 
of the GI Bill’s educational 
benefits. One other Moakley bill 
would allow a veteran's widow 
who remarried after 60 to 
receive widow’s benefits. 

The Congressman expressed 
particular interest in seeking 
passage of a bill he introduced 
to permanently prevent Social 
Security increases from 
causing reduction of V.A. 
benefits. Moakley also pointed 
out that he maintains five 
district offices which assist 
veterans who require in¬ 
formation or help in obtaining 
any benefits to which they are 
entitled.

MASS. BOOSTS TURKEY 
FLOCK BY 20 

Twenty wild trukeys have 
joined the flock at Beartown 
State Forest, Great Barrington. 
The birds—five adult hens, six 
immature hens, three Im¬ 
mature toms and six poults of 
undetermined sex—were ob¬ 
tained through the courtesy of 
the New York Division of Fish 
and Wildlife in a continuing 
effort to improve the 
Massachusetts flock with 100 
percent wild stock. 

In 1972, four hens and three 
toms were released In the 
Beartown State Forest; in late 
February, 1973, five adult and 
four immature toms were 
added to the flock. One adult 
hen was released last April. 

The birds have been well 
marked with color wing tags. 
Turkey project leader Jim 
Cardoza would appreciate any 
Information on sightings such 
as tag color, tag number (if 
possible), number of birds, 
where, when (and any other 
information that would be of 
interest).

That might be the last attempt to thrust the Presidential 
nomination upon him. No one can look Into the future and foretell 
what It will bring. But time could pass Ted by If again In 1978 he 
declines to accept his party’s nomination for President. 

The flaw In the picture from the standpoint of Ted’s advisers 
Is that his senatorial term expires In 1976 and If he should stand 
for the Presidency that year and be defeated, he would be out of 
action — out of public life. 

On the other hand. If Ted is elected the next President and 
serves two terms in the White House, he will be retiring from 
public life at the close of 1984 at the age of 52. Maybe that con¬ 
sideration might cause him to stand aside and allow Fritz Mon¬ 
dale to have the Presidential nomination next year. Fritz who? 

Governor Francis W. Sargent 
State's Champion Fund-Raiser 

Members of the Boston School Committee have come under 
fire because of fund-raising testimonials held In their behalf, and 
Chairman Paul R. Tierney of the Hub's school board has ad¬ 
vanced the rather sensible suggestion that the members be paid 
for the meetings they attend In order to eliminate the need of 
conducting testimonials for them. 

Pressuring hard-working school principals and teachers, who 
receive only modest salaries, to buy *25 tickets for a School 
Committee member, who needs some money, is wrong and is not 
to be condoned under any circumstances. 

But the School Committee members In Boston and In other 
communities across Massachusetts are pikers and small-timers 
when It comes to raising money. 

The champion fund-raiser among the present-day politicians 
in Massachusetts and probably of all time in the Bay State is 
Governor Francis W. Sargent. 

John F. Kennedy, James M. Curley, Paul A. Dever, Christian 
A. Herter, Edward M. Kennedy, Robert F. Kennedy, John A. 
Volpe, Endicott Peabody and Foster Furcolo. None of them was a 
match for Francis Sargent when it came to raising money. We 
would estimate that by the time the results of next year’s state 
election are written into the record books, Sarge will have raised 
well over *1 million—if he hasn 't done so already. 

That is not to Imply that Governor Sargent Is lining his own 
pockets or that he Is pulling in money for his own personal pur¬ 
poses. He Is not doing any such thing. He Is building up a political 
campaign chest so that when he stands for relectlon next year he 
will have the money to do things to promote his candidacy that his 
opponent will be financially unable to do. 

There is nothing wrong in that. It is an accepted way of 
financing political campaigns. Politicians have been doing It 
since George Washington’s time. 

People, who are interested In politics only at election time or 
when a scandal erupts, have resisted suggestions that political 
campaigns be financed through public taxes. They are opposed to 
having even *1 added to their tax bills to pay for a Presidential 
campaign. 

Yet, they expect candidates seeking their votes to appear on 
television and do other things which will assist a viewer, listener 
or reader In evaluating their qualifications and merit—things 
which cost money. / 

State House observers estimate that Governor Sargent has 
taken in about *412,000 from testimonials and direct contributions 
since winning election to the Governorship a little less than three 
years ago. 

If there has been any arm-twisting In the process of raising 
that tidy sum, it has not produced any audible,complaints. Sarge's 
committee Is planning four more * 100 -a-plate dinners to honor the 
Governor and swell his campaign fund to even more healthy 
proportions. 

This will enable Sarge to get off to a running start in his drive 
for reelection next year while his Democratic adversary 
presumably will be drained financially by a costly primary fight 
and will be obliged to start all over again raising money for the ' 
final election campaign after winning the primary. 

Governor Sargent, of course, is not the only top-level official 
who raises campaign funds from testimonials. Senator Edward 
W. Brooke was honored two years ago at a birthday dinner which 
produced *250,000 for his campaign. Brooke’s supporters proudly 
cited the dinner as evidence of his popularity and the esteem in 
which Brooke was held by Republicans and Democrats alike. 

The Kennedy brothers sought and received campaign con¬ 
tributions, but mostly they dug down into their own pockets or 
turned to members of their families for the money they needed to 
finance their campaigns. Other politicians, of course, are unable 
to do that. 

Political observers make a distinction between aides to a 
Governor “putting the arm” on highly paid lobbyists and well-to- 
do businessmen and a school administrator sending out *25 
testimonial tickets to a principal to sell in his school. But the 
principles In the two cases are not all that different except that the 
Governor’s aides are invariably raising money to assure a well- 
oiled campaign which will keep their man in office. 

Public officials don’t go out of office as welathy as most 
people imagine. 

James M. Curley was virtually penniless after serving 16 
years as Mayor, two as Governor, several as Congressman. He 
had lived up to his Income, and when he left the office of Mayor at 
the start of 1950 he had only very small savings to fall back on. 
Within a short time, Curley had to sell his home on the 
Jamaicaway and move to a more modest and less expensive 
dwelling. 

When John B. Hynes served as Interim Mayor of Boston while 
Curley was in prison during the summer and fall of 1947, Hynes 
told the writer he had lost money while he was Mayor. He had 
been obliged to spend more than the difference between his pay as 
Mayor and City Clerk. 

John F. Collins, now a professor at M.I.T., and a consultant on 
urban problems, probably could not afford to return to political 
life. Foster Furcolo was almost broke when he walked down the 
State House steps after serving four years as Governor of 
Massachusetts, two as State Treasurer and several as 
Congressman. 

Most politicians not only spend all the campaign contributions 
they receive but often go into debt in a campaign. 

Russian-Chinese Relations 
Worsen; War Is Real Threat 

Massachusetts members of Congress, who are briefed 
periodically on International problems and world conditions, 
report that relations have worsened In recent weeks between 
Soviet Russia and Red China and that the possibility of war 
between the two giant Communist nations Is very real. 

A Soviet-backed Mongolian newspaper recently accused 
Chinese troops with violations of the Mongolian border, claiming 
that Chinese forces had deliberately penetrated from nine to 12 
miles Inside Mongolian territory. 

International observers are skeptical of the Soviet charges 
and speculate as to why they were made. They point out that the 
Soviet Union has a clear advantage over China In both nuclear 
and conventional forces and add that it would not be In China's 
interests to provoke the Russians with violations of a border that 
is clearly marked and recognized by both sides. 

Experts on such matters say it seems clear that the Soviet 
leaders consider it to be in their Interests to create tensions along 
the Mongolian frontier. 

They have suggested that one of the Soviet motives may be to 
force the Chinese to divert troops from Soviet border areas, where 
their main strength is concentrated, to bolster the forces on the 
Mongolian front, 

Other observers say the Soviet bosses may merely hope to 
force the Chinese Into devoting a greater proportion of their 
national budget to defending their northern frontier In order to tie 
up resources and delay the day when China will attain economic 
parity with the Soviet Union.

Although VenugfffT hostile to 
human exploreRon, information 
about it cajroc obtained from 
space^^oes, which fly by, 
orbjpflr land on the planet This 
itry's Mariner 10 will probe 
ith Venus and Mercury later 
this fall. 

While Venus is the closest 
planet to Earth, Mercury is the 
closest to the sun. A small 
planet 3,000 miles in diameter, 
Mercury is a scorched, bumt- 
out world that is alternately 
roasted and frozen. A night is 12 
weeks long.

planets as recorded by space 
probes and shows such 
phenomena as the Martian dust 
storms and the colorful cloud 
bands surrounding Jupiter.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Hardly 
anyone travels without a 
camera these days. For pic¬ 
tures can help refresh memo¬ 
ries of pleasant moments and 
places for years to come. 

And, what with those simple 
aim-and-shoot cameras, you 
don’t have to be a professional 
to record your travel experi¬ 
ences on film. 

There are tricks of the trade, 
however. So here are some tips 
for fall and winter vacationists 
from Eastman Kodak experts: 

Autumn's great, glorious 
globs of color are made for 
photography, but to do justice 
to their beauty, the photogra¬ 
pher must look at them with a 
discerning eye. 

In the winter, when color has 
been bleached from the scene¬ 
ry, interesting compositions and 
unusual angles of revealing 
closeups can help photogra¬ 
phers capture the spirit of the 
snow-filled outdoors. 

In lieu of color variety, they 
play games with sunlight and 
glistening snow. In autumn, on 
the other hand, the subtler 
techniques of winter photogra¬ 
phy can easily be lost in the 
understandable desire to cap¬ 
ture the wealth of colors. 

The stark winter scene 
demands the photographer 
compose his picture carefully 
before he shoots. A second look 
at what fall has to offer—in 
addition to the intense reds, 
oranges, yellows—can give you 
better pictures, too. 

During that double check, 
look for leading lines, repeti¬ 
tion, and areas of light and 
dark that will add visual 
Interest to your pictures, 
leading Line 

A leading line might be a 
prominent tree, branch, fence, 
road or even a ski track. It 
should lead the eye to the 
center of interest in the scene. 
Rilkes, bound to be in use 
during the fall months, can 
offer built-in leading lines that 
will help you feature your 
favorite leaf-raker. 


Repetition of the same 
objects, a grouping of pumpkins 
or a row of cider bottles, for 
instance, can add strength to a 
composition. 

Chiaroscuro, the arrangement 
of light and dark areas, puts 
shadows and highlights to work 
—creating new shapes and 
adding dimension to pictures, 
try photographing a glowing 
campfire at dusk, using the 
existing light it sheds for a 
dramatic portrait of the fire- 
tender. 

(You can shoot by firelight as 
well as sunlight if using Koadk 
pocket Instamatic cameras 
which make time exposures 
automatically.) 

Smoke and mist can add 
mystery, a veil of illusion to 
city and country scenes. Both 
also offer a way to cover up 
unnecessarily "busy” back¬ 
grounds that might detract 
from the center of interest in 
your picture. Choosing a 
different angle or moving in 
closer are other methods of 
simplifying a cluttered or 
complicated background. 

To which I add: "Whether 
your camera is new or old, 
shoot a roll or two of film in 
advance of your departure on a 
trip to make sure it is in proper 
operating condition. If you're 
going abroad, check on the 
availability of the film you will 
be using. Prices generally are 
higher outside the United 
States, but some countries 
restrict the amount of film that 
may be brought in. 

And remember to register 
your foreign-made camera and 
equipment with U. S. customs 
before leaving the country. If 
you don't, you might have to 
pay duty unless you can prove 
it was not purchased during 
your latest travel overseas.

BERKELEY, Calif. (UPI) - 
Corporations that talk ecology 
but lobby against pollution 
control are inviting "social 
retribution,” according to a 
University of California busi¬ 
ness administration professor.

There's something strangely 
reassuring going on in 
Washington that Just might 
mean things are getting back to 
normal; government folks arc 
beginning to act like real 
people. 

For one thing, they're 
disagreeing with each other. 
Out in the open. And no heads 
have rolled — even after their 
differences made the front 
pages. 

President Nixon says he has 
hay fever. Gets it every year 
about this time, on Setpember 5, 
to be exact, and doesn’t get rid 
of It until October 1. It makes 
his eyes puff up, he says. 

Nonsense, insists his doctor. 
Mr. Nixon says the same thing 
every year, and every year he 
tells him his self-diagnosis is 
wrong. He’s given up arguing 
with him about It. 

Whether the President has the 
sncezles nnd wheezles isn’t ns 
important (except to him, of 
course) as the fact that he 
shares a human failing with the 
rest of us: our doctors don’t 
.always agree with as either. 



Even more encouraging was 
the squabble between a White 
House adviser and the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 
When Melvin I,nird shot up his 
trial balloon on a tax increase, 
George Shultz shot it down all 
the way from Tokyo. 

"Laird can keep his cotton¬ 
picking hands off economic 
policy," he growled. "He 
always sounds off when I'm out 
of town." 

Honesty like this is rare in 
government. We may suspect 
that bureaucrats get in each 
other's way now and then, but 
darned few of them ever admit 
it. And if they do, it’s with a 
false smile and a babble of 
diplomatic double-talk. No 
other Washington biggie has 
ever publicly warned a 
colleague to keep his cotton¬ 
picking hands off his territory. 

Now the chief economist of 
the Federal Power Commission 
says too much talk by the Ad¬ 
ministration Is making the 
natural-gas shortage worse. 

These may be little things, but 
in times like this we have to

cling to whatever small crumbs 
of hope that fall our way. And 
the fact that men in White 
House circles have human 
reactions is, somehow, hopeful. 

It wasn't always this way. 
Remcbcr what happened to 
Walter Hlckel when he publicly 
urged the President to come 
down from his ivory tower and 
talk to people? He was on his 
way back to Alaska before he 
knew what hit him. 

John Connally backed into the 
same buzz saw. Early in the 
Watergate mess he advLsed the 
President to hop on the tube and 
tell the people everything he 
knew about it. That was the last 
advice Big John ever got to 
offer. 

It’s just possible that Mr. 
Nixon is beginning to think 
Connally had the right idea. If 
he’d made an honest 
declaration when the scandal 
first exploded, instead of hiding 
out for months, he might not 
have the Supreme Court 
breathing down his neck now. 

Maybe we need more of this in 
Washington Maybe if a few 


other members of the Ad- 4 
ministration felt free enough to 
come out and say what they 
really think, Americans would 
feel less "alienated" from their 
government. 

It’s that "openness" Mr. 
Nixon talked about In his early 
days in office (and promptly 
forgot about for the next few 
years). All we’ve had since then 
are a lot of pretty speeches and 
more "phases" than we can 
keep track of. 

The result is that many voters 
suspect the big brains in 
Washington are frantically 
flapping every which wav for 
gimmicks to bring prices down

Drain the mushrooms and chop fine, combine with 
the onion, crabmeat, crumbs, parsley, salt and pepper. 
Spread mixture evenly over fish fillets and roll up.

"Handle your partner with 
great care," she says, “be 
polite to your opponent but 
show no mercy.” 

This bold philosophy does not 
seem to square with the 
pleasant lady who was a 13- 
year-old prewar bridge prodigy 
in Vienna, and she likes to tell 
about another woman player 
who, after an informal chat 
over cocktails, exclaimed: 

"Your’re so nice—away from 
the bridge tables, I mean.” 

"A lot of people say things 
like that," she said, not at all 
displeased. "When they say 
they like me socially but are 
inclined to hate me in 
competition I always reply that 
I don't want to be liked at the 
bridge table. I’m most anxious 
to make friends in the bridge 
world but I am more interested 
in being respected and feared 
during play. Frankly It gives 
me a great advantage." 

Out of Rut 

Mrs. Markus considers "Com¬ 
mon-Sense Bridge” a "dif¬ 
ferent" kind of bridge book and 
one that gets closest to 
imparting the kind of play that 
took her to European and world 
championships. It is aimed at 
the middle grade player, “the 
millions who have played for 
years, have reached a certain 
standard and gotten stuck. This 
will help them out of the rut. 

Hie average player longs to be 
a Master. Not everyone can 
make It but this will help."

If you concentrate on 
counting and accounting for all 
these cards—even the small 
ones—you will be very close to 
becoming a champion." 

Mrs. Markus’ photographic 
memory would be a help and so 
would the run of luck which she 
says, thankfully, has been with 
her a very long time. In 
addition a knowledge of psy¬ 
chology is helpful. Her profi¬ 
ciency in this field is such that 
It has been suggested she 
hypnotizes her opponents. 

"I don’t really," she said, 
"but that kind of reputation can 
be very helpful.”

Zanzibar 


DAR ES SAI.AAM (UI’I) — 
Zanzibar, fabled island of 
cloves and more lately Africa’s 
Cuba, is emerging from one of 
its most painful periods in 
history. 

A bloody cuup in 1964 
overthrew the centuries-old 
Arab oligarchy only to substi¬ 
tute an even more intimidating 
regime which condoned impris¬ 
onment without trial, torture 
and murder, suppression of 
dissent and enforced mar¬ 
riages. 

The new ruler, Sheikh Karu- 
me, a former sailor, died as 
violently as he had lived— 
gunned down in April, 1972, as 
he played cards with friends. 

His successors have loyally 
parroted the same revolution¬ 
ary Cuban-etylc slogans but, 
under the more pragmatic 
leadership of Aboud Jumbe, 
they have moderated some ol 
his excesses. 

Jumbe, a former teacher 
trained at Uganda's once 
prestigous Makerere Univer¬ 
sity, has improved ties with the 
mainland, released political 
prisoners, allowed the importa¬ 
tion of long-denied foreign 
goods, eased the island's 
chronic food shortage and made 
life generally easier for Zan¬ 
zibar's 350,000 population. 

Which is not to say the island 
has become a democracy 
overnight. 

Signs Of Progress 

Tight-fitting dresses, see- 
through blouses, tight or bell- 
bottomed trousers, makeup, 
long hair and wigs are all 
banned on penalty of life 
sentences for repeated offen¬ 
ders. 

Inspections are mounted 
regularly to ensure citizens 
conform to the ruling revolu¬ 
tionary council's dictates.

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Ward 8 Hands Mann Preliminary

Incumbent Mayor Theodore Mann got off to an im¬ 
pressive head start Tuesday in his race against three-time 
candidate William Carmen for the mayoralty of Newton. 

In the first preliminary election ever held in Newton, 
Mann got 6,937 votes, 54 per cent of the total of 12,817. 

Carmen's 5,493 votes were 43 per cent of the total. 

Elliott Berry, the third candidate, received 339 votes. 

In the only alderman-at-large preliminary contest, 
the four top vote-getters citywide for the two posts in 
Ward 7 were incumbent Jason Sacks, 4,649 votes; Mark 
White, 3,447; Melvin Norris, 3,430; and Dominic Taglienti, 
2,690. Alice Wilson, with 2,563, and Henri Pelletier, with 
1,872, are out of contention. 

The two incumbent ward aldermen under siege both 
came through victors in the preliminary. In Ward 3, 


Richard Bullwinkle received more than twice as many 
votes as Paul Daley, whom he will face in the Nov. 6 
regular election.

Carmen’s strength lay in north-side Wards 1, 2, and 3, 
with Ward 1 giving him his only significant margin. There 
Carmen received a plurality of almost 600 votes. 

In Wards 2 and 3 Carmen’s plurality was less than 100 
votes in each. 

As in the last mayoral election, also pitting Mann and 
Carmen against each other, Mann received an over¬ 
whelming vote in his home ward. Ward 8 (Oak Hill), 


which this time gave him a plurality of more than 1,100 
votes. 

A Carmen aide, Joking with Alderman Alan Barkin, 
the mayor's brother-in-law, at City Hall as the results 
came in, said, "If we could have put Ward 8 over in 
Needham, we’d have won the election." 

Barkin retorted, "How about putting Ward 1 in 
Watertown?" 

At a gathering of family and supporters at the Sidney 
Hill Country Club after the results were known, Mayor 
Mann decried the injection of partisanship into the 
preliminary, calling it a "violation of the charter," which 
ruled Newton's elections to be on a non-partisan basis. 

Mann said he felt that playing up the two parties had 
confused many people, who then thought they had to be 
registered in one party or the other to be able to vote. 

The mayor called the preliminary "a people's elec¬ 
tion." 


"This administration represents all parties," Mann 
said. 

"The other side had all the political powerhouses from 
outside," Mann said, "while we ran a strictly local 
campaign." 

In the next few weeks Mann said he and his supporters 
will intensify their efforts to gain Newton's first four-year 
mayoral term, but will continue "to give city business 
first priority." 

At Carmen’s house, where wellwishers, workers, and 
family were gathered to hear the results, the mood was 
dejected but not despairing. 

Carmen, who appeared weary, promised to work 
twice as hard during the next month, saying, "It's obvious 
we have a lot of work todo in Ward 8."

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Bushes Cleared 
- At Eljot Station 

Silent at night, noisy during the day, the trackless 
roadbed of the MBTA Green Line northwest of the 
Highlands station looks like a country road. 

"Selective clearing” along the 82-foot-wide right-of- 
way has diminished the country feeling somewhat. 

According to senior project manager A1 Pacelli, trees 
and bushes are being cleared totally only from 25 feet 
each way from the center of the tracks, and only when 
absolutely necessary is vegetation being removed in the 
outer 16-foot strips. 

Clearing is necessary to keep tree branches away 
from the overhead power lines and to allow space beside 
the tracks for a drainage ditch to carry water away from 
the roadbed. 

The MBTA has altered its previously announced plan 
of fencing along the entire right-of-way and now intends to 
fence only where there is a safety hazard. 

Homeowners will have the option of leaving their own 
fences or having the MBTA erect a fence, when existing 
fence lines are correct. 

MBTA engineers have found several instances of' 
encroachment on MBTA land from abutting property. 
In one case a tool shed has been found to be almost 12 feet, 
over on MBTA property. 

Pacelli is notifying the MBTA legal department of all 
such encroachment.

Waste Committee 
Picks Consultant 


Camp Dresser & McKee 
were chosen unanimously by 
the Newton-Waltham 
Regional Refuse Disposal 
District Committee last week 
as consultants for the district. 

Working against a deadline 
stated in the two-city 
agreement as Dec. 31,1973, for 
completion of a com¬ 
prehensive study of the 
regional needs and ap¬ 
propriate methods for solid- 
waste disposal, the firm will 
present detailed plans this 
week on how to accomplish its 
work. 

"The "request for proposal" 
drawn up by the committee 
was divided into required and 
optional tasks, the former to 
include recommendations for 
ltj year and 5 year processing 
(volume reduction) and 
disposal methods. 

Optional tasks included a 
review of both cities’ 
collection operations and a 
study of the possibilities of 
other cities and towns joining 
with Newton and Waltham in 
an expanded disposal region. 

Cost estimates will be 
provided on required 
recommendations, and any 


recommendation is to be 
based on compliance by Dec. 
31, 1974. 

The report of the district 
committee is to be submitted 
to the mayors of each city by 
Jan. 31,1974, who must submit 
it to the legislative bodies of 
the cities by Feb. 28. 

By May 1, the cities must 
have given final approval if 
the Newton-Waltham district 
is to become operational. 

District Director Philip 
Pattison and member Edward 
Delaney, Waltham's director 
of public works, often during 
the meeting referred to the 
study to be supplied by the 
consultant as one that should 
take several months, casting 
doubt on whether the district 
will be able to meet its 
deadline. 

The Newton-Waltham 
Regional Refuse Disposal 
District was established in 
July under a $112,500 grant 
from the U. S. Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

The purpose of the district is 
to determine whether a joint 
disposal district is feasible, 
and if it is, what is the best 
method of disposal.

To Neighborhood Togetherness 


The Newton Community 
Schools Program will com¬ 
mence its second year of 
operation next week and in¬ 
terested citizens are urged to 
contact their neighborhood 
school for the all important 
registration dates. 

The program is conducted in 
at least 20 of Newton's 
elementary schools, and 
although partially financed by 
the school committee, it is 
managed separately on a 
strictly volunteer basis. 

The Angier School, for 
example, offers to all citizens 
within its area of jurisdiction an 
eight week term with a variety 
of courses, workshops, and 
informal drop-in centers. 

The voluntary committee 
which has devised this fall’s 
schedule and offerings for the 
Angier School neighborhood 


include William Meyer, coor¬ 
dinator; Phyllis Wishnie, 
treasurer, and committee 
staffers Nadine Krasnow, 
Bernice Selib, Patsy Cibella, 
Martha Akagi and Dr. Kuna 
Abroms. 

Together, the committee has 
come up with a full week's 
schedule including a puppetry 
workshop, a needlepoint and 
stitchery course, a yoga course, 
and a series of lessons on indoor 
gardening. 

The puppetry workshop will 
be held on Wednesday af¬ 
ternoons from 1 :30 to 3:30 and is 
open to all age groups. The 
instructors, Adrian Lowenthal 
and Martha Akagi, have taught 
the course in many schools and 
community centers.

Schoolers" class.

Developer 
Sues Board

An unofficial aldermanie policy of requiring apart¬ 
ment developers to set aside units for the Newton Housing 
Authority is going to be challenged in court. 

Weston Realty Trust, developers of 54 units of garden 
apartments at 2326 Commonwealth Ave., Auburndale, 
filed suit Tuesday asking for a court ruling on the policy. 

A condition that the developer must hire a private 
rubbish collector for the new apartments will also be 
challenged in the suit. 

The Board of Aldermen voted in September to give 
Weston Realty Trust permission to build garden apart¬ 
ments on the site, provided developer Michael Iodice set 
aside three two-bedroom and two one-bedroom units for 
use as subsidized housing by the Housing Authority. 

Attorneys for the developer contend that the policy is 
a "confiscatory taking of property without due process of 
law." 

Iodice's attorneys, in the suit against the city, contend 
that the policy violates the United States and 
Massachusetts constitutions and also alleges violations of 
the state Zoning Enabling Act. 

The suit was filed in Middlesex Superior Court. 

On private rubbish collection, the developer stated 
that "because this is not a general requirement for other 
owners either of residential buildings or apartment 
houses in Newton, we are asking the court to determine if 
it is discriminatory to impose this condition on us.” 

The aldermanie Land Use Committee, first to receive 
and deliberate developer petitions, has tended toward 
requiring private collections in the last year. 

According to committee chairman Aid. Alan Barkin, 
the policy of setting aside apartment units to the Newton 
Housing Authority dates tack to 1969 when the city was 
selling city-owned land to a developer and made this a 
condition of the sale. 

Barkin said the Housing Authority has gotten a 
negligible number of apartments from the policy. 

The Board of Aldermen is also currently considering 
making its unofficial policy official by amending the city- 
zoning ordinances to stipulate that a portion of all new 
apartment construction be provided to the Newton 
Housing Authority. A public hearing on the matter was 
held Oct. 1. 

Since the unofficial policy has been in effect, several 
disgruntled developers have suggested they might in¬ 
stitute a court challenge of the rule. 

Iodice is the first to follow through. 

City Solicitor Howard Levine said Wednesday that 
Newton will file a reply to the suit and will contest it in 
court. 


Administrators 
Stay In Stearns 


Against the recom¬ 
mendation of Public Buildings 
Commissioner Emil I .arson, 
the School Committee voted 
last week 4-3 to continue the 
school administration in the 
old Stearns School until the 
renovation of the new 
heudquarters is complete. 

I-arson reported a cost of 
$9,000 for conversion of one 
furnace in Stearns plus about 
$2,000 more for fuel oil for the 
1973-74 heating seasoa 

The firing of the old coal¬ 
burning furnaces at Stearns 
has been prohibited by the 
state, but I.arson has had 
them fired. 

He said last week at a joint 
meeting of the aldermanie 
Education Committee and the 
School Committee that he has 
told "the people in Boston" the 
problem will be resolved by 
Nov. 15. 

Conversion of one of the two 
furnaees, which date from 
1907, can be done by Nov. 1, 
1 -arson said, and will be much 
cheaper and faster than rental 
of temporary heating 
equipment. 

The heat will be sufficient 


except for extremely cold 
days, he said. 

School Committee members 
Franklin Frazier, Alvin 
Mandell, and Manuel Beck¬ 
with voted to move im¬ 
mediately to the new 
headquarters in the old F.A. 
Day Junior High School. 
Dorothy Reichard, Eleanor 
Rosenblum, Richard Douglas, 
and Herbert Regal were op¬ 
posed. 

Several members felt that to 
move now to the Day 
headquarters would mean 
having to move twice, once 
now and once when renovation 
is complete, and would add to 
the cost of the renovation.

Feeling that the Recreation 
Commission capital im¬ 
provements program for the 
next five years "may not be in 
touch with what the people 
want," the City Planning 
Committee will request that the 
commission hold a meeting with 
all interested groups in each 
ward before submitting any 
future requests for funding of 
programs. 

Chairman of the aldermanic

The committee resolved to 
ask the City Solicitor to in¬ 
vestigate the possibility of 
obtaining first option to buy 
both private properties near the 
bathhouse and beach. 

Acquisition of these 
properties would give to the city 
ownership of a large segment of 
lakefront, joining the Crystal 
lake bathhouse area with the 
small park on lake avenue. 

In other action the City 
Planning Committee voted 5-0 
to accept the Conservation 
Commission $2 million land- 
acquisition plan for inclusion in 
the capital improvement 
program, and to discuss the 


Recreation Commission plan 
further. 

Also approved, 4-0, was the 
addition of $300,000 per year to 
the capital improvement 
program for the acquisition of 
land aside from conservation 
land. 

A resolution will be prepared 
for the Board of Aldermen in 
favor of the use of the money to 
acquire at least 10 acres of land 
annually. 

All recommendations of the 
City Planning Committee 
concerning the capital im¬ 
provements program must be 
approved by the Board of 
AJdermen.

present unit price labels are 
difficult to find and almost 
impossible to read. Requiring 
retailers to use a standard eye 
catching color, and clear, un¬ 
broken numerals rather than 
the presently employed 
astcricks and broken num- 
berals will assist consumers to 
take full udvantage of unit 
pricing. Including unit prices in 
advertising, especially in 
newspaper ads, will enable the 
shopper to "comparison shop" 
even before going to the 
supermarket. As one who has 
personally experienced utter 
frustration in trying to utilize 
unit pricing Iwhole heartedly 
support the new regulations." 

Some of the more substantive 
changes in the regulations were 
cited by Representative Pines. 

The new regulations will 
require retailers to: 1. Print the 
price per measure in clearly 
legible uninterrupted figures. 

Broken figures such as those 
composed of astcricks, dashes 
or dots are prohibited. 2. Use 
one of three shades of bright 
orange p re-approved by the 
Consumers’ Council as the 
background for the unit price. 3. 


Include the unit price of each 
item advertised, including 
television and radio ads as well 
as newspaper or other printed 
or written advertisements. 4. 
Unit price each category of 
commondlties only in the unit of 
measure designated by the 
Council. 5. Obtain approval of 
the label from the Council. 6. 
Add frozen foods, dairy 
products, seasoning and spices, 
powdered mixes, starches and 
bleaches, and other items to 
those packaged commondities 
which are presently regulated. 

Pursuant to the statute, 
public hearings were held prior 
to the issuance of these 
regulations by the Consumers’ 
Council on Sept. 13 at which 
time all interested parties had 
the opportunity to file written 
comments and testify at the 
hearing. 

Representative Pines stated: 
"The Massachusetts Unit 
Pricing law was the first of its 
kind in the United States and is 
presently the basis for a 
number of other states’ "truth - 
in - pricing” statutes. I believe 
that these new regulations will 
greatly benefit the consumer 
and thereby make this law more 
effective."

Testing Finds Children With 
Possible Lead Poison Effects 


Nine out of 142 Newton 
children tested in the first of a 
series of community-wide lead 
screening programs had suf¬ 
ficiently high lead levels to need 
retest. 

This is almost 7 percent of 
children aged one to six 
screened in Newton Upper Falls 
on Sept 25 at the Emerson 
SchooL 

When retest is indicated, 
parents are contacted promptly 
by Newton-Wellesley Hospital's 


Child Care Service to bring 
their child there for retest. This 
is a double check. 

There is a 10 percent chance 
that the machinery processing 
the test registered a false 
positive. On the other hand, if 
the retest matches the initial 
finding, steps must be taken— 
treatment if the level is that 
high; an effort to find out where 
the child is getting the paint and 
to keep him from it; and 
retesting every three months to

Who is morn dnngnrous. a man who points n gun 
at a storo dark and thrnntnns to blow his hoad off if 
the cash register isn't openod. or a man who manages 
a movie theater showing films of questionable social 
and legal merit? 

Apparently, at least if last woek's Superior Court 
ruling is an indicator, the manager of the theater is the 
man from which society has tho most to fear. 

Last week, in Boston, tho managor of a theater 
was sentenced to 2 '/> years in Walpolo for showing 
the film. "The Devil in Miss Jones." In addition, tho 
corporation for which tho gentleman works was fined 
S10.000 

Where is the oquality? 

Granted many peoplo foel obscenity is a root 
danger to our society, but we are just as aware of 
other situations whore people who have either com¬ 
mitted violent crimos against other poople. or who 
have throntonod such action, havo not boon handled 
by tho courts in tho same manner. 

Ask any veteran police officor in Norwood. 
Dedham. Newton, or any local community and tho 
story will bn tho same. In each officer’s background is 
a situation whore life and death were at tho morcy of a 
man holding a weapon. It could havo been a woman 
with a knife, a fathor with a shotgun, or a young man 
in a drug store who. while in tho midst of an armed 
robbery, is interrupted by a policeman responding to a 
silent alarm 

All of tho incidents mentioned abovo have 
happened with a disturbing regularity and ofton the 
incidents, because they havo become rather common 
place, and accepted, have not received the publicity 
which would normally call the public's attention to 
such happenings. 

But most alarming has been tho response of the 
courts to these incidents Probation, a form of mild 
wrist slap has boon more often the rule than tho 
exception. Suspended sentences, a short term in the 
houso of correction, or an oqually short term in tho 
prison has loft law enforcomont personnel questioning 
their valuo in a society which seems to accept death 
and throats of death as common place. 

So it is with that background thot the 2Vi year 
prison term givon to tho managor of tho Boston 
theator is considered. How can there be any com¬ 
parison? What has happened to a value system which 
placos a higher premium on the alleged offenses 
against our society through tho voluntary viowing of a 
film considered by some to be obscene and by others 
acceptable? 

How can a man who until ho wos arrested was 
operating a privato business within the confines of the 
law suddenly find himself in prison for 2Vi years? How 
can a policeman continue to perform his job when the 
man who pointed a shotgun at his chest is still 
walking the stroets. 

Thore is something wrong here and equality 
bofore the law may have taken another beating from a 
court in Boston.

We want to take prominent part In this 
Newspaper Weok by giving due recognition to the 
boys and girls throughout the wide circulation area of 
Transcript Newspapers who make this paper accessi¬ 
ble and dependable for you the readers. 

There is a lot soid — many times too much too 
often — about youngsters who are too lazy or could 
care less about doing their fair share as part of a 
family. In some households this means getting a small 
job and oarning enough for those thousand and one 
''must'' items that just about every youngster would 
like to have at one time or another. 

But no one can tell that lazy story to us. We 
wouldn't bolieve it oven if they tried.

Polls Indicate Gov. Sargent 
Has Lost Substantial Support 

Recent polls and surveys have indicated that Governor 
Francis W. Sargent has lost a substantial amount of public sup¬ 
port this year and would be defeated by either Boston Mayor 
Kevin H. White or Attorney General Robert H. Quinn if an election 
were held today. 

Former Brookline Representative Michael Dukakis did not 
appear as strong as either White or Quinn on the poll returns and 
would not have defeated Governor Sargent at the time the surveys 
were made. 

However, the last poll was taken before the recent state ac¬ 
tion stalling for a third time the proposed $266 million Park Plaza 
development, and it is believed the Governor's political stock has 
suffered another drop as a result of that strange decision by his 
acting Commissioner of Community Affairs. 

The main factor responsible for Governor Sargent's loss of 
popularity at the time the straw vote was compiled was the chaos 
which developed at Walpole State Prison while John 0. Boone 
was serving as State Correction Commissioner, with the murders, 
riots and wanton destruction of property turning off the voters. 

The polls have solidified the intention of Attorney General 
Quinn to seek the Democratic nomination for Governor and have 
given him a telling argument for his primary battle with ex- 
Reprcsentative Dukakis, namely that he would have a better 
chance of defeating Sargent than would Dukakis. 

Governor Sargent may be able to rebuild some of his political 
fences^ind regain some of his lost popularity and prestige in the 
year between now and the election in which he will stand for 
another term. But his position does not appear to be nearly as 
good today as it was six or eight months ago. 

Proposed Law Would Protect 
Home-Based Insurance Jobs 

A bill designed to create a better business climate and in¬ 
crease jobs in Massachusetts is under discussion on Beacon Hill. 
As has too often been the case with such measures, it will come 
under attack from some quarters because it would aid home- 
based life insurance companies with their severe tax problems. 

One might well assume that a bill which was sponsored before 
the House Ways aud Means Committee by Democratic House 
Speaker David M. Bartley, by Republican Deputy Governor 
William I. Cowin and by the home-based life Insurance industry 
would have clear suiting. Unfortunately, that does not appear to 
be the case. 

Incredible as it may seem, the life insurance companies 
chartered in Massachusetts are taxed three times as much by the 
state as those based in Connecticut and four times higher than 
those in most other states. 

This has meant that the 17 companies based here must 
compete at a disadvantage with Die 225-non-Massachusetts 
companies doing business in the Bay State, it also places a 
handicap on the Massachusetts companies competing with 1800 
life insurance companies in the other 49 states. 

The 17 Massachusetts-based companies have been edged out 
in the bidding for many new large group contracts. Taxes were 
the difference that caused a firm here to lose out to a New Jersey 
company in the bidding for the insurance on the stale lottery. 

Most group contracts w ith lurge manufacturers are subject to 


annual renewal. Portions of that business have been lost to com¬ 
panies outside the state. Each time this happens it means fewer 
jobs for Massachusetts residents. The number of persons em¬ 
ployed by the home-based companies has dropped from 23,000 to 
22,000. The decline in employment opportunities almost certain¬ 
ly will continue If the tax bill Is not enacted. 

Speaker Bartley, Deputy Governor Cowin, other state of¬ 
ficials and representatives on the insurance Industry worked out 
the bill to relieve the plight of the home-based insurance com¬ 
panies. 

The home-based insurance companies arc big taxpayers to 
the state and the local communities and large employers. For 
example, projections for the next seven years estimate that 
between now and 1980 these 17 firms will pay the state $140 million 
in taxes, the cities and towns $160 million in property taxes and 
will have poured $1.1 billion in salaries and wages into the Bay 
State economy. 

Those estimates are based on the assumption that the tax 
reform bill will be adopted and signed into law and that the 
Massachusetts-based life insurance companies will be able to 
compete on even terms with out-of-state companies doing 
business in Massachusetts. 

Paradoxically, if the insurance companies do not obtain the 
tax relief from the burden they presently are carrying, they 
probably would suffer a continuing loss of business which would 
result in smaller payments both in taxes and wages. 

Strangely, some law-makers don’t see the obvious need for 
revisions of the statutes to allow the home-based insurance 
companies to stand on an equal tax footing with their competitors. 

But 22,000 persons, most of them “little people," now em¬ 
ployed by the 17 Massachusetts companies are asking that their 
jobs be protected by the Legislature from an unfair tax law which 
has been working against them. 

They believe strongly that the bill sponsored by Speaker 
Bartley and Deputy Governor Cowin should be approved by the 
Legislature and signed into law by Governor Sargent 

As a matter of logic and fairness, they seems to be right. It 
would be ridiculous for the state to continue discriminating 
against life insurance companies which are based in our own 
Commonwealth. 

Quinn Places Public Duties 
Above Campaign For Governor 

One thing which may be said for Robert H. Quinn is that he is 
not allowing his campaign for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor to interfere with his effectiveness as the state’s At¬ 
torney General. 

This may place Quinn at a momentary disadvantage in his 
fight with former Brookline Slate Representative Michael S. 
Dukakis, but it probably will help him from a long-range stand¬ 
point as the rank and file of voters come to realize that he is an 
extremely solid candidate and an excellent Attorney General. 

Because of his role as the elected lawyer for the people of 
Massachusetts, Quinn will not formally announce his candidacy 
for Governor until early next year although he will follow the 
example of Dukakis and open a campaign headquarters in 
downtown Boston before he is officially a candidate. 

Dukakis lias had a campaign headquarters in the basement of 
18 Tremont street, near the Government Centre, since July 1 and 
at that time reportedly began paying fat salaries to campaign 
aides despite his non-candidacy. 

His top supporters, inrideulally, disclose thut Dukakis 
believes it will be necessary for him to raise »1 million iu order to 


achieve election to the $40,000-a-year position as Governor of 
Massachusetts. That should lift a few eyebrows at Common 
Cause. But the Dukakis adherents say it’s a modest figure. 

How much of that amount Dukakis intends to spend on his 
primary campaign is not clear. Many sound political pundits are 
doubtful he will get as far as the final election to spend any money 
on it. 

Hunt's 35-Year Sentence 
Clearly Unconstitutional 

Judge John J. Sirica called in five Watergate burglars and 
informed them he did not intend to give them a maximum sen¬ 
tences — after a national magazine had published an article 
declaring that the 35-year sentence being served by E. Howard 
Hunt was clearly unconstitutional and violates the Eighth 
Amendment which prohibits "cruel and unusual punishment.” 

The magazine observed that a man caught breaking into 
Tiffany’s at midnight and stuffing his sack with valuables might 
receive about six months if he were a first offender and otherwise 
had a good record. 

Hunt is now a pathetic case who has received “cruel and 
unusual punishment." His wife was killed in a Chicago plane 
crash while carrying Watergate money. His children have been 
virtual orphans while he has been in prison. 

Not only has he suffered a stroke and his health has declined 
while in prison, but he has not been given proper portection while 
he has been incarcerated, and he has been attacked and robbed by 
other inmates. 

The fact that Hunt had a long and honorable record of service 
to the United States as an OSS and CIA operative apparently was 
given no consideration by Judge Sirica. During his imprisonment 
he has been humiliated and has been shuttled from one cell to 
another and one hearing to another, usually in manacles. 
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Beware Public Utility Law 


Editor, Newton Graphic: 

Our legislature is at the point of enacting 
a public utility law that contains features 
which will make proper regulation of the 
public utility companies impossible. 

I refer to House bill H-7380, sponsored by 
Representative Aleixo of Taunton. This bill is 
a substitute for bill H-8529 by the Government 
Regulations Committee, Representative 
Ambler of Weymouth, chairman, and the 
latter bill contains in part bills H-59 and H- 
3472 providing funds collected from the utility 
companies to cover costs of interventions by 
respectively the Consumers' Council and the 
Attorney General in rate and other cases 
before the Department of Public Utilities. 

In a letter of September 20, 1973, to the’ 
ITesident of the Senate and to the Speaker of 
the House I protested against the enactment 
of either bill H-6529 or its substitute, bill H- 
7380, saying that “these bills are entirely too 
favorable to the utility companies and are 
grossly unfair to the people." 

The bills provide that the utility com¬ 
panies shall pay the costs of interventions by 
tiie Consumers' Council and by the Attorney 
General's office in cases before the D.P.U., 
provided, however, that the (combined) 
assessment upon the utility by the Con¬ 


sumers’Council and the Attorney General's 
office "shall not exceed the amount actually 
expended by each such industry or company- 
in preparation and presentation of its case 
and any proceedings relative thereto." 

Regulation and control of the utilities is 
the legal duty of the Public Utility Com¬ 
mission. It is usually a costly process, and. 
historically, the utility companies have 
consistently op[xi'“d it, but in no state more 
successfully than in Massachusetts, We see 
that the rpioted bill enable the utility com¬ 
panies le hobble the regulatory process 
before the i ammission by merely controlling 
theii own expenses, forcing the commission 
to rule in their favor under duress. 

Another bad feature of the bills is that 
they do not provide for the most important 
and most costly part of the regulation of the 
public utility companies, namely the constant 
control and legal verification of their rate 
bases, notwithstanding the fact that the 
controlled base rate Ls the very basis on which 
the people granted them the monopoly. 

To quote the Supreme Judicial Court: 
“...the base rate is the amount of investment 
on which the company is entitled to an op¬ 
portunity to earn a fair and reasonable 
return,” It is the prudently invested original 


cast of the plant less depreciation and ob¬ 
solescence. The checking of the rate base 
requires the analysis of the books by auditors 
and the inventory and appraisal and deter¬ 
mination of the depreciation and ob¬ 
solescence of every used and useful item of 
the plant by highly qualified engineers. If the 
book figures are correct the accounts for 
depreciation and obsolescence show what the 
consumers have repaid to the company- 
through the monthly bills. When the original 
cost of an item has been fully paid by the 
consumers the company is not entitled to 
receive further payments for that item even if 
it is still in useful operation. 

Where there is poor control of utility 
companies, the experience of investigators 
has frequently been to find utility company- 
book values to be greatly in excess of the true 
value of the inventory. Upon this knowledge 
the enraged populace in the state of New York 
at the height of the great depression forced 
the enactment of the now famous N.Y. Public 
Service Law. The resulting valuation and 
revaluation of all utility companies in the 
state produced a reduction of the book values 
of the utilities amounting to many hundred 
million dollars, and nearly 300 million dollars 
in the first decade, 1930-1940. 


What has the P. U. Commission in 
Massachusetts done to come to the truth in 
the utility rate cases in the last 40 years? 

My testimony in the Edison Co, and 
telephone company rate cases, D.P.U. 17273 
and 17441 respectively, where I charged that 
the Commission never ordered a valuation of 
these companies, has remainded un¬ 
challenged. 

When 1 saw that the new law, Ch. 1093 of 
the acts of 1971, sponsored by Rep. Ambler 
and others, had the effect of hobbling the 
commission, preventing appraisals and 
proper investigations of the utilities. I filed 
with the kind help of Senator Irving Fishman 
a substitute bill, S481. This bill is actually the 
N. Y. Public Service Law, only slightly- 
amended by me to fit it into the legal 
framework of Massachusetts. It has been in 
successful operation in the state of New York 
for almost 40 years, and every feature of it 
has been tested in courts. The adoption of this 
law will be highly beneficial to the con¬ 
sumers, and will not be a load on the tax¬ 
payers. The bill is held in committee, tem¬ 
porarily blocked by the above-mentioned 
bills, but should now be enacted.

Reconstruction of the MBTA tracks between the 
Highlands station and Riverside terminal, a 2.fi-mile 
segment, has been underway since Sept. 8 and is due to be 
completed by Dec. 28. 

A substitute bus service is in operation along

A bill to provide mandatory 
reporting of all cases of 
suspected child abuse has been 
given a favorable report by the 
legislature's Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee, 

The measure introduced by 
Rep, David J. Mofcnson (D- 
Newton) is a comprehensive 
proposal designed to broaden 
the definition of abuse and 
neglect, increase from four to 13 
the number of professionals 
required to report suspected 
abuse, offer social services to 
abusers, and expand a judge's 
discretion in disposition of cases 
relating to the care and custody 
of the child.

establishes a central registry 
for collecting statistical data as 
it relates to child abuse in¬ 
cidence. 

Existing law requires that 
physicians, medical interns, 
examiners, social workers and 
school officials report suspected 
cases of abuse. 

What is proposed in Rep. 

Mofenson's bill is to extend that 
mandate to dentists, nurses, 
public or private school 
teachers, guidance or family 
(Counselors, probation officers, 
and policemen. 

There is also a provision 
allowing any other person to 
report In all cases the reporter 
would be immune from libel or 
slander charges. 

The husband-wife con¬ 
fidential privilege would be 
waived in cases of child abuse, 
thus allowing one party to 
testify against the other. 

While the definition of abuse 
and neglect is in general terms, 
it specifies "abase inflicted by 
sexual assault, neglect in¬ 
cluding malnutrition and 
children determined to be 
physically dependent on an 
addictive drug at birth.”

In its 
place we must work for an 
orderly restructuring of the 


Northeast railroads. These 
railroads should be given a 
chance to again become self- 
sustaining.” 

"No one wants to involve the 
government in the basiness of 
running the railroads," 
Congressman Drinan went on to 
say, “but the evidence is that 
the many factors that have 
contributed to the declining 
fortunes of the Northeast 
railroads are not going to be 
reversed without some 
government assistance." 

Congressman Drinan noted a 
soon-to-be released study of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad 
conducted by the Harbridge 
House firm in Boston, “This 
study suggests that more than 
50,000 jobs and $811 million are 
dependent on continued B & M 
service.” 

"Cessation of B&B service 
would result, according to the 
study, in a 1 to 5 percent in¬ 
crease in the prices paid for 
major consumer commodities," 
he said. 

"Cessation of B&M service 
services alone," Congressman 
Drinan continued, "would 
require an additional one 


million truck trips to carry 
freight formerly handled by the 
B&M.” 

"This would mean an ad¬ 
ditional 26.1 million gallons of 
fuel would be required for the 
trucks—enough to supply the 
annual electricity requirements 
of 40,000 households," he ex¬ 
plained. 

Congressman Drinan also 
pointed out the results of studies 
conducted for him by the South 
Middlesex Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and the Montachusett 
Regional Planning Commission 
on the impact of rail services In 
the Fourth Congressional 
District in Massachusetts. 

"The study conducted by the 
South Middlesex Chamber of 
Commerce, involving responses 
from 26 firms in the area, 
suggests that more than 3500 
jobs will be lost if rail service is 
discontinued. 

One-third of the firms 
responding use rail for 90 
percent or more of their freight 
volume, and nearly 50 percent 
of the firms use rail for more 
than half of their freight 
volume. Cessation of rail ser¬ 
vice would cause the loss of all 


jobs at four firms, including 
1400 at one plant and 2,000 at 
another. 

"The study conducted by the 
Montachusett Regional 
Planning Commission, in¬ 
volving 22 towns served by 14 
rail stations in the Mon¬ 
tachusett region in 
Massachusetts, indicates a total 
carload volume of nearly 
10,000," Drinan said, "and more 
than 1150 Jobs in the towns in¬ 
cluded in this study depend on 
continued rail service. 

“The economy of the entire 
nation is dependent on the 
continued operation and suc¬ 
cessful reorganization of the six 
bankrupt Northeast railroads,” 
Congressman Drinan said. 

"But without substantial and 
immediate Federal help, the 
services of these railroads may 
be severely reduced if not 
eliminated entirely." 

"Congress must act quickly. 
If every party to the railroad 
debate recognizes their mutual 
interest in a healthy Northeast 
rail system and exhibits a 
willingness to compromise, I 
am confident that a workable 
solution .can be found,” he 
concluded.

The neighbors sat down with 
representatives of Lasell Junior 
College last week in a meeting 
free from the tension that 
marked a prior encounter. 

Conspicuous in his absence 
was Joseph Skinner, a member 
of the board of trustees, who 
was responsible for the 
fireworks that marred the 
previous meeting. 

Airing her grievances 
stemming from a recent lasell 
mixer, Mrs. Shiela Farnese 
related a description of 
misconduct on the part of cer¬ 
tain men present at the dance. 


Attemps to secure police 
action proved partially 
fruitless, according to Mrs. 
Farnese, because the policemen 
refused to disembark from their 
vehicles for fear of inciting a 
riot when arriving upon the 
"scene of the crime." (A police 
spokesman denied Mrs. Far- 
nese's allegations, claiming 
that the policemen defused the 
situation from their vehicle.) 

Mrs. Gall Denzler, another 
Lasell area resident, 
corroborated Mrs. Farnese's 
account, citing that one male 
visitor was seen hurling an 
empty six-pack of beer on an 
adjacent lawn.

After serving in various 
administrative offices at Rhode 
Island School of Design from 
1939 to 1951, and then as dean of 
Bradford Junior College for five 
years, he accepted the 
presidency of Pine Manor. 

He is presently a trustee of 
the Brimmer and May School 
and a member of the Long 
Range Planning Committee of 
the National Council of In¬ 
dependent Junior Colleges. 

In June, Dr. and Mrs. Ferry 
will move permanently to 
Orleans, Mass., where they 
have owned a home for several 
years.

BUTTERSCOTCH COCONUT DROPS 
4 cup butter 

4 cup firmly packed brown sugar

1 pkg. (6 oz. or 1 cup) butterscotch

Across The Kitchen Counter

October is probably the most beautiful 
month of the year. A time of flaming leaves, 
crisp bright days, the first fire in the fireplace 
and the crunch, tang and flavor of freshly 
picked apples. 

No other fruit or vegetable in the world 
has such a tender legendary figure associated 
with it as the American apple. Traveling 
throughout the Ohio Valley country, Jonathan 
Chapman, better known as Johnny Ap- 
pleseed, spread miles and miles of farmland 
with apples. Actually a missionary of the 
Swedenborgian faith, he lived frugally, never 
owned a home, dressed in whatever he could 
find and often went barefoot in summer and 
winter. 

During his endless travels, Johnny Ap- 
pleseed planted and tended seedling apple 
tree nurseries, and distributed seeds and 
trees to the early frontier settlers, providing 
them and Indians with fresh, delicious apples. 
His life and work have been commemorated 


in a park and memorial at Fort Wayne, In¬ 
diana. 

McIntosh, Delicious, Cortland, Golden 
Delicious and Baldwin are favorites of New 
Englanders. However, if you’ve never bitten 
into a ruby red Macoun apple you're missing 
a rare taste treat. Richly flavored, aromatic, 
white-fleshed, this apple has a flavor all its 
own. Excellent eaten out of hand, Macouns 
may also be used in cooking. 

If you’re on a reducing diet and have an 
“all in” feeling by late morning or around 
3:30 p.m., an apple gives the necessary 
energy to carry on until lunch or dinner 
without adding weight (75 calories per 
average size fruit) or upsetting digestion. 

Dentists say the best time to eat an apple is 
after meals and just before going to bed 
because there is scientific proof that raw 
apple "brushes” the teeth, cleanses the 
mouth of 96.7 oral bacteria and exercises the 
teeth and gums. 


Tropical Apple Slaw 


Recipes have a way of coming and going- 
some become popular and then sink into 
obscurity. Not so America’s favorite, apple 
pie. We’ve new as well as old versions of this 
all time No. 1 dessert, and if your family 
favors baked apples treat them to some new 
interesting variations; 

Though we urge the enjoyment of apples, 
we don’t suggest you try to equal the record of 
a hungry Pennsylvania barber, some 25 years 
ago, who chomped away at 366 apples in 125 
minutes. Amazingly enough his only ill effects 
were acute Indigestion and jaw muscles that 
ached for days afterwards. 

BAKED APPLE IDEAS 
CRANBERRY APPLES: Fill cored 
apples with chopped fresh cranberries and 
sugar; place in baking dish and cover bottom 
of pan with cold water. Cover dish, place in 
375 degree oven and bake 40-60 minutes until 
fruit is tender, 

MAPLE B<|pLE: Core and bake apples 
(see above); diir»g the last 20 minutes of 
baking, baste appln with maple syrup. Baste 
several more tlmetwhile apples are cooling. 

APPLES AND 1ATMEAL: Core large 
cavities in apples; pate and cook in a syrup 
made by boiling 1 cup sugar and 14 cups 
water for 5 minutes. Whpn soft, remove ap¬ 
ples and fill cavities with hot cooked oatmeal. 
Serve with cream. 

APPLE PANCAKES 
2 cups pancake mix 
2 eggs 

1 cup apple cider 

4 cup vegetable oil 
1 apple, thinly sliced 

Combine eggs, cider, oil and apple slices. 
Add pancake mix and beat until smooth. Bak6 
on hot griddle and serve with maple syrup or 
sour cream and a dash of cinnamon. 

APPLECHUTNEY 

5 cups peeled, cored, chopped apples' 

1 cup chopped green pepper 

1 seeded lemon, chopped 

1 small clove garlic, minced 
4 cup chopped candied ginger 
4 cup silvered almonds 

2 cups cider vinegar 

1 pound brown sugar 

2 teaspoons mustard seed 
14 teaspoons salt 

Combine all ingredients in large 
saucepan. Cook over medium heat, stirring 
constantly until sugar dissolves. Simmer over 
low heat, stirring occasionally, until mixture 
thickens and mounds slightly when stirred 
with a spoon. Pour into hot jars (rinsed with 
boiling water). Seal at once. Yield 5 cups. 
(Excellent with meat or fish or as a spread in 
itself.) 

OLD FASHIONED APPLESAUCE 

6 medium red-skinned cooking apples 
1 cup water 

4 cup sugar 

4 teaspoon mace OR nutmeg 
Core apples but do not peel. Cut in pieces 
into saucepan; add water and bring to a boil; 
turn down heat, cover and simmer until 
apples are very tender. Press through a sieve 
or food mill and discard skins. Add sugar to 
taste and mace or nutmeg if desired. Serves 4. 

APPLESAUCE BRAN MUFFINS 
1-4 cups Bifted flour 
4 teaspoon cinnamon 
V« teaspoon nutmeg 

3 teaspoons baking powder 

4 teaspoon salt 

3 tablespoons sugar 


1 cup whole bran cereal 

1 egg beaten 
one-third cup milk 
two-thirds cup applesauce

Pastry for 2-crush pie 
4 cup sugar 

4 cup firmly packed dark brown sugar 

2 teaspoons flour 

4 teaspoon nutmeg 
4 teaspoon cinnamon 
4 teaspoon allspice 

1 tablespoon grated lemon peel 

2 tablespoons margarine 

Core and pare apples; cut in quarters, 
then slice thin. Line 9-inch pie pan with 
pastry. Mix sugars, flour and spices. Sprinkle 
1 tablespoon of sugar mixture into pastry in 
pan. Arrange thin apple slices in pan, heaping 
slightly in center. Sprinkle evenly with 
remaining sugar mixture. Scatter grated 
lemon peel over apples. Dot with margarine. 
Adjust top crust; trim edges, flute. Cut slits 
in center to allow steam to escape. Bake at 425 
degrees 40-45 minutes or until pastry is deep 
golden brown. Serve as is with cheese or 
vanilla ice cream.

1-4 cups Biscuit mix 

1 teaspoon glijger

4 cup milk 

2 cups chopped apples 

1 tablespoon sugur 

4 teaspoon cinnamon 

2 tablespoons margarine 

Combine biscuit mix, ginger and 4 tsp. 
cinnamon. Combine molasses and milk; add 
slowly to first mixture, mixing with a fork. 
Spread in greased, square 9-indj pan; 
sprinkle apples on top. Combine sugar apd 4 
teaspoon cinnamon; sprinkle over apples. Pot 
with margarine. Bake in hot oven, 400 degrees 
35 to 40 minutes and serve hot with light 
cream or lemon sauce, (below). Serves 8-10. 

LEMON SAUCE 
2 tablespoons cornstarch 
4 cup water 
4 cup light corn syrup 
few grains salt 

1 lemon, juice and grated rind

Blend cornstarch and water. Add corn 
syrup. Cook over low heat until boiling point is 
reached, then boil for 5 minutes. Add salt, 
lemon juice, grated rind and butter or 
margarine; mix well.

Gentle 

Gentlewoman

Tall, slender, jet black hair skinned back, wearing a 
long brown cape over a brown jersey St. Laurent dress, 
Gloria Vanderbilt swept into Jordan Marsh’s director's 
room for a press conference prior to her appearance as 
guest speaker in an exciting new "Apartment Age” 
exhibit in the Boston store. 

Her voice is gentle. With a hint of emotion, she speaks 
about the inspiration behind her imaginative art style of 
flowers, gingham, calico and other sweet rememberings 
of childhood. 

"I have always had a very clear idea in mind of what I 
wanted to paint and why. I suppose you ceulil say it’s my 
small way of protesting violence. I wanted to do 
something that was cozy, warm, full of love. . .something 
people could relate to. . .art that would bring love into 
their homes. When I sold a painting only one home had it- 
this way with my designs on fabrics many, many people 
everywhere can enjoy them. 

"I was with another company first and it was an 
unhappy experience. However, the minute I began 
working with the Bloomcraft people, putting the collection 
together, they knew what I wanted and they went ahead 
and did it. .beautifully. 

“It'sbeen a wonderful experience,” she said. “I meet 
people I don't know and they feel they know me through 
the work I’ve done, and I love that!” 

Already an accomplished artist with 14 one-woman 
shows, Miss Vanderbilt is now very much into lithography 
as well as a technique she invented involving the ap¬ 
plication of ink over crayon. 

"I'm really enjoying the lithography,” she smiled, 
"but it is hard work.. .you have to work directly into the 
stone and every line must be just right. You work quickly 
and it flows from the heart." 

In color, line and design, she is delightfully original; 
perhaps because she has never had formal training. As 
she put it, "Maybe, if I'd gone to college I wouldn't have 
had to work so hard, and it wouldn't have taken so long, 
but eventually, if you keep at it, one gets there." 

Recently moved from a home to an apartment in New 
York City, Gloria admits to a need for "paring everything 
down to the bare essentials”. A long standing love affair 
with New York determined the move to a glass-walled 
apartment overlooking the Hudson River. 

"We have three bedrooms, for my husband and 
myself, our two young soas and their nurse. We also have 
sleep sofas for the times when my 2 older sons, who are 
away at school, come home. My studio is on another 
floor in the same building—this way when I want to paint 
at night I don't have to go out on tile street. 

With art exhibitions slated for New Orleans and 
Philadelphia, plus her lithography, fabric designs, as well 
as a book on home furnishings to be published next year, 
Gloria explains that her work schedule is steady but not 
slavish. 

"I do try to work part of every day, but there are also 
long periods when I don’t work at all. But then, when 
you're not actually painting, you're seeing and storing up 
ideas and then when that moment comes, you get back to 
painting and "do it”." 

An upcoming line of brand new designs for Martex. on 
towels, pillows, sheets and "all that sort of thing" is still 
hush-hush, but she hints that the collection will be mainly 
small prints, old fashioned nosegays and lots of nostalgia. 

"Big, bold splashy prints are jarring when you get 
them home. With visual equilibrium in mind, my prink 
are small. I'm not doing any gingham or patchwork. . the 
spirit of designing is new and refreshing, inspired by turn 
of the century prints that can be put in a completely 
modern room of chrome and glass. The fabric's main 
background color is bone instead of white, .much more 
flattering for the skin.. a sort of pearly overall tone that is 
really nice.” 

Gloria Vanderbilt's designs for Bloomcraft contain: 
pillows, spreads, curtains and show curtains in happy- 
happy prints. For example: red, yellow and purple tulips 
on a background of tiny pink flowers and ivy.. .a bed rest 
in bright pink gingham, edged in pink ruffles and lace. . 
.zinnias blooming on a yellow-edged pillow. . .a sun- 
bonneted little miss with parasol in hand profiled in a 
flower garden. . .an elegant screen covered in a striped 
fabric of tiny flowers and hearts. 

Miss Vanderbilt spoke with great sincerity as she 
addressed a vast audience at the Apartment Age 
exhibition in the seventh floor fashion center. 

Selected excerpts from her address are as follows: 

"In one way or another, we all start our lives with the 
search for identity. As children we look to those close to us 
for clues. . .the finding of our best selves. I believe that 
best self is the creative part of us. I also believe that it is in 
all of us. 

"I believe this because one has only to look at each 
and every child every day to see how creative, how unique 
and individual in his own way, each child is. The sad thing 
is that at some point, for whatever reasons, this sense ol 
wonder gets cut off in many of us. We stop looking and 
therefore stop seeing and when we slop seeing, we close 
ourselves off from that creative life that existed in us at 
children. We conform to other people’s opinions. 

1-ook into yourself. Because without exception each 
and every one of us lias the creative drive, the reaching 
out, the searcliing, the looking that it takes to become an 
artist. In speaking of the artist, I am thinking of it as it 
applies to all areas of life. Anything well done, whether it 
is baking a cake, doing u good painting, or achieving 
success in business, comes about because we have, 
whetlier we know it or not, had the sense of survival and 
the instinct to leave that door open.. .so that our creative 
energy can move, .circulate freely from the inside to the 
outside, and can make our lives, and therefore the lives of 
those around us, in some way, more.

Every now and then it's kind 
of hard to tell, but in 1973, 
Johnny Winter is still alive and 
well. 

His story to date might be 
subtitled, "How a skinny, long¬ 
haired albino from Beaumont, 
Tex., moved from great, down- 
and-dlrty blues to great, up- 
and-Jumping rock 'n' roll in five 
hard years.” 

You can get a fine summary 
of tho plot on two recent 
albums. 

The first Is "Austin, Texas" 
(UA-LA139-F.), a reissue from 
United Artists. Recorded in 
1968, "Austin” captures Johnny 
at the peak of his development 
as a blues guitarist, a time just 
before he emerged as one of 
the few full-blown stars of the 
waning ‘60s. 

The second is Johnny's 
newest, "Still Alive and Well” 
(Columbia KC-32188), a superb 


rock album that shows just how 
many changes have gone down 
for him (and all of us) in tho; 
five years. 

Has Musical Pi 

Johnny Winter wagjrffifn Feb. 
23,1944, in BeaumjK, a port on 
the Gulf of liwo, just an easy 
hitch froafFThe Delta blues 
countn^m Louisiana. The son 
of^misical parents (father 
plays sax and banjo, mother 
played piano) Johnny and 
younger brother Edgar formed 
their first bands while still in 
high school. 

In 1968—just before he was 
discovered by the pop music 
“in crowd"—he did a little 
recording. The "Austin” album 
is a result of one of those 
sessions, taped at a place 
called the Vulcan Gas Company 
in the Texas capital. It is, in 
many respects, a superior 
collection to Johnny's first 
Columbia album, "Johnny Win¬ 
ter "-simpler and more basic. 


hair-splitting compari- 
aside, "Austin” stands on 
Its own as a nearly perfect 
record of the sophisticated and 
innovative simplicity that was 
Johnny Winter's music in 1968. 
Like the Columbia album, 
"Austin” concentrates on blues 
standards—tunes by Muddy 
Waters, Howlin' Wolf, Sonny 
Boy Williamson—raw, mean 
blues, stripped down and 
itching for a fight. 

Johnny Winter's music in 1973 
is still muscular and raunchy, 
but a lot happened to him in 
those five years and the 
changes show.

Book Review 

“Diet for a Small Planet" 

By Frances Moore Lappe 
Ballantinc

This book reveals the in¬ 
teresting and too-littlc un¬ 
derstood relationship between 
rising meat costs and protein 
waste. Too many people (and I 
was one of them before reading 
"Diet For A Small Planet") are 
under the mistaken impressing 
that cattle and other livestock 
arc fed primarily by allowing 
them to graze on the open 
prairies. This is Just not so. In 
fact, the major portion of their 
diet is made up of protein 
sources that could be consumed 
directly by humans. 

In the book, Ms. Ijjppe also 
explains “protein com- 
plimentarity,” the art of 
combining two or more dif¬ 
ferent foods, each of which 
contains certain amino aieds 
(the "building blocks” of 
proteins) in which the other(s) 
is deficient. Thus, complete 
protein foods, essential for 
proper health, are formed. 

The explanations become 
quite complex in parts but the 
principles are easily un¬ 
derstood. Following the ex¬ 
planations is a large section of 
recipes. My husband and I have 
tried several and all but one 
have been unique and dellcous 
—and that one failure was a 
result of too much garlic, so 
beware. 

An added note for anyone who 
might become deeply involved 
with the science of com¬ 
plimenting proteins, and might 
chart out aU the proportions of 
grains, seeds, beans, and nuts, 
by tediously figuring them out 
from each group of recipes (as 
we did), Ms. lappe's new book, 
“Diet For A small Planet," 
contains this information, along 
with a whole new selection of 
recipes. 

For anyone who is con¬ 
templating a vegetarian diet, or 
who would like to cut down on 
his or her meat consumption to 
reduce cholesterol or to save 
money, this book provides an 
excellent background. In these 
days of steadily rising meat 
prices, "Diet For A Small 
Planet" is a timely and wor¬ 
thwhile book.

The patients, 73 males and 29 
females, visited Leonberg or 
Elliot regularly for checkups 
following their strokes.

They didn't look-or-talk-like 
film stars. Paula Prentiss and 
Richard Benjamin were just a 
nice young couple, having late 
breakfast with a friend in their 
Ritz-Carlton suite and going 
into giggles regarding their 
earlier romantic and 
professional experience. 

Paula didn’t wear a smidgen 
of make-up because this was not 
a scheduled newspaper in¬ 
terview — "I just wanted to see 
you," was her charming excuse 
for breaking Into what could be 
called a personal appearance 
chore on the part of her neatly 
attired husband. As for Ben¬ 
jamin, he was ready for TV, 
radio, and mass luncheon, 
which Paula passed up, letting 
the MGM press agent take over. 

Benjamin was in Boston 
because his film, "Westworld" 
was due. It is considered one of 
the most exciting new cinema 
ventures of the year, in that it 
was written and directed by the 
new genius, Michael Crichton, 
and because Benjamin, a 
relatively new star in the 
Hollywood firmament, shares 
honors with Yul Brynner, who is 
now reaching the eminence of 
being considered a top money 
veteran. 

An unusual combination, 
except that both men have 
played varied roles calling for 
versatility of characterization. 

Later in the day Benjam 
was to say once more that 
like to change his screemffrrage 
(such as the one hf^jftTyed in 
"Portnoy's Comp^RT') and he 
admitted kelptm much better 
the soph^Hf^tion of what he did 
in his recent "The Last of 
Sheila." 

Dick began a love affair with 
the public when he appeared in

McGraw. Then came "The 
Diary of a Mad Housewife," 
"The Steagle" and "Marriage 
of a Young Stockbroker." O 
course he has been in the 
theatre and on TV. 

In fact he was with Myrna 
Loy on the Colonial stage in 1964 
in "Barefoot in the Park." He 
had last been on the Broadway 
stage in "Star Spangled Girl” in 
1967, if you forget, as he prefers 
to do, the Ulfated 1971 "Little 
Black Book." 

Paula says she knew she had 
a winner in the profession when 
they were both studying drama 
at Northwestern University.

As he walked 
me home I told him I was really 
in love with him. I don't 
remember what he said at all. I 
was in a daze." 

She then gave the Evanston 
address where they finished the 
romantic conversation.

NEW YORK (UPI)-Home- 
owner or apartment dweller, 
woman alone or married to a 
handyman husband, there are 
some basic mechanical skills 
any woman should master.

Even the gal with a 
handy, and willing, husband or 
boyfriend, will find that 
household crises don’t always 
occur when he’s around to solve 
them.

How well I recall seeing a 
snowy egret in the small marsh 
across Route 3A from the 
Hingham police station about 25 
years ago. I Jumped from the 
car, zeroed in the 7X50 
binoculars, and stared in 
wonder and half-belief. In fact, 
my surprise was such that I had 
disregarded a bit of mechanics 
of automobiling that no longer 
exists. In those days one could 
accidentally lock the driver's 
door and in my panic I achieved 
the status of lockout. In less 
than an hour of fiddling with 
hunting knife and coat hanger, I 
succeeded in re-entering the 
car. 

I mention the incident 
because Wayne Petersen of 
Abington was amazed a few 
nights ago when he counted 776 
snowy egrets standing in the 
shallows of the north im¬ 
poundment at the Parker River 
National Wildlife Refuge. But 
not so amazed that he would 
have locked himself out of 
car, even if that were posglBle. 

Petersen, of coursey^ad 
forewarning that sqgjlthing of 
that magnitude wg^ikely to be 
encountered aufthe refuge on 
Plum Islands* A week earlier, 
Paul Donrflue of Winchester 
eounted/?70 snowies at the 
impqrfldment and then, five 
"later, counted 573. 
^■Perhaps the snowy egret 
^counts to be appreciated should 
be compared to E.H. Forbush's 
report on the bird 50 years ago: 
“Distribution in New England- 
Accidental visitor in Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island 
and Connecticut: now prac¬ 
tically extirpated.” 

Or. with the late Ludlow 
Griscom’s report of 20 years 
ago listing the snowy as “now a 
regular summer visitor in small 
numbers.” Griscom noted that 
three snowy egrets had been 
collected in Massachusetts 
between 1862 and 1897 and only 
six were reported between 1926 
and 1947. 

In roaming around New 
England this summer, I have 
noted an occasional great egret 
and a few snowy egrets along 
the coast from Maine through 
Connecticut. Indeed, snowy 
egrets now breed in New 
England in small numbers. 

The egrets overrunning Plum 
Island, however, did not for the 
most part spend the summer in 
New England. They are bffds 
from the south, many from 
deep south. Now that egrets 
longer linger on the verge 
extinction, the more norm, 
population of the south doe A 
what it did in colonial days. 
After the breeding season, the 
birds fan out to the north and 
exploit the aquatic life in nor¬ 
thern pools. It gives them a 
much broader base of food 
support 

Egrets are not the only herons 
that seem to have done well in 
the last decade. From many 
parts of New ' England, but 
especially from along the coast, 
there have been many reports 
in late summer of such birds as 
Louisiana herons, little blue 
herons, and the closely-related 
glossy ibises.

Rebounding from an embarrassing 35-7 defeat suffered 
at the hands of Brockton, Newton High's football taam 
walloped Weymouth North, 36-6 at Dickinson Field this 
Monday. The Tigers' running attack consistently 
penetrated the Weymouth defense while Newton's defense 
forced Weymouth's offense into six turnovers. 

Newton fumbled on their first possession, to give 
Weymouth North the ball on Newton's 33. However, on the 
next play Weymouth North also hobbled the ball and 
Newton recovered on their 36.

Even after 
five weeks, students must be wary of surprises. 

Off the school's main corridor, called “Main Street," 
there are five staircases leading to classrooms. If you, a 
male, come down the stairs closest to the Elm Road en¬ 
trance, you are in for a shock because you will find 
yourself at the door of a girl's lavatory. The only solution, 
is to go back up the stairs through a maze-like corridor 
and down another staircase. 

A very similar problem presents itself on the fourth 
floor where there are huge, divisible workrooms.

The school has many new additions to make the lives 
of student and teacher more interesting. Two of the 
Biology Rooms have been equipped with greenhouses, the 
Phys. Ed. Department has a pool, an Exhibition Gym and 
a simulated Outdoor Area and the library has audio visual 
rooms, conference rooms and a dark room off it. 

The Theatre Arts Classes have a "theatre in the 
round" at their disposal and the auditorium has a cat- 
walk, a control room and costume and art areas. The 
auditorium stage will be initiated by the all school musical 
“Funny Girl" which is slated for mid-December, 

The greatest advantage of the new facility is that it 
allows for dispersal. It's very easy to find yourself alone in 
a corridor during the rush between classes. This must be 
because of the building because I doubt that the new 
surroundings have made students more eager to remain 
in class.

Moakley pointed out that 
many private employers pay 
the full cost of such programs 
and said. "The government

Both bills had been 
unanimously reported by the 
eight-member subcommittee on 
which Moakley serves. The two 
bills now await Senate action.

Strictly For The Birds 

. arakeets, canaries and 
oilier domesticated cage birds 
provide companionship and 
entertainment in exchange for a 
minimum of common sense 
care. 

Patience and gentleness are 
the keys to cultivating a sound 
"feathered freindship." When 
you take a new bird home for 
the first time, have its new 
cage ready in advance, well 
stocked with food, water and 
grit and standing in a warm 
location. Place the bird gently 
in the cage then quietly slip a 
light cover over the cage and 
leave your pet alone fo£,a few 
hours. jg 

After the bird-Was had ample 
time to rest and get adjusted to 
his new.-Surroundings, slowly 
rempvfe the cage cover but 
qolmnue always to be gentle, 
move slowly and speak softly 
when near the cage. Birds that 
are frequently excited, alarmed 
or teased seldom learn to sing 
lor speak very well. 

' For parakeets or canaries, 
get as large a cage as possible 
— at least 24” by 14’’by 20” —to 
give them room to fly. 
Packaged seed mixtures for 
both birds, available at pet 
stores, provide a complete diet 
if supplemented with a green, 
leafy vegetable and with a 
cuttlebone. Fresh water and 
grit (which can be sprinkled on 
the lined bottom tray) should 
always be available. 

Cleanliness is vital to your 
bird’s health. Old seed should be 
thrown away every other day 
and dishes, perches, and 
removable bottom tray should 


d 
vital 


be scrubbed ref 
erten. Frequent baths 
to good grooming and good 
health. Provide your pet with a 
shallow dish of warm bath 
water (about 100 degrees) at 
least three times a week. 

Always keep your bird in a 
warm spot, protected from 
colds and drafts. If it seems 
listless or sick, added warmth 
and rest periods during the day 
with the cage covered will 
sometimes help. If listlessness 
persists, or If other symptoms 
such as voice changes or loss of 
appetite are present, consult a 
veterinarian immediately. A 
bird may appear dull and 
unusually quiet during the 
annual moulting period when it 
sheds its old feathers. Your pet 
needs protection against drafts 
and colds during this period and 
can benefit from a vitamin- 
enriched moulting food as a diet 
supplement. 

Canaries usually learn to sing 
from older birds. Special 
canary records can be helpful if 
your bird doesn’t know how to 
sing. Before a parakeet can be 
taught to talk, it must be taught 
to trust. With patience and slow, 
quiet movements, these birds 
should readily learn to sit on 
your finger outside the cage. At 
this time you can begin 
repeating one or two words 
you'd like him to learn, keeping 
training periods down to 10 or 15 
minute periods several times a 
day. There are many excellent 
books available that give 
complete details on this special 
branch of bird training.

At Museum Of Science 


Amid the whir and whine of a 
number of operating machine 
tools, Boston's Museum of 
Science recently opened its new 
technological exhibit, an 
operating Machine Tool Shop. 

Conceived to familiarize 
visitors with some devices that 
play an indispensable part in 
our modern society, the exhibit 
is staffed with two skilled 
operators, Louis Castleman of 
Revere and Thomas Johnson of 
Quincy. These men will 
demonstrate basic precision 
metal-working processes seven 
days a week, between 11 arn. 
and 4 p.m. Among the machines 
they will use are the lathe, 
surface grinder, milling 
machine, shaper, and a number 
of small hand tools. 

The exhibit was funded by the 
Massachusetts Charitable 
Mechanic Association, and the 
equipment was provided by 
Boston Machinery, Inc. of 
Peabody ; Kaufman Co., Inc. of 
Cambridge; W. H. Nichols Co. 
of Waltham; Brown and Sharpe 
Co. of North Kingstown, Rhode 
Island; and Hardinge Brothers, 
Inc. of Elmira, New York. 

Museum President Norman 
L. Cahners and Director 
Bradford Washburn point out 
that these devices are usually 
hidden in machinery shops 
where the pubUc cannot see 


them and how they operate. 
With the opening of this new 
exhibit, everyone has an op¬ 
portunity to learn what these 
machines can do, how they do it, 
and why they are so necessary 
to our lives.

For the cook with only seconds to spare there's no 
handler meat than the minute steak. Thin slices of 
machine-tenderized beef, these Jiffy-quick skillet 
steaks take only a minute or two to prepare. They offer 
a definite bonus for calorie counters: most are cut 
from the fat-trimmed “round” of beef, one of the least- 
tattening parts, and weigh in at a skimpy 612 calories 
per pound. Beef rib, on the other hand, can be 2,000 
calories or more! 

Minute steaks are sometimes labeled "skillet 
steaks," "cube steaks" or "sandwich steaks." But be 
sure they’re cut from beef round. Steaks from a 
cheaper cut will be fatty and less tender. They should 
be one-quarter to one-half Inch thick and may be cut in 
individual quarter-pound portions. 

You may sprinkle them, if you like, with meat 
tenderizer and a little water. Because the tenderizer 
spreads through the meat, the steaks will be ready to 
cook immediately. They may also be stored in the 
freezer and cooked without defrosting... in which case 
they’ll be "three-or four-minute steaks!" 

With a little imagination it's easy to turn minute 
steaks into a delightful, diet-wise dinner: 

MINUTE STEAKS WITH 
MUSHROOMS 

1 pound tenderized beef round slices (minute or 
cube steaks) 

garlic salt and pepper 

4-ounce can button or sliced mushrooms 

2 tablespoons dried onion flakes 

4 tablespoons dry sherry wine (or mushroom 
liquid) 

Season steaks. Combine with remaining 
ingredients in a large nonstick skillet over moderate 
flame. When liquid evaporates, brown steaks 60 
seconds on each side. Stir onions and mushrooms to 
brown evenly. Makes four servings, 165 calories each. 

MINUTE STEAKS PARMIGIANA 

1 pound tenderized beef round slices (minute or 
cube steaks) 

Onion or garlic salt 

16-ounce can plain tomato sauce (no oil added) 
^ teaspoon oregano or Italian seasoning 

2 ounces (4 thin slices) part-skim mozzarella 
cheese 

Season steaks, brown 30 seconds each side In a 
nonstick skillet over high heat. Pour on tomato sauce. 
Top each steak with mozzarella and oregano. Continue 
to cook uncovered until tomato sauce bubbles and 
cheese is melted. Makes four servings, 225 calories 
each. 

MINUTE STEAKS IN BEER 
I pound tenderized beef round slices (minute 
steaks or cube steaks) 
salt and pepper 
Vt teaspoon sugar 
pinch of sage 

1 tablespoon flour 

2 tablespoons dried onion flakes 
1 cup beer 

Season steaks. Brown 30 second each side in a 
nonstick skillet over high heat. Sprinkle steaks with 
flour on both sides. Add onion flakes and beer. Simmer, 
uncovered, until the beer evaporates into a thick sauce. 
Makes four servings, 180 calories each.

The Green Thumb 


BY GEORGE ABRAHAM 

Grow Trees From Seeds? 
TTiis year's crop of seeds on 
most ornamental trees Is quite 
heavy. Is it possible to start 
some trees from seed? No 
reason why you can't. That’s 
how Mother Nature does it each 
fall. So copy her trick. 

First, keep In mind that some 
tree seeds must be exposed to a 
cold treatment. That is. they 
need the winter to break their 
internal dormancy. If seed is 
sown outdoors in a mixture of 
sand and peatmoss, and left 
there all winter the exposure is 
just what the seed needs. This 
treatment is called 
“Stratification” and it comes 


with fall sowing. 

You can get the same effect 
by keeping the seed in the 
refrigerator. A few tree seeds 
which need the cold treatment 
include birches, buckeyes, ash, 
cherries, American Chestnut, 
Douglas Fir, hemlocks, horn¬ 
beam, juniper, mulberries, 
some oaks, magnolias, some 
spruces, sweetgum, sycamores, 
walnuts and many others. If by 
chance you can’t get these tree 
seeds planted outdoors, or 
"stratified" overwinter, you 
can put the seeds in the deep 
freeze compartment for a week 
or two before planting them in 
the spring. 

Start gathering your seeds as 


soon as they are ripe, which is 
when they start falling off the 
tree. In case you’re wondering 
about seeds of peach, apple and 
other fruit trees, remember 
they rarely produce good fruit. 
You shouldn’t plant them unless 
you plan on budding or graf¬ 
ting "good" stock to them. If 
you want to plant walnuts, 
chestnuts and other nuts now, 
better use a beer or pop can, 
open end down. Slit the top of 
the can and pry the sharp edges 
upward slightly so that the little 
seedling can get out but the 
squirrels can't get In. Be sure to 
bury the nut, then set the can 
over it. 

Incidentally, most or many 


acorns can be planted In the 
class room or kitchen window 
now, without giving them any 
particular treatment. This 
makes a good project for your 
children. 

Green Thumb Clinic: "Is it 
true you can plant seeds of some 
annuals now and have them 
come up early in the spring?" 

Yes a few can be sown now. 
One of the best is bachelor 
button. Sow them in the ground 
and they will lie dormant all 
fall. Then in spring they will 
come up and make a very husky 
plant. Once you get them 
started, you'll have bachelor 
buttons coming up year after 
year.

CHICAGO (UPI) - Docs The 
Jackson Five, a black sinning 
group, belong in a school 
textbook? 

A Chicago publishing firm, 
Let's Save The Children, says it 
does. 

The firm, started in July, 
1972, has brought out eight 
school books with rhymed 
stories and photographs of well 
known blacks such as members 
of The Jackson Five. 

"Most black children come to 
school feeling they are not 
going to succeed,” Helen King, 
the firm's president, said. 
"School has become almost a 
place of punishment. 

"If a first grader sees a book 
on The Jackson Five, he knows 
them. School's not so horrible. 
There’s an element of trust," 
she said. 

Mrs. King knows what she is 
talking about. A strikingly 
elegant black woman, she 
taught school in Chicago and 
Michigan, wrote several chil¬ 
dren's books and is a mother of 
two. 

"It was designed as a social 
studies text," Mrs. King said, 
and a teacher's guide explains 
how to relate the text to lessons 
in geography, arithmetic, cur-

rent events and culture. 

She pointed to a book on 
singer Marvin Gaye. When 
Gaye meets Walter Washington, 
mayor of Washington, D.C., the 
guide suggests discussing the 
function of a mayor, the 
location Washington, the child’s 
hometown mayor and other 
black mayors in the country. 

Stimulating Interest 
"It wasn't designed as a 
reading series. But It will 
stimulate an interest In rea¬ 
ding," Mrs. King said. 

She said the series was also 
"cultural enrichment," valua¬ 
ble to white as well as black 
children in much the same way 
as the German folk tale 
“Hansel and Gretel." 

Forty-two school systems, 
urban, suburban and rural, 
ordered the series, Mrs. King 
said. 


Everyone uses 'hip' and 'cool," 
she said. 

"We spell everything correct¬ 
ly," Mrs. King added. Speaking 
as a teacher she observed, "If 
we teach a kid to recognize 
'going' as 'going,' how is he 
going to read Baudelaire?" 

The use of page-size photo¬ 
graphs, many of them collages, 
is also unusual. "Children are 
used to looking at TV. They’re 
not used to looking at dra¬ 
wings,” Mrs. King said "unfor¬ 
tunately." 

The firm has 13 more books 
ready for the press and lias 
begun a high school current 
affairs newspaper. Several of 
the new books are geared to 
black teen-agers, some of 
whom, Mrs.JKing said, are very 
sophisticated but lack reading 
skills. . 

"W* Have to use a language 
She said she wasn’t surprised thafls simplistic to talk about a

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Paul 
Lynde laments the fact that he 
has been miscast as the uptight 
father in movies and television 
for a decade when, in truth, he 
is neither uptight nor a parent. 

Lynde is a dedicated ba¬ 
chelor. Devout. 

Starring this year in "Tem¬ 
perature's Rising,” in addition 
to being a regular on “The 
Hollywood Squares," Lynde is 
not an eligible bachelor. He 
doesn't even have many dates. 

His idea of an enjoyable 
evening is having a few friends 
over for dinner—Jonathan Win¬ 
ters and his wife are frequent 
guests—and cooking himself. 

Paul has a full-time houseboy 
who takes cure of the domestic 
chores and Harry, an 11-year- 
old dandy dinmont. For a dog, 
Harry leads a good life except 
when it comes to navigating 
three flights of stairs in his 
master's house. 

Lynde is so fond of the pooch 
he is seriously considering 
selling his house, in which he's 
lived for six years, to accom¬ 
modate Harry. 

Paul's home is a New 
Orleans-type structure with a 
balcony for almost every room 
in the house, most of which 
command inspiring views or 
the Pacific ocean on one side 
and the mountains on the other. 

Friends wonder why Lynde 
bought the house in the first 
place. Before moving in he tore 
out the interior and paid a 
fortune to have the place 
completely renovated. 

Paul likes the convenience of 
the house which is close to the 
major studios, but far enough 
up in the hills to give it a 
feeling of the country. 

Beautiful, Utilitarian 

Many of the fixtures and 
most of the furniture are 
antiques, but the comfortable 
variety that are as utilitarian 
as they are beautiful. 

Of his house Lynde says: 
"It's a great bachelor's pad. 
This place is like therapy for 
me when I'm upset. I’m always 
glad to get home." 

For a single man Paul has a 
great deal of help. In addition 
to the houseboy, who lives in a 
small apartment above the 
garage, he hires a woman to 
clean the house two days a 
week, a gardener (three days a 
week) and a swimming pool 
service man (twice a week).

them home. 

Natty on the tube, Paul is 
casual in person. He owns two 
neckties which he rarely wears. 
He prefers sweaters and 
comfortable slacks. Most of the 
time he can be found wearing 
blue jeans and sandals around 
the house. 


“I don’t find my life lonely," 
Lynde said. "I hardly ever go 
to work without hearing about 
one of my friends being 
divorced or separated. Odds 
are against marriage in this 
town. Living alone has its 
hangups, but I appreciate the 
luxury of being single.”

School days may be the "good 
old Golden Rule days," but they 
are also car pool days. 

Once again, as schools 
throughout Massachusetts get 
into full swing, mothers are 
banding together in driver 
groups to transport their kids 
back to the world of the three 
R's. 

At the same time, the current 
gasoline shortage and 
heightened concern over air- 
pollution have sparked a 
resurgence of interest in share- 
thc-ride plans among Bay State 
commuters. 

Joining a car pool can be a 
convenience and a time and 
money saver — as well as a way 
of improving the quality of out 
air, but many people are 
reluctant to enter such 
arrangements. 

They fear they will expose 
themselves to a lawsuit which 


won't be covered by their 
regular auto insurance. 

The Insurance Information 
Institute advises that, in terms 
of insurance coverage, car 
poolers probably have nothing 
to worry about. However, a few 
words of caution and ex¬ 
planation are in order. ^ 

Insurance on a privately 
owned, pool-shared vehicle 15 
placed in jeopardy only if the 
pool is operated for profit. In the 
situation where everyone in the 
pool uses his car an equal 
amount of time there is, of 
course, no problem. 

The problem most often 
arises when one of the car pool 
participants does not share in 
the driving chores and thus 
pays a regular fee. 

To preserve insurance 
coverage, the Institute points 
out, any car pool fee should not 


be more than the fair share of 
gas, oil and general 
depreciation on the car. A 
simpler way for the non¬ 
sharing passengers to reim¬ 
burse the pool members is give 
a gift sometime during the year 
to the drivers. 

This divorces the concept of 
"fee” from the privilege of 
riding in a car pool and leaves 
the insurance protection intact. 

In the case of car pools in¬ 
volving children, the Institute 
stresses the importance of 
wearing seat belts not only to 
protect the children in-case of 
an accident but also to prevent 
the kind of antics that might 
distract the driver’s attention. 

Once a car pool participant is 
convinced his regular auto 
insurance is valid, his next 
concern is the amount of 
coverage he had.

The Towers construction 
was halted Sept. 4 after 
aldermanic candidate Mark 
White brought to the attention 
of public officials the ex¬ 
piration of the permissive use 
two years previously. 

The flurry of meetings on 
the extension of permissive 
use was necessitated by the 
threat of an Oct. 31 expiration 
of financing. 

Unless the city has extended 
permission by that date, 
lawyers for the Towers have 
said, a $29 million com¬ 
mitment will be lost 

At the time that permissive 
use had been found to have 
expired, the Board of 
Aldermen was wrestling with 
a proposed ordinance to 
require developers to lease 10 
per cent of new housing units 
to the Newton Housing 
Authority for its subsidized 
housing program. 

The public hearings on the 
extension of the Towers' 
permissive use and the “10 per 


cent ordinance” were held 
Oct 1. 

At the hearing, Christopher 
Connolly, one of the Towers' 
lawyers for this matter, 
brought up the possibility that 
the Towers might “participate 
or actively seek low-moderate 
income housing" in con¬ 
junction with the Towers. 

Connolly said the Towers 
had been talking to the 
Newton Community 
Development Foundation 
about a Joint venture using 
NCDF-owned land on Hamlet 
St. that abuts Towers 
property. 

NCDF is a nonprofit, 
community - based or¬ 
ganization that was started' 
to provide Newton with low- 
and moderate-income family 
housing.

The Newton Redevelopment Authority voted in 
special session this week to rescind Its previous 
designation of a developer for the state-aided, com¬ 
mercial parcel at the corner of Washington street and 
Route 128 in Lower Falls.

Both LOPAC and the NLFIA requested the meeting in 
letters to Cecil Cadwell, authority chairman, who had 
voiced lengthy misgivings about the propriety of such a 
move at an authority meeting last week. 

Although as he abstained from the original voting lost 
June, Cadwell at the time had voiced a preference for the 
firm of Spaulding and Slye, the firm selected by the 
members of LOPAC and the NLFIA. 

As he did in the June vote, Cadwell again abstained 
this week but gave specific reasons to the assembled 
Lower Falls residents for doing so.

His replacement, Mrs. Margaret Smith, voted for the 
rescission despite her stated displeasure with the refusal 
of both LOPAC and NLFIA members to meet with 
representatives of White to iron out architectural dif¬ 
ferences of opinion. 

DiCarlo recently resigned from the authority under 
community, aldermanic and mayoral pressure for his 
part in the original selection, and a successor has not been 
chosen. 

As was later brought out in tills week’s meeting, 
Sullivan has not appeared at an authority session for 
several weeks. 

When questioned at the authority’s last regular 
meeting as to Sullivan's whereabouts, Cadwell confessed 
"that I have no idea as to Sullivan's status as a member of 
this board." 

"He just has not been showing up,” Cadwell added. 

While continuing a defense of his abstention position, 
Cadwell told this week's audience he would vote for 
rescinding "on one condition." 

"A lot has been said about unanimity," he said, "but 
we are basically talking about a difference of opinion 
over aesthetics of design and a feeling of rejection on the 
part of Lower Falls' citizens.”

Mayoral Candidates Spar in

Newton's mayoral candidates debated 
their way through a recent Brotherhood 
Breakfast at Temple Shalom while the 
audience, in large part composed of can¬ 
didates for other municipal offices, listened 
attentively if partisanly. 

Incumbent Mayor Theodore D. Mann and 
his opponent, William Carmen, appeared 
together for the first time in this campaign 
and sparred somewhat gingerly over the 
issues. 

Both appeared relaxed within the con¬ 
fines of the debate format dictated by the 
Brotherhood and each kept their listeners 
umused throughout with barbs aimed at each 
other's business management expertise. 

Ward 6 Alderman-at-large Sidney Small, 
debate moderator, jokingly entered the fray 
at one point and re-echoed both Mann and 
Carmen. 

"I'd sell my stock in any company either 
one of you is running." Small said to the 
delight of the audience and the candidates 

Each of the contenders used the three 
minute opening statement segment of the 
debate to outline the stance each would take 
throughout. 


"Communication among the people of 
Newton has been handled in a way which 
smacks of public relations instead of human 
relations for too long," stated Carmen. 

"He has," he continued, "instituted 
programs which only reach the people on a 
superficial level." 

"1 have faith that the office of mayor will 
offer me the best opportunity for helping all 
the people in Newton,” he added. 

"Having talked with so many of the 
people, having learned so much from those 
trapped in their daily routine, having wept 
with so many of the troubled, I know that true 
community comes about with those who 
really care and act," explained Carmen. 

Mayor Mann used his opening statement 
to defend his record and emphasize the im¬ 
portance of experience in managing a city of 
Newton's size. 

"This debate gives me an excellent op¬ 
portunity to report on the state of govern¬ 
mental affairs," staled Mann, who added that 
his years as an alderman and slate 
representative, plus 25 years of business 
experience, were excellent qualifications. 

"I am the only candidate who has ever 
been mayor and 1 have learned a great deal of 
what the people expect." Mann said. 


"From the achievements of my first 
term, I know the city can come together," he 
continued. 

"We do not know North, South, East, or 
West, but only one Newton," said the Mayor 
in explaining his administration's attempt to 
represent not just one group within the city, 
but all. 

Carmen used the rebuttal period to attack 
Mayor Mann's "fiscal irresponsibility." 

“He has manipulated the tax rate for 
1973, and has shown he has learned the tricks 
of big city government," Carmen said 

"The Mayor has stated his greatest 
qualification is that he is mayor, but his 
greatest weakness is the glaring inequity of 
the current tax rate," he continued. 

"The decrease in this year's tax rate 
actually reflects a much larger increase to be 
expected next year," Carmen stated 

"In fact," continued Carmen, “the $5 
reduction for 1973 only decreases last year’s 
hike to $13, still the largest increase for any 
mayor during his first term." 

It was then Mayor Mann's turn to rebut 
and he immediately countered by stating, 
"It's remarkable how one can twist the 
truth." 

"You as an alderman in 1971, helped to

set the tax rate for 1972, a hike you now call 
the highest for uny first-term mayor,” con¬ 
tinued Mann. 

"Anyone with any umount of fiscal 
responsibility knows the tax rate is already 
set when a new mayor takes over on Jan. 1," 
he added. 

"The muyor does not set the tax rate 
alone, but in conjunction with the Board of 
Aldermen, the Board of Assessors und all city 
departments," concluded the present in¬ 
cumbent. 

Mayor Mann led off with his closing 
remarks by stating that "experience is im¬ 
portant to the well being of the city." 

"We will continue to progress,” he ex¬ 
plained, so that the city "will not have to 
begin anew the arduous task of 
reorganization " 

"We have established priorities through a 
comprehensive planning process, but mere 
are those who would demean our ac¬ 
complishments," stated Mann 

"It is far simpler to promise than to 
produce, and we have produced," he con¬ 
cluded. 

Carmen countered by stating, "You don't

call the immenent shutdown of the city in¬ 
cinerator progress." 

"It is not the responsibility of others 
within the administration of any mayor to 
come up with ideas but only to carry out the 
programs, he said 

"Those ideas must come from the people, 
and the present administration has left much 
to be desired in the way of working with the 
community for success," Carmen concluded. 

Between their opening and closing 
statements, Mayor Mann and Carmen had an 
opportunity to answer questions submitted by 
members of the audience. Each was also 
given a minute to rebut the other's answers. 

Both candidates upheld the fiscal 
autonomy of the School Committee, but 
Carmen added that "the Mayor has the 
responsibility to show by example the 
business efficiency needed and currently 
lacking in the School Department." 

Mayor Mann explained that efficiency in 
the school department can only come about 
through the establishment of a responsible 
superstructure devoid of politics. 

"We cannot destroy the integrity of the 
schools' administration by tampering with 
the School Committee's fiscal autonomy," 
explained the Mayor, 

Both candidates also agreed on the 
possible impact of the Chestnut Hill Towers 
on Newton. 

"Every major development in the city 
will be beneficial to the tax rate," stated 
Carmen. 

"We must, however," he continued, 
"balance any possible income benefits with 
the social and environmental expenses to be 
faced." 

"The answer to unsound development lies 
with proper city planning," added Mayor 
Mann 

"The Towers is symptomatic of a 
previous lack of that planning, but properly 
and legally speaking it should be allowed to go 
through," he concluded. 

When asked if he had told the Board of 
Aldermen an additional $30 million of 
evaluation would be placed on private 
property at the end of this year, Mann stated, 
"1 don't recall that remark being made." 

The mayor also used the question to 
reaffirm his belief that the accumulated $2.5 
million in the city treasury represented "good 
management" on his part.

Newton Mayor Theodore D. Mann sent a 
letter of sympathy to Chelsea Mayor 
Philip Spelman and has invited all Chelsea 
residents put out of work because of the 
fire to attend the Newton Job Fair 
Saturday at City Hall. Representatives 
from 20 industries and firms will be in¬ 
terviewing prospective employees. 

Needham Firefighters Local 1706 will be 
collecting clothing and canned foods at fire 
headquarters. They are also accepting 
donations and checks, which should be 
made out to the Chelsea Fire Relief Fund.

The First Baptist Church of Westwood is 
collecting non-perishable foodstuffs and 


donations at its educational center, 808

The Dedham Fire Department and 
Firefighters Local 1735 have established a 
town-wide drive for relief supplies, which 
can be dropped off at all local schools and 
the fire stations in East Dedham and 
downtown. Allied Container Corp. is 
donating cartons for the packing of the 
supplies for transport to Chelsea. 

Spokesmen in each of the suburbs said 
they hope to have most of the supplies 
collected by Friday so they can be 
delivered to the fire victims by the 
weekend.

Newton sent a pumper, four police 
ambulances, and almost a dozen police 
officers to the fire. 

Needham aided the fire effort by 
covering a Hyde Park station with one of 
its pumpers and putting extra men on call. 

Westwood sent one of its engines to 
Chelsea and one to cover Dedham when 
that fire department sent a pumper and a 
ladder truck to the fire, one pumper to 
cover a Boston station, and another piece 
of apparatus to cover a West Roxbury 
station. 

"If it wasn't for the mutual aid system 
and the help we were able to provide, we 
would never have been able to stop that 
fire," said Newton Fire Chief Frederick 
Perkins. "The cooperation among the 
towns was wonderful." 


Quick Action Needed On Incinerator 


Already in technical 
violation of a state order to 
submit plans to bring the

humorously in reference to one of the mildest 
winters on record. 

"Anyone with connections like that 
shouldn't be tampered with," he concluded. 

Carmen did not think the mayor an¬ 
swered the question and told the audience he 
also did not know where the additional $30 
million evaluation could possibly be placed. 

"The $1 million needed to cover the 
recent teacher pay hike isn’t even reflected in 
the budget," he stated. 

Mayor Mann explained the teacher hike 
could possibly be covered with the current 
surplus or through a School Department cost 
reduction program, 

"If not," continued Mann, "we will do 
what we have to do." 

"He will borrow the money if he has to, at 
the highest rate of interest in the country's 
history and place that cost on the 1974-1975 lax 
rate,".countered Carmen. 

The candidates answered several other 
questions from the audience, and each con¬ 
tinued the stance taken at the outset. 

The mayor continually defended his 
record in such areas as senior citizen par¬ 
ticipation, recreation, and low cost housing 
with an occasional swipe at Carmen for his 
record in those areas as an alderman. 

Carmen continually hammered home his 
belief that not enough was done in any of the 
mentioned areas of city services during the 
mayor’s first term in office.

the recommendation that the 
incinerator not be upgraded, 
and that the city use the short¬ 
term solution of having 
rubbish trucked out of the city 
to existing landfill sites or 
other incinerators. 

The preferred long-term 
solution offered by ADL is 
resource recovery, which 
requires a regional approach. 

The city's compliance 
schedule for incinerator 
upgrading was due to be 
submitted to the state 
Department of Public Health 
by June 30. 1973. 

The first draft of the ADL 
report was presented to the 
city in August. The final draft 
is expected this week for 
presentation to the Board of 
Aldermen and the ad¬ 
ministration. 

The ADL contract called for 
the final report to be sub¬ 
mitted by April 1, 1973, so that 
the Board of Aldermen and 
Mayor Theodore Mann would 
have time to make the 
decision on the incinerator 
and submit a compliance 
schedule by the state deadline 
of June 30. 

December 31, 1974, is the 
date by which the incinerator 
must be upgraded, if the 
decision is to continue the use 
of the incinerator, with 
another six months allowed 
for final touches. 

Dudman explained his 
authorizing ADL to be several 
months late with the report by 
saying that new information 
was being promulgated by the 
state which would affect the 
report. 

Dudman said he had notified 
the state Department of 
Health that the report would 
be late. 

Alderman Lois Pines, who 
said at the meeting the city 
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"received a cease and desist 
order from the State 
Department of Public 
Health," that “the Attorney 
General has to act within 30 
days," and that the case "then 
may go to the U.S. Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency," 
was somewhat premature in 
her assessment of the 
problem. 

Walter Smith, chief of the 
incineration division of the 
Department of Public Health, 
reached by telephone the next 
day, said that if a reasonable 
plan is not received "in a 
month or two" he will take the 
case to the Attorney General, 
but no cease and desist order 
is in effect now. 

Smith also confirmed that 
he had been informed by the 
city about the delay some time 
ago. 

The recommendation of the 
Arthur D. Little firm stirred 
less controversy than did the 
fact that the ADL report is so 

late. 

In the opinion of several 
aldermen, the delay con¬ 
stitutes a breach of contract. 

Alderman Richard McGrath 
contended that the $37,008 
contract with ADL was for a 
plan to upgrade the in¬ 
cinerator, not to obtain ADL’s 
recommendations on solid 
waste management. 

Meanwhile, the Newton-- 
Waltham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District committee 
meetings are continuing at a 
stepped-up rate. 

The district was formed last 
July under an Environmental 
Protection Agency grant of 
$112,500 to study the feasibility 
of (he two cities joining 
together in refuse disposal.

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Resolutions Go Back To Committee

In a brief meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen last week, 
two resolutions dealing with 
acquisition of land were 
returned to committee, as was a 
proposed ordinance banning 
smoking in supermarkets. 

Alderman David Jackson, 
chairman of the nldcrmanic 
City Planning Committee, 
reported his committee in favor 
6-0 of a resolution that would 
Insert into the capital im¬ 
provement program $25,000 for 
approval of lands to be acquired 
by 1975. 

The acquisition of about 130 
acres to be funded by $t -$2 
million bonding has been 
recommended to be included in 
the capital improvement 
program by the Newton Con¬ 
servation Commission. Al¬ 
derman Peter Harrington 
objected to approving the 
money until the City Planning 
Committee reports its progress 
on reviewing the capital im¬ 
provement program. The 
committee is charged with 
reviewing and amending if 
necessary the program each 
year and making recom¬ 
mendations to the full board. 

Alderman Sidney Small, often 
not in agreement with 
Harrington, commented, "I’m 
pleased there's no great crowd 
here tonight because I want to 
say I agree with everything the 
vice-president (Harrington) has 
said.” 

"Six months from now the 
resolution will be pointed to as a 
commitment, and we’re likely 
to be sorry," Small said. 

That resolution and another, 
to include an amount in the 
capital improvement program 
equal to $1 on the tax rate— 


$350,000—each year for the 
acquisition of land for city 
purposes, were both sent to the 
City Planning and Finance 
Committees. 

The proposed ordinance to 
ban smoking in supermarkets 
and other retail food establish¬ 
ments wns returned for the 
second time to the legislation 
and Rules Committee for fur¬ 
ther work. 

Alderman Alan Bares in the 


United States," said he felt the 
ordinance s "Backward." 

"Supermarkets are high- 
ceilinged and air conditioned, 
and people may move freely,” 
Barkin said, "but the serious 
effects of smoking are in a 
confined area, such as a bar or a 
restaurant. The ordinance 
epecifically exclude that type of 
situation." 

Also in favor of recommittal 


was Small, who hoped the 
committee would "come up 
with an ordinance that is 
livable, workable, -and en¬ 
forceable." 

"There aren't enough cops in 
the whole wide world to enforce 
this," Small said. "Arc you 
going to have one in every 
supermarket waiting for 
somebody to light up?" 


Open Space, Radio Station 
Topics Of Public Hearings 


Public hearings were held 
this week on proposals to save 
open space in Newton and on a 
request from a radio station to 
build a studio at its tower site in 
Newton Upper Falls. 

WHDH Corp. Is seeking 
permission to build a two-story 
office building at 1173 Chestnut 
St., Upper Fails, as a facility for 
WHDH-AM and WCOZ-FM 
radio. 

Some neighbors did appear at 
the hearing to protest the plan, 
saying it would generate a 
"hazardous" increase in traffic, 
decrease property vulues, and 
have a negative environmental 
impact. 

Ward 5 Alderman Edward 
Uehlein also spoke on behalf of 
residents. 

WHDH representative Roger 
Booth spoke on behalf of the 
station and explained that since 
the corporation no longer 
operates Channel 5, it does not 
need its large office and studio 


facilities now located in Dor¬ 
chester. The FCC revoked the 
corporation's license for 
Channel 5 last year. 

The station had sought to 
build the studio at one of its 
tower sites in Needham, but a 
permit to build granted by the 
building inspector was revoked 
by the Needham Board of 
Appeals. WHDH is appealing 
the Needham decision in court. 

Booth said that because 
station management feels the 
court fight will be "long," a 
decision had been made to ask 
for permission to locate the 
studio in Newton. 

He explained that under FCC 
regulations, the studio must 
either be at the transmitter 
sites or in the town where the 
station is licensed. That means 
the studio must be in Newton, 
Needham or Boston.

Auburndale Woman Slain 


Investigators of the stabbing death of 18 
year-old Marcia Tyman of Auburndale have 
discounted any connection between her 
murder and three previous slayings of women 
in the Fitchburg-Leominster area of 
Massachusetts. 

Miss Tyman's body was found by two 
employees of the state Department of Public 
Works off Route 2 in Harvard early Tuesday 
morning. 

According to State Trooper Herbert Hall 
of the Leominster Barracks, investigators 
from the Harvard Police, the Worcester 
County District Attorney’s office, and the 
State Police in Boston had worked on the case 
throughout Tuesday night and Wednesday 
morning and had found no connection bet¬ 
ween the Tyman murder and the others. 

Miss Tyman’s brother, Michael, 21, and 
her maternal grandfather, Frank 
Brocklesby, identified her body at Clinton 
Hospital where it had been taken after being 
found in a wooded rest area off the busy main 
highway linking the north central part of the 
state to Boston. 

Worcester County Medical Examiner 
Richard Bartlett performed an autopsy at the 
hospital and announced the young Newton 
woman had died of multiple punctures and 
lacerations of the liver and lungs. 

Police ruled her death a homicide and 
according to Trooper Hall "ruled out robbery 
or sexual assault." 

Time of death was placed a few hours 
before the body was found at 8:21 a.m. 
Tuesday. The woman's parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward Tyman, 257 Auburndale Ave., 
Auburndale, had boarded a plane at Boston's 


Logan Airport for a ten-day trip to Florida 
just one hour and 20 minutes before the body 
was discovered. 

The woman’s aunt, Mrs. Marilyn Dodd of 
45 Murray Rd., West Newton, was attempting 
to reach Mr. and Mrs. Tyman in Florida, 
Tuesday evening, and told police she thought 
“Marcia had gone to the airport to see her 
parents off," according to Trooper Hall. 

Two younger Tyman children, 
Jacqueline, 14, and Jill 12, accompanied their 
parents to Florida. 

Investigators found $1 and a driver’s 
license in Miss Tyman's handbag and an¬ 
nounced they found no automobile in the rest 
area, nor was there any when the body was 
found. 

Miss Tyman was a June, 1973, graduate of 
Newton North High School and had spent this 
past summer working as a nurses’ aide at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital. She was taking a 
typing course in the Adult Education 
Program of the Newton Public Schools at the 
time of her death. 

Others working with Trooper Hall on the 
Tyman case include Harvard Police Chief 
John Reardon, Detective Lieutenant Joseph 
Doheney of the Worcester County District 
Attorney’s office and several experienced 
investigators from the State Police Detective 
Bureau in Boston. 

Detectives are still investigating the 
recent stabbing death of a 31 year-old school 
teacher in Townsend, a town very close to 
Route 2 and Harvard, and the stabbing death 
of two Fitchburg women in their apartment 
All three murders took place in September.

from the tower variance 
originally granted by the Board 
of Aldermen in 1954, also must 
be resolved before the Board 
acts on the petition. 

The fact that the variance 
was granted by the Board of 
Aldermen instead of the Zoning 
Board of Appeals and the fact 
the variance states the Newton 
tower was to be used for the 
transmission of Channel 5 in¬ 
stead of stating WHDH are the 
legal considerations under 
study by the city solicitor. 

A traffic study to determine 
the impact of WHDH employee 
traffic on Chestnut Street has 
also been recommended before 
the Board of Aldermen acts on 
the request. 

Aid. Edward Richmond's 
proposed ordinance regarding 
use of major parcels of land in 
Newton ran into opposition from 
the League of Women Voters 
and the Newton Conservators at 
its public hearing Monday 
night. 

Both groups, while supporting 
the idea of protecting "major 
parcels" of land, urged that a 
more comprehensive plan be 
written and adopted for major 
parcels and cluster zoning, 

Richmond’s proposal 
provides for a "density bonus" 
for developers on the remaining 
parcels of land in Newton that 
are more than nine acres. As 
the developers agree to save 
more open space, they would be 
allowed to build more units. 

The League of Women Voters 
spokesman pointed out that the 
proposed ordinance tends to 
"make development of the 
parcels a fact" instead of 
leaving the question of whether 
or not they should be developed 
open. 

The League also endorsed a 
plan for cluster zoning, 
grouping houses on a piece of 
land and saving open space, 
calling it "a logical first step 
toward planned development." 

The Newton Conservators 
disagreed with Richmond's 
"density bonus" concept and 
rapped the plan for leaving the 
designation of what would be 
open space on any site up to the 
developer. 

The Conservators also urged 
that the open space minimum 
should be raised from Rich¬ 
mond's proposed 15 per cent to 
30 or 40 per cent. 

No action was taken on any of 
the subjects of the public 
hearings. The Land Use 
Committee meets tonight (Oct. 
18) at 7:45 p.m.

Housing Authority Rejects Bids 


By a unanimous vote, the 
members of the Newton 
Housing Authority — acting 
upon the advice of the Depart¬ 
ment of Community Affairs — 
rejected the bids submitted for 
three proposed low income 
housing developments as "not 
being in the public interest." 

Authority action capped 90 
minutes of deliberation, 
dominated by Alex Cvjanovic 
and David Sheffield, 
representatives of Architects 
Collaborative (TAC). 

After a lengthy appraisal of 
the current status of the three 
projects, Cvjanovic concluded 
that "the next agonizing step is 
to reject the bids and cut the 
frills." 

Sheffield pointed out to 
authority members, however, 
that the Beaconwood Road, 
Thurston Road, and California 
Street-Victory Field projects 
had already been trimmed 
down to the bone, and additional 
austerity would be “nickel-and- 
diining it."

authority members, who had 
been fairly optimistic about the 
chances for realization of ad¬ 
ditional family and elderly units 
in Newton. The bids had poured 
in last month, to the pleasant 
surprise of those concerned, 
only to be received unfavorably 
by DCA, the funding agency. 

Temporarily, at least, the 
authority must be patient. 
Consulations are now under 
way between the architects and 
the state in hopes of loosening 
the lid on DCA cost guidelines. 

These guidelines, in¬ 
cidentally, were established in 
the early sixties, and may be 
incompatible with the current 
building costs. 

For example, union wage 
increases, with common 
laborers now being paid $7.60 
per hour, have sent construction 
costs spiraling. 

In addition, Cvjanovic ex¬ 
plained, the Phase Ill-Phase IV 
interregnum contributed to the 
"sky’s-the-limit" attitude, as 
contractors were vitally con¬ 
cerned with protecting them¬ 
selves from future economic 
traumas. According to Cv¬ 
janovic, "the authority couldn’t 
have chosen a worse time to go 
out for bid." 

Sheffield interjected that the 
sheer immensity of paperwork 
involved to submit bids may 
have prompted some con¬ 
tractors to tack on an extra 10 - 
15 percent — an aggravation 
surcharge — to their final bids. 


The consensus supported 
simplification of the bid 
procedure. The original five- 
option package, designed to 
entice the smaller contractor to 
compete with larger firms, 
succeeded only in scaring the 
small firms away. 

In light of this dilemma, the 
authority resolved to go out for 
rebid with a three-option 
package consisting of the three 
sites in single options. 

These modifications, coupled 
with a market stabilization 
could deflate the bids, ac¬

There is also a need for clothing of all sizes For 
many there was not evon time to turn back for another 
day's wear Donations of clothing are being collected 
at Massachusetts General Hospital If you think you 
could help, and no offer is too small, then bring your 
exti.i garments to tho hospital's contrul lobby. 

At times Chelsea may seem far distant. But if 
situations wore reversed would wo not welcome help 
from that city? 

From out of the debris that claimed no victim 
there may come our second miracle.

The Newton Graphic 
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Treasurer Bob Crane Makes 
Millions Yearly For State 

State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane makes more money for the 
people of Massachusetts than any other person in the history of 
the Commonwealth. He’s the biggest bargain the Bay State ever 
I tad. 

Those are strong statements, but they can be supported with 
facts and figures. 

During the state's fiscal year which ended last June 30, Crane 
made the tidy sum of $6,276,000 for the people of Massachusetts by 
depositing stale funds in banks and investing them in treasury 
bills and short-term loans. 

To break down that figure, Crane realized $1,720,000 in in¬ 
terest on bank deposits and $1,556,000 in interest on investment) in 
treasury bills and so-called short-time loans. This, of course, 
lessened the tax burden on the people by that amount. 

During the same 12-month period Crane was paid $25,000 for 
his work as Slate Treasurer and $3,000 for his service as chairman 
of the SUite Emergency Finance Board. 

In addition, Crane served in an unpaid capacity as head of the 
state lottery which in its first full year of operation raised $30 
million for Massachusetts cities and towns to lighten their tax 
levy on real estate and which, incidentally, despite the early 
misgivings of some observers, was operated without a hint or 
taint of scandal or even a suggestion of wrongdoing. 

Even those petty gamblers such as the writer, who invest$l in 
two lottery tickets each week and never see their number come 
up. have to admit that the lottery is conducted honestly. Crane 
goes to such lengths that he recently advised a relative to stop 
buying lottery tickets. “If you had the winning ticket, I couldn't 
let you collect" Crane declared. 

With all his duties and responsibilities asState Treasurer, few 
persons probably realize that Crane also is a big-time money¬ 
lender. 

That doesn't mean you can drop in at Crane's office and 
borrow a few dollars if the family budget is thrown out of kilter by 
unexpected doctor's bills. 

But you can borrow a few million for a week or even a 
weekend if you're the president of General Motors or Gillette's 
and are willing to pay interest of about 10 per cent. 

Registered money brokers on the Stock Exchange ure con¬ 
stantly seeking to borrow money for a giant corporation, and it’s 
not unusual lor the enterprising Crane to lend one of them a 
million dollars or more over a three-day holiday weekend while 
the State House Is closed. 

A spokesman for a self-styled reform organization, which 
imagines wrongdoing where it wishes it to be, recently took a 
"cheap shot" at Crane for depositing money in a bank it singled 


about 200 different banks and indicate that tie treats all banks 
fairly. "All banks pay the same amount of interest," Crane 
replied when asked about it. "1 don't favor one bank over 
another." 

He explained that he can deposit up to 40 per cent of the 
capital and surplus of a commercial bank and up to llie amount 
that is insured by a cooperative bank or federal savings and loan 
association. 

Crane follows sophisticated Investment procedures in his 
efforts to collect as much interest us possible for the people ol 
Massachusetts, but whjje he's the official head of the state lottery 
he lakes no risk whatever when he deposits the people's money iu 


banks or invests It In treasury bills or short-time loans. 

In one sense, Crane’s office is the biggest tank in 
Massachusetts, handling about $6.8 billion per year in receipts 
and disbursements, but the average big banker receives far more 
in salary than the $28,000 a year that is paid to Crane. 

Crane, who already has served longer as State Treasurer 
than anyone else, presides over a variety of public services. 

Revenue is paid into his office from such sources as the state 
income tax, the corporation tax, the meal tax, the inheritance tax, 
the sales tax, the gasoline tax, the state lottery and from the sale 
of state bonds, 

In addition, all federal grants to the state such as the revenue- 
sharing receipts are paid to Treasurer Crane. . 

His office distributes approximately $390 million a year to the 
351 cities and towns in Massachusetts and collects about $117 
million annually from them. 

It handles the payment of all state bills and the salaries of 
more than 60,000 state employees, 25,000 of whom are paid 
directly through the Treasurer’s office. 

On almost any day in the week and any time during the day. 
Treasurer Crane's office is the busiest place in the State House. 
Two of his assistants receive larger salaries than he gets, but 
Crane is too busy trying to figure out how he can collect another 
million or so dollars in interest to make any issue about that

Richardson Stood 10 Feet Tall 
At Tragic Close Of Agnew Case 

When Elliot L. Richardson was Massachusetts Attorney 
General, and before that U. S. Attorney at Boston, he prosecuted 
people, but he didn't persecute them. Some of the persons who 
were prosecuted by Richardson during those periods may dispute 
that statement. But this reporter was in a position to observe 
Richardson closely. 

While there invariably is a wave of sympathy when a person 
in high office is humbled and humiliated as Spiro Agnew was in 
one of the truly tragic chapters in American history, it is crystal 
clear now that Richardson did not trespass on the rights of Mr. 
Agnew; nor did he shrink from the most difficult and disagreeable 
duties. 

It Is typical of Richardson that he did not send an assistant to 
a Baltimore courtroom to ask lor clemency (or Spiro Agnew; he 
went himself. 

The finish of the sad Agnew case provided a convincing an¬ 
swer which squelched those columnists and commentators who 
had centered their fire on Richardson and virtually accused him 
of destroying Agnew for political reasons. 

Richardson stood ten feet tall as he asked a crusty hard-bitten 
federal Judge, sitting in a Baltimore court, to spare the resigning 
Vice President of the United States the indignity of going to 
prison. 

Elliot Richardson does not trespass on anyone's rights. He Is 
not that kind uf person. He has a profound respect for individual 


mighty and the humble, those in high places and the little people. 

Throughout the unfortunate Spiro Agnew investigation, it 
seemed apparent that there was no political capital to be gained 
by Elliot Richardson from destroying Mr. Agnew. 

Even though Spiro Agnew stands today a convicted felon, 
disgraced in the eyes of the people of the United States, it is only 
fau- to report that his rights were violated by the newspapers and 
television networks which flagrantly disregarded tlie traditional 
secrecy and sanctity of the Grand Jury. 

That is something to which even those who disliked Spiro 
Agnew and applauded his downfall should give serious thought. 
But Richardson did not trespass on Agnew's rights. He didn't 


violate the privacy of the Grand Jury, and he became justly 
angered when the Justice Department he heads was accused of 
leaking evidence harmful to Mr. Agnew. 

It seems evident now that Spiro Agnew’s worst enemy was 
Spiro Agnew. 

Richardson, to be sure, is a Yankee Brahmin, but he is not a 
bigot, as some columnists have implied. When he was Lieutenant 
Governor and later Attorney General, he had Blacks, Italians, 
Irish, Greeks, Catholics and persons of just about all origins 
working on his staff. 

He has been criticized for charging late in the 1966 Attorney 
General campaign that Francis X. Bellotti lacked moral in¬ 
sensitivity because he accepted a fee from an insurance company 
while serving as Lieutenant Governor. Bellotti later was cleared 
of any wrongdoing or conflict of interest. 

Persons close to Richardson say he did not verify his in¬ 
formation until late in that campaign, that he was informed the 
polls showed he was far ahead of Bellotti, that he might jeopar¬ 
dize his election chances by making an 11th hour allegation 
against Bellotti but that Richardson felt the statement should be 
made regardless of the political consequences. 

That's the kind of person Richardson is. He doesn’t believe in 
the don’t-tip-ovepthe-applecart strategy. As a result he almost 
lost the 1966 Attorney General fight, a defeat which would have 
relegated him to political obscurity. 

Elliot Richardson has been both an embarrassment and a 
protection to his boss, President Nixon. 

He has been a protection because nobody who know's 
Richardson suspected for even a moment that there would be any 
coverup of any wrongdoing either by Spiro Agnew or in the 
Watergate mess. 

Richardson leans so far over backward to be fair that he 
almost ruins the person he is working for. That's Richardson's- 
code, and he accepts it when it happens to him, as it did at the 1962 
Republican State Convention, when Leverett Saltonstall, for- 
whom Richardson had worked, made a questionable ruling which, 
resulted in the nomination of Edward W. Brooke over Richardson 
for Attorney General. Richardson insists that Salty was in a 
difficult position and made the right ruling. 

Richardson certainly was not trying to protect his boss when- 
he named Archibald Cox as special Watergate prosecutor. Cox is 
now a big nuisance to Nixon. Richardson can’t control Cox and 
doesn't try to do so. Cox already is straying far afield from the 
things he was supposed to probe, but Richardson is not Interfering 
with him. ’ 

At one point friends of Spiro Agnew claimed he was being- 
"framed." At another critics of President Nixon expressed fear- 
that the Watergate case would be "bagged." But Elliot Richard¬ 
son doesn't "frame" people or “bag" cases. He does what hei 
thinks is right and lets the chips land where they fall. 

Only time will tell whether he can do that at the highest level’ 
of national politics and survive politically to the extent of being a ■ 
serious contender for the Republican nomination for President in * 
1976. A Presidential fight between Elliot Richardson and Ted- 
Kennedy would be an interesting one, indeed.

Committee under the so-called 
anti-snob zoning lawtCh. 774), 
where proceedings have been 
stopping and starting for more 
than two years. 

On its Board of Directors is 
Richard Ix>v’ell, the senior 
lawyer representing the 
Towers before the board. 

The general feeling among 
the Board of Aldermen seems 
to be that since site work has 
been done and the site is ready 
for foundations, the building 
must be allowed to proceed, 
though not without penalty to 
the developer.

be signed by the Towers and 
NCDF that will bind each 
party, so that the committee 
can grant extension of per¬ 
missive use with the 
agreement as a condition. 

As a guarantee that the 
Towers will perform ac¬ 
cording to whatever 
agreement is reached, the 
Board of Aldermen has the 
requirement that the Towers 
submit an amended site plan 
for board approval. 

The Towers has deviated 
from the original site plan 
approved with the permissive- 
use petition. A new site plan 
must be prepared and ap¬ 
proved. and approval could be 
made contingent on the 
Towers fulfillment of the 
agreement. 

Rev. Gilbert Avery III, 
president of NCDF, and Marc 
Slotnick, executive director, 
asked the I-ind Use Com¬ 
mittee for guidance on the 
number of units that might be 
acceptable to the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Chairman Alan Barkin 
would say only, “Not less that 
40,” which is the number that 
can be built under applicable 
zoning laws for the 8 ' 2 -acre 
parcel of land. 

Discussions up till now 
between NCDF and the 
Towers have mentioned at 
least 40 units, with the Towers 
proposing "up to 68 
maximum," and NCDF 
responsible for securing the 
necessary permissive use. 

Avery commented at the 
most recent meeting that in 
1971 the Board of Aldermen 
had approved 102 units on the 
site (the only one of the 
original 10 sites that was 
granted permissive use in 
1970). 

"If developed at 85 units,” 
Avery said, "this would be the 
lowest density for townhouses 
anywhere in the city." 

The Towers proposes that 40 
per cent of the units be leased 
to the Housing Authority, but 
NCDF considers 25 per cent to 
be the maximum to create a

good socioeconomic mix. 

The remainder of the units 
would be for moderate-income 
persons. 

According to the Towers 
proposal, the site would be 
purchased by a wholly owned 
affiliate of the Towers Trust. 
The trust affiliate would 
develop the site, obtain the 
financing, and build the 
housing. 

NCDF would retain the 
option to repurchase the entire 
property for land cost. Under 
the Towers' plan, NCDF could 
repurchase either when the 
mortgage is fully paid, after 
about 25 years, or by paying 
the mortgage balance after 12 
years. 

The management of the 
housing is one point that had 
not been worked out. 

Another is the location of the 
access road to the Hamlet St. 
property. Neighbors in 
Thompsonville (the section 
around Langley Rd. north of 
Route 9) do not want more 
traffic on heavily traveled 
Langley Rd.. and prefer 
ingress and egress through the 
Towers property. 

The possible resurrection of 
NCDF brought back to City- 
Hall the principal opponents of 
the organization in its fight for 
low-income housing in 1970. 

Robert Stiller, the most 
persistent NCDF antagonist, 
objected to the conduct of the 
Land Use meeting. "If the 
NCDF proposal is coming 
before Land Use, I say they 
should have a docket number, 
public hearing and so on,” 
Stiller said. "This should not 
be on NCDF but on the 
Towers." 

Barkin replied. "We can 
discuss anything we want as 
long as it’s in the open. 
Anybody can come in. Cer¬ 
tainly if NCDF proposes a use 
on Hamlet St., there must be a 
public hearing and all the rest 
of it" 

"The Towers should stand 
or fall on the merits of the 
Towers," Stiller argued.

Barbara Schiller, candidale , 
for alderman-at-large in Ward 
2 . (his week put forth recreation 
proposals for older teenagers. 

Saying the city lacks 
"realistic programs geared to 
meet the special needs of young 
people," Mrs. Schiller called for 
the creation of Youth Houses as 
an answer to the "aimlessness 
of today's youth." 

She envisions the Youth 
House concept as one where 
many of the "shelter buildings" 
located on Newton fields and 
playgrounds would be con¬ 
verted into recreation centers. 
Teenagers would be given free 
use of the buildings with 
"minimal restrictions and 
would be entirely responsible 
for them." 

"I am not naive about the 
teenage situation." said the 
mother of five. "I know some 
will scoff at the Youth House. 
There will be problems of 
delegating responsibility of 
rival cliques and so forth. 

"But the Recreation Dept, 
has a hard time reaching this 
age group. We have no open 
spaces for kids to use. Drop-in 
centers deal with problems only 
when a crisis stage has been 
reached. Youth House costs 
nothing. It is worth a try."

It was then that NLFIA President Donald Budge 
asked Cadwell. "Does the authority feel It has enough 
latitude to allow White Construction Co, to change its 
plans?" 

Cadwell's affirmative reply touched off a verbal 
storm from LOPAC and NLFIA members and two 
Newton aldermen present at the meeting. 

Ward 4 Alderman Richard ,1. McGrath Stated, "If you 
can allow White to change its plans, you can rescind aand 
pick Spaulding and Slve as the community desires." 

"It appears," he continued, "as if your taking sides 
with White when you allow then) to change already sub¬ 
mitted plans." 

"It bothers me," stated Budge, "that you would allow 
White certain design changes, including the sw itch from a 
single building concept to a multi-building concept as 
desired by the neighborhood." 

Edmund Mangini, urban renewal chief for the state 
Department of Community Affairs, and the man 
responsible for the disapproval of the selection of White 
because it "did not take the wishesof the community into 
consideration" also appeared at the meeting. 

"The authority has selected a developer with a single 
building concept and I don't think that can be changed," 
Mangini said. 

He also added, however, that "my legal advisors tell 
me the vote cannot be rescinded." 

"I guess I threw the biggest monkey wrench into this 
project," he continued, "but I was hoping the people could 
work with the selected developer without any kind of 
change in the law." 

"Irrespective of what Mangini's lawyers tell him," 
countered Ward 4 Alderman-at-I.arge Louis I. Egelson, 
Jr., "I would rather see the authority rescind and let the 
chips fall where they may." 

"We'll get a resolution of support from the Board of 
Aldermen and rattle a few swords of our own if we have to, 
" he continued. 

"I realize Mangini is now in a tight position, but let's 
rescind anyway," Egelson urged, 

"Maybe White won't contest in the courts after all 
especially if he wants to do any more business in 
Newton," Egelson continued. 

"But," interjected Cadwell, "I don't want to see the 
community acting as capriciously as the authority has 
been accused of doing." 

"Why risk a court case unless the community groups 
have met with the selected developer and failed to reach a 
compromise?” he asked. 

Authority member Richard D. Clarey, made the 
motion to rescind after the authority recessed its own 
meeting and allowed I.OPAC and the NLFIA to vote 
separately on whether or not they wanted to meet with the 
selected developer. 

Both groups overwhelmingly voted to reject the idea 
and instead voted, again overwhelmingly, to ask for a 
rescission. 

When the rescission motion carried, an eerie silence 
momentarily dominated the crowded basement room of 
the Hamilton School and was only broken when Budge 
announced triumphantly, "It's a whole new ball game!" 

The authority declined to immediately vote to select 
Spaulding and Slye for the commercial project, and was 
congratulated for "taking separate steps” by Egelson. 

"You now have the complete backing of the com¬ 
munity, the Board of Aldermen and the mayor, and we all 
hope you will act expeditiously as passible in making 
another choice," stated the alderman-at-large. 

Richard Ellis, a representative of the White firm 
present at the meeting, left immediately after the vote 
was taken and would make no comment. 

Clarey indicated he expected as much difficulty over 
the vote from Mangini as from the rejected White. 

"We have an opinion from the renewal consulting 
firm of Foley, Hoag and Elliott that says our actions 
tonight were legal," concluded Clarey.

Ambulance Bill Gets 
Legislative Approval 


The Emergency Medical Care 
Bill was enacted today in both 
branches of the Massachusetts 
legislature and sent to the 
Governor for signature. 

This will allow the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health to regulate 
ambulance services, require 
specific training of emergency 
medical care personnel and 
technicians, establish a com¬ 
munications network between 
emergency vehicles and 
hospital facilities and set up an 
advisory board to assist the 
Commissioner of Public Health 
in coordinating a state-wide 
emergency medical care 
program which would remedy 
the present emergency health 
care inadequacies in 
Massachusetts. 

According to Rep. Lois Pines 
(D-Newton) a sponsor of the 
bill, "Statistics indicate that 
every citizen in Massachusetts 
will need emergency medical 
care sometime in the next ten 
years and, therefore, should be 
critically concerned with a 


system that presently requires 
only a standard first aid course 
of approximately 26 hours of 
training for an emergency 
medical technician and none for 
the driver of the vehicle com¬ 
pared to 5,500 hours of training 
for embalmers and 5000 hours 
for hairdressers.” 

Rep. Pines also stated; "Last 
year there were over 29,000 
deaths in Massachusetts due to 
accident, heart attack and 
stroke. More than 23 percent of 
the accident fatalities could 
have been saved, according to a 
1971 University of Vermont 
study, and 30 percent of the 
heart attack victims should 
have lived, according to the 
American Heart Association, if 
emergency medical care had 
been adequate." 

"Some of the finest hospitals 
in the world are located in 
Massachusetts, yet our citizens 
often die before reaching these 
facilities because emergency 
medical care is so poor in the 
Commonwealth," she con¬ 
cluded.

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New Form of Censorship, Triple The Taxes 


By PHILIP M. STONE 
HELSINKI (UPI) — The tax 
collector has become Finland's 
severest movie critic. If he 
dislikes a film he can tax it 
three times the normal rate. 

The taxation policies follow 
concern by Finns over their 
increasingly violent crime rate. 
The government believes film 
violence is a major cause. 

Using a law 50 years old but 
not enforced strictly until this 
year, the tax authorities and 
the office of film censorship 
can judge that a film with a 
poor plot, immoral, or badly 
filmed, can be taxed at 30 per 
cent of the theaters' receipts 
compared with the normal 10 
per cent. Excess violence is 
considered Immoral. 


Theater owners, forbidden by 
agreements, cannot raise their 
prices for a higher taxed film, 
and so for business reasons will 
seldom show such a film. 

Films of an educational, 
scientific, or news nature may 
be shown tax free as may films 
intended for children. Most 
Walt Disney films, for instance, 
fall in this category. 

The main victims of the 30 
per cent rule are films with 
excess violence, particularly 
Italian westerns. Jerker Erikss¬ 
on, chairman of the Film 
Censorship Board, said, "Itali¬ 
an spaghetti westerns are 
usually made on a shoestring 
budget, have poor plots and are 
not artistically good although 
there are exceptions." 


But it was two British-made 
films which first caught the tax 
man's attention and were hit 
with the higher tax. 

The first film was Sam 
Peckinpah's "Straw Dogs". 
Hien followed Stanley Ku¬ 
brick's "Clockwork Orange” 
which the censorship board 
first rated in the normal 
category. But the tax man 
reclassified it to the higher 
bracket, and when the distribu¬ 
tor appealed to the Supreme 
Court the ruling was upheld. 

A spokesman for Wamer- 
Colombia said, "The cinema 
owners are not allowed to raise 
their prices even though a film 
is heavily taxed. So we have to 
be very sure of its success

One of the U.S. Army's 
highest scientific honors, the 
Army Research and 
Development Achievement 
Award, was presented to two 
Newton men at a ceremony 
conducted recently at the Army 
Materials and Mechanics 
Research Center in Watertown. 

David A. Colling of 43 
Woodcliff Rd., Newton 
Highlands, and Jacob Green¬ 
span of 14 Manet Circle, 
Newton, were the two Award 
recipients. Both are employed 
as research engineers in the 
Engineering Materials 
Development Branch, 
Materials Application Division, 
at AMMRC. 

The award was given, “In 
recognition of. . . a pioneering 
achievement in the area of 
uranium alloys. . . which 
provides the Army with a basis 
for improved armor piercing 
projectiles, and for improved 
design for the XM673 Nuclear 
Projectile Case." 

Also cited for this Award was 
their colleague, F.J. Rizzitano, 
chief, Materials Application 
Division, AMMRC. 

Within the past several years, 
depleted uranium has become 
available to the Army for non¬ 


nuclear applications. It is the 
only practical alternative to 
tungsten in the area of very 
heavy metals. Its utilization, 
however, depends largely on 
development of high integrity 
alloys, capable of withstanding 
severe structural loading. It is 
alloys of this kind that have 
been developed by Colling, 
Greenspan and their associates 


at AMMRC. These alloys are 
presently exhibiting superior 
performance in various vital 
structural ordnance ap¬ 
plications. 

Prior to entering Army 
materials research at Water- 
town in 1971, Colling was a 
senior engineer in the 
Magnetics Department of 
Westinghouse at Pittsburgh. At

AMMRC, he is responsible for 
melting and heat treating 
facilities. He has been engaged 
in melting and casting of large 
scale uranium alloys, 
aluminum alloys, titanium 
alloys, and non-magnetic 
maraging steels for ordnance 
applications. 

He holds two patents, has 
authored more than 40 technical 
papers, and is a research af¬ 
filiate of the Department of 
Metallurgy at MIT. Colling and 
his wife, Genevieve, have five 
children, Jeanne, 14; Gregory, 
11; Mark, 8; Elizabeth, 8 and 
Suzanne, who is 5. 

Before beginning his work in 
Army materials research at 
Watertown in 1961, Greenspan 
served on the staff at MIT and 
as a senior engineer or Chief 
Engineer with several Boston 
area research organizations. At 
AMMRC he pursues materials 
and process research, par¬ 
ticularly in the area of 
beryllium and uranium alloys. 
He has authored nearly 50 
papers and other publications, 
and holds patents on uranium 
alloys and beryllium oxide.

Newton’s Jewish community 
has wholeheartedly entered into 
a three-pronged effort to sustain 
the State of Israel during the 
current Middle East crisis. 

According to Rabbi Murray 
Rothman of Temple Shalom in 
West Newton, over $100,000 was 
collected in one night for the 
Israel Emergency Fund of the 
Combined Jewish Philan¬ 
thropies. 

"We filled our santuary with 
only one day’s notice and raised 
the money," said Rabbi Roth¬ 
man. 

"In addition," continued 
Rabbi Rothinan, "the temple 
board of directors met on 
Tuesday evening and purchased

a sizeable Israel Bond on behalf 
of the congregation." 

"We are not limiting our 
efforts to just raising money for 
the emergency fund and pur¬ 
chasing bonds,” he added. 

Rabbi Rothman then listed 
various educational programs 
offered to the Jewish com¬ 
munity in order to keep them 
informed of the crisis. 

On Friday, Oct. 19, the 
Temple will hold a social action 
service featuring Congressman 
Robert Drinan who will report 
on the Middle East situation 
from Washington. 

The following Friday, Oct. 26, 
Professor Gerald Wohlberg of 
Boston University will relate 
the current Israeli-Arab conflict 
with the fuel crisis. 

"We will continue to hold 
educational rallies in addition to 
the two fund drives," Rabbi 
Rothman stated. 

The same efforts were taking 
place in temples throughout 
Newton while in Boston a 
resolution supporting Israel and 
a Middle East peace won 


unanimous support in the state 
Senate. 

Introduced by Senators Irving 
Fishman (D-Newton), Jack H. 
Backinan i D-Brookline) and 
Alan Sisitsky (D-Springfield), 
the resolution states in part that 
“Israel has legitimately used its 
armed forces to secure its 
national existence against a 
new military war commenced 
by Egypt and Syria on the High 
Holy Days.” 

The resolution calls on 
Congress and the President to 
use "their best efforts to restore 
peace, and insure the survival 
and independence of the 
democratic State of Israel.” 

The Newton Clergy 
Association also issued a 
statement recently urgently 
urging "the United Nations to 
seek peace and immediate 
reconciliation in the Middle 
East." . 

The Greater Boston, North 
Shore Councils and Grand 
Lodge District No. 1 and 
Women's District Grand Lodge 
No. 1, B'nai B'rith publicly 


protested "against the 
premediated, vicious attack by 
Syria and Egypt on Israel on the 
Day of Atonement, the most 
solemn Jewish holiday of the 
year. 

The Anti-Defamation League 
of B'nai B'rith also issued a 
statement charging the Soviet 
Union with “orchestrating" the 
Arab-Israeli War.

The Hadaaaah-Hobrow 
UnlveraJty Medical Can tar In 
Eln Karant, Jaruaatan, tha 
largest medical complex In the 
Middle East and the sixth 
largest In the world, Is on a full 
mobilization and emergency 
alert to handle the incoming 
patients during this current 
Arab-Israeli conflict. 

All ambulatory patients In the 
hospital have been discharged 
to make available 320 beds for 
wounded soldiers. All reserve 
trucks, ambulances, equipment 
and personnel have been 
readied for service. 

The helicopter landing pad 
has been enlarged since the Six- 
Day War, and over the past 
several days, more than 70 
helicopter ambulance cases 
have been admitted to the 
hospital. At present, only the 
most serious casualties are 
being sent to the Hadassah 
Medical Center from all other 
hospitals in Israel, because of 
the modern technical equip¬ 
ment and advanced techniques 
offered by the hospital and its 
medical staff, not available at 
the surrounding medical in¬ 
stitutions, such as treatment of 
injuries sustained by the 
wounded soldiers in the areas of 
the brain, heart, lung, com¬ 
plicated bone damages and 
eyes. 

Hadassah is the only hospital 


tn Uroal with ^•dal •quipewnt 
for treating cwtaln ayo InjurtM 
and axtra aya apactallats art 
already on duty In the Depart¬ 
ment of Ophthalmology. 

Volunteers, Including Russian 
Immigrant doctors, are pouring 
into the hospital to offer their 
services in any way possible. 
Teen-age Americans, who are 
on a year-course work-study 
program, under the auspices of 
Hadassah, are volunteering 
their services with young boys 
helping with stretcher-bearing 
of the wounded and young girls 
setting up a nursery to care for 
the children of the medical staff 
and civilians who are called for 
around-the-clock assignments. 

Locally, the Boston Chapter 
of Hadassah has compiled over 
1000 names and addresses of 
prospective blood donors who 
have flooded their offices at 325 
Harvard St., Brookline, with 
telephone calls to volunteer 
blood, but at the moment, Israel 
has not yet asked for extra 
blood from the diaspora and 
therefore, names and blood 
types are being held for quick 
emergency action, should the 
need arise. 

Some of the wounded soldiers 
have been visited over the past 
few days by Nina Katzir, wife of 
the President of Israel and 
Mayor Teddy Kolleck of 
Jerusalem. 


Tha Boston Chapter of 
Hadassah, with over 8000 
mambara In the Greater Boston 
area Including Newton, is 
cooperating with local fund¬ 
raising efforts and activities 
on behalf of the combined 
Jewish Philanthropies of 
Greater Boston and the pur¬ 
chase of State of Israel Bonds. 

At the same time, The Boston 
Chapter of Hadassah has a 
major fundraising campaign 
underway on behalf of the 
Hadassah Medical 
Organization, with the 
culmination of their Donor 
Luncheon to be held Nov. 19 and 
20 in the grand ballroom of The 
Copley Plaza, Boston.

Rubenstein, associate chief, 
have expressed great ap¬ 
preciation of the Heart 
Research Aid's taking on the 
responsibility of raising the 
funds for the two machines. 

The portable multi-channel 
recorder, Dr. Sidd explained, 
will provide direct 
measurements of pulmonary 
artery pressure and intra¬ 
arterial pressure, while a 


Portable Bedside Cardiac 
Output Determinator will 
enable the physician to make a 
precise determination of car¬ 
diac output. 

Such precise definitions of 
condition will not only help 
determine therapy and assess a 
patient's response to drugs, but 
will also help select out those 
patients whose condition may 
call for transfer elsewhere for 
treatment via the intra-aortic 
balloon device. 

"When the need for this 
lifesaving equipment came to 
the attention of the Aid for 
Heart Research," Mrs. Benard 
said, "we felt that our position 
as a community service group 
demanded that we give 
whatever financial support we 
could to Dr. Sidd and Dr. 
Rubenstein for the marvelous 
lifesaving work they are doing 
here in our community 
hospital." 

"After all," she continued, 
“anyone of our families may be 
faced with a severe cardiac 
emergency someday and so we 
all have a responsibility to see 
to it that the very best help is at 
hand.”

Across The Kitchen Counter Ruth Lenson 


Smile when you say "Cheese" because 
not only does cheese provide elasticity to the 
food budget, it also provides a source of high- 
quality protein to the diet. 

Approaching the seemingly endless 
cheese counter in the supermarket, it is 
possible to become a bit confused—you will be 
viewing anywhere from 100 to 130 different 
American and imported cheeses. How will 
you make your selection? 

If you like mild cheese, you might prefer 
American, Cheddar, Edam, Gouda, Neuf- 
chatel, or Swiss. If a sharper cheese is your 
choice, you might like Provolonc, Stilton, 
Roquefort, Gorgonzola or Provolone, the 
spicy-type cheeses. 

Think of cheese in terms of a crusty-top 
casserole of macaroni and cheese, golden 
toasted cheese sandwiches, a zippy dip, an 
elegant smooth cheese cake, a tangy salad 
dressing, a pizza pie or bubbly lasangne, a 
partner for apple pie, a hot bowl of onion soup 
fully covered with rich melty cheese, or just a 
nibbling good snack. 

The cheese most commonly used is the 
Cheddar or American. To be absolutely right 
technically there is a slight difference bet¬ 
ween the two, since American cheese can be 
inclusive of all Colby, granular curd and 
washed curd cheeses. However, In common 
usage, most people are referring to the 
Cheddar cheese when they say American 
cheese. 

"Natural" and "processed” are two 
words that should be understood when related 
to cheese. A natural cheese is one made from 
a blend of a natural cheese with other food 
materials or a combination of one or more 
kinds of natural cheese. Process cheese is a 
blend of fresh and aged natural cheeses of the 
same variety, pasteurized to prevent further 
ripening and heated with an emulsifying 
agent to produce a consistently smooth- 
textured cheese product 

The high food value of milk has long been 
recognized. Cheese, a product of milk, has 
long been recognized for its high food value. A 
ready source of proteins, necessary to build 


tissues and muscles, cheese contains all of the 
essential amino acids. Most varieties of 
cheese are about 25 per cent protein. For 
example, just six ounces of Cheddar cheese 
provides as much milk calcium and 
phosphorus ns a whole quart of milk. 

A few tips about cheese: Cover cut cheese 
in plastic wrap or baggies and place in 
refrigerator . . . Mold may form on any 
natural cheese. This mold is in no way harm¬ 
ful, it may be cut off before the cheese is 
served without detriment to the quality of the 
remaining cheese ... No cheese should ever 
be served chilled. The flavors of all cheese 
varieties are best savored when the cheese is 
warm... In all cheese cookery, use low heat. 
Cheese becomes stringy and tough when 
subjected to high cooking temperatures. Do 
not overcook cheese; it is best to heat it in a 
double boiler just until it melts and cheese 
dishes prepared in the oven should have an 
oven temperature of no more than 350 
degrees. 

CHEESE PUFFS 

4 cup (1 stick) butter or margarine, 
softened 

2 cups (4 pound) shredded sharp 
Cheddar cheese 

4 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 

Dash of cayenne pepper 

1 cup flour 

Mix together butter (or margarine), 
Cheddar cheese and seasonings. Mix in flour. 
Shape into smooth ball, wrap in waxed paper 
and chill. Taking from refrigerator about 4 
of mixture at a time, shape into balls about 
size of large marbles, flouring the hands to 
make rolling easier. Place on ungreased 
cooky sheet about 2 inches apart. Bake in 350 
degree over. 12-15 minutes. These will spread 
a little. Serve piping hot. The dough may be 
rolled in advance and kept refrigerated until 
baking, or stored in freezer to be brought out 
and baked as desired. Yield: 40-48. 

CHEESERONI CASSEROLE 

1 pkg. (7 oz.) elbow macaroni 

2 cups (Vi lb.) shredded sharp Cheddar 
cheese 


1 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 
4 teaspoon oregano, crumbled 
1 small onion, sliced thin 

1 and two-thirds cups (1 tall can) 
evaporated milk 

2 tablespoons grated Parmrsnn or 
Romano cheese 

1 tomato, cut in 8 wedges 
Cook macaroni according to package 
directions. Rinse with hot water and drain. 
Place half the macaroni in casserole (but¬ 
tered 2-quart). Cover with half the Cheddar 
cheese. Mix salt, pepper and oregano; 
sprinkle hnlf over cheese. Separate onion 
slices into rings and place half on top of 
cheese layer. Pour about half the evaporated 
milk over onions. Repeat each layer. Sprinkle 
Parmesan cheese on top. Bake for 20 minutes. 
Place tomato wedges on top of casserole. 
Return to oven and continue baking 10 
minutes longer. 

CANADIAN CHEESE SOUP 
4 cup butter or margarine 
4 tablespoons minced onion 
4 cup thinly sliced carrot 
■4 cup finely chopped celery 

1 cup chicken stock, or 1 cup water plus 1 
chicken bouillon cube 

Vi cup flour 

3 cups milk 

2 cups shredded American cheese 
Finely minced parsley 

4 teaspoon salt 
Dash of pepper 

Melt butter or margarine in heavy 
saucepan, add onion and cook and stir until 
yellow. Add carrot, celery and chicken stock; 
cover and simmer gently until vegetables are 
tender, about 15 minutes. Combine flour with 
1 cup milk and add to vegetable mixture 
stirring constantly until smooth and 
thickened. Add cheese and stir over low heat 
until melted. Gradually add remaining milk, 
salt and pepper, stirring briskly. Heat only to 
serving temperature. Serve warm in soup 
bowls with a garnish of minced parsley. 
Serves 5-6.

Nickel won't buy much, but it 
will cure a chid of trachoma or 
protect him against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus," 
says Emmy-award winning 
Richard Thomas, appealing 
young star of "The Waltons."

Here, for example, is a list of 
items UNICEF can now buy for

—50 cents. 400 viaimin A and 
D capsules. 

—25 cents. 100 servings of a 
high protein food supplement. 

—15 cents. Enough seeds to 
sow 2500 vitamin-rich tomato 
plants. , 

—10 cents. Basic school 
supplies for child (ruler, pencil, 
eraser, ballpoint pen, and 
exercise book). 

—1 cent. Enough vaccine to 
protect one child against 
tuberculosis. 

Another celebrity who’s lend¬ 
ing support to UNICEF's Trick- 
or-Treat Campaign this fall is 
Casper, that friendly cartoon 
ghost who's busy with his own 
Trick-or-Treat carton on televi¬ 
sion and in the comics. 

He also will be making one of 
his rare appearances as grand 
marshall of the second annual 
UNICEF Children’s Parade into 
New York’s Central Park on 
the Sunday preceeding Hal¬ 
loween. 

Similar parades are being 
planned in other towns and 
cities across the country. So 
are a host of variations on the 
door-to-door collections which 
still provide the bulk of the 
more than $3 million raised by 
American children to help 
UNICEF children.

Homemade Halloween Goodies Better Than Candy

NEW YORK (UPI) - Candy 
Is dandy for Halloween, but 
homemade snacks, cookies and 
real fruit drinks are even better 
for fueling small fry at parties 
or trlck-or-trcat calls.

Use 
plastic sandwich bags to 
package the tuna turnovers and 
cookies individually if you hand 
them out to youngsters at the 
door. 

Tuna treasures hide tuna 
salad in a pastry shell. They’re 
good warm or cold. Cream % 
cup of softened butter or 
margarine with Vi cup of 
creamed cottage cheese in a 
medium sized bowl. Blend in 1 
cup of unsifted all-purpose 
flour. If necessary, chill dough 
until soft enough to roll. In 
another bowl, mix 2(6 1-2 or 7- 
ounce) cans of tuna in 
vegetable oil, drained, with 2-3 
cup each of chopped celery and 
pared, finely chopped carrot, 4 
teaspoons of lemon juice, 1-2 
cup of mayonnaise and Vi 
teaspoon of salt. Roll dough and 
cut into 12 (6-inch) squares. 
Divide filling among squares, 
placing 1-4 cup of it near the 
center of each one. Pull one 
comer 6f pastry over the filling 
to form a triangle and pinch 
edges to seal. Place on 
ungreased baking sheet and 
sprinkle each turnover with Vi 
teaspoon of sesame seeds. Bake 
in preheated 356degree oven 
about 40 minutes, or until 
golden brown. For trick or 
treat bags, seal each chilled 
turnover in a sandwich size 
plastic bag. 

Halloween Brew 

Halloween brew is a spicy 
fruit juice mixture that can be 
served warm or chilled. Heat 2 
cups of cider with 1-4 teaspoon 
each of ground nutmeg, ground 
cinnamon and ground allspice 


until mixture boils. Remove 
from heat, stir in 1-4 cup sugar, 
if desired, and 2 6-ounce cans of 
frozen reconstituted orange 
Juice concentrate, then heat to 
serving temperature. Or, cool 
the spiced cider, mix with the 
orange juice and refrigerate. 
Serve with clove-studded 
orange slices. Makes 2 quarts, 
or 16 half-cup servings. 

A punch bowl full of orange 
nog makes a delicious party 
table centerpiece. Have all the 
ingredients ice cold before 


mixing. Place 2 cups of milk, 1 
quart of orange Juice, 2 eggs 
and 1 quart of orange sherbet 
in a large mixing bowl and beat 
until thoroughly mixed—using 
either a rotary beater or an 
electric mixer. Refrigerate 
until serving time. Stir again 
with beater or wire whisk to 
reblend ingredients before 
bringing the punch bowl to the 
table. Makes about 2 ^ quarts, 
or 20 (half-cup) servings. 

Witches' chips and broom¬ 
sticks are cookies. 


For witches' chips, sift 2 cups 
of sifted all-purpose flour with 1 
teaspoon of baking soda and 4 
teaspoon of salt. Cream Mi cup 
of shortening. Gradually add 1 
4 cups of sugar and beat until 
mixture is light. Add 2 eggs, 
one at a time, beating well 
after each addition. Add sifted 
flour mixture alternately with S 
tablespoons of thawed, undilut¬ 
ed frozen orange juice concen¬ 
trate, beating after each 
addition and ending with flour 
mixture. Stir in 1 cup (a 6- 


ounce package) of semi-sweet 
chocolate pieces and 1 table¬ 
spoon of grated fresh orange 
rind. Drop by teaspoons about 2 
Inches apart on a greased 
baking sheet. Bake 10-12 
minutes in preheated 350<lcgree 
oven. Makes about 46 cookies. 

Graham cracker crumbs take 
the place of flour in fruited 
broomstick cookies. Beat 3 eggs 
until light and fluffy. Beat in 1 
(6-ounce) can of thawed, 
undiluted frozen orange Juice 
concentrate. Stir in 1 cup of 


sugar. Add 2 cups of graham 
cracker crumbs (you'll need 
about 28 crackers if you make 
your own), 1 teaspoon of baking 
powder, V« teaspoon of salt, 1 
teaspoon of vanilla, 1 (bounce) 
package of pitted dates, 
chopped or snipped fine and 1 
cup of chopped nuts. Mix well. 
Turn into a greased 9-inch 
square baking pan. Bake in 
preheated 350degrec oven 50 
minutes, or until tester or 
toothpick comes out clean when 
Inserted in center. Remove 


from oven, cool in the pan, and 
cut, after cooling, into bars 
about 1-2 inch wide and 4 >4 
inches long. Makes about 36 
bars. 


UNICEF recipe 
Cindy Boeing, 18, Cincinnati, 
a youth intern with the U.S. 
Committee for UNICEF, invent¬ 
ed a ginberbread cookie treat 
that even small children can 
make. 

UNICEF gingerbread cookies 
call for a 14-ounce box of 


gingerbread mix and water 
added one tablespoon at a tim 
until the dough Is stiff enoug 
to roll and cut on floured waxer 
paper with a floured rolling pin 
If the dough accidentally get 
too sticky, work in some flour. 

Use cookie cutters or a knif 
to cut into Halloween shapes- 
pumpkins, UNICEF collectloi 
boxes and children holdlni 
hands. Bake on greased cookl 
sheets in preheated 350degrei 
oven 12-15 minutes. Cool befon 
icing in bright colors.

Frontier

(Mass. Audubon Society) 

Friday night we took our sons, 
Randy and Scott (ten and eight) 
to see the Planetarium show at 
the Museum of Science in 
Boston. 

While Scott curled up and 
went fast asleep for the 
duration, Randy kept up a 
stream of questions about the 
star projector which sat like a 
monster robot In the middle of 
the room. (Among other things, 
he wondered whether the 
projector or the Tyrannosaurus 
Rex would win the battle if both 
came alive. 

On the other side of Randy 
was another boy, about the 
same age, who kept answering 
Randy’s questions with great 
assurance — whether he knew 
the answer or not. 

Shy Randy was impressed by 
this display of knowledge. 

Then the other boy asked 
Randy, “Will the ceiling open 
up so we can see the stars ?" 
Randy couldn't believe his ears 
at first, but finally explained 
that the dome stayed closed. 

Later on, Randy said, “That 
boy must have been from the 
country. Someone from the city 
would have known you couldn't 
see the stars In Boston even if 
you did open up the ceiling.” 

He's right. People in the city 
have to take their children to 
the Planetarium to see what 
country people can see for free. 

In the city, you’re lucky If you 
can see the Big Dipper. Maybe 
you can tell where the Little 
Dipper Is, because you can see 
some of its stars, and maybe 
you remember from childhood 
how all its stars are supposed to 
fit together. In the city, the 
Milky Way is simply something 
sugary which gives you 
cavities. 

Electric lights are a great 
blessing, but not an unmixed 
. one. We have lit up the earth, 
but electricity has taken away, 
our sky ... and with it some of 
the sense of awe and mystery 
which people have always felt 
under the eternal stars. 

I recommend for all city 
children a nighttime trip way 
out in the country, on a cool 
clear autum evening, to a dark 
and quiet spot where there is 
still a sense of the miraculous. 

And for country children — 
permission to go out when the 
stars are brightest and count 
their lucky stars. 

During October, you can see 
three evening stars — planets, 
really. They will be brighter 
than any planet display you'll 
be able to see for many years: 
Venus, low and beautiful In the 
Southwest, Jupiter mighty in 
the South, and Mars rising 
belligerently In the East. 

And in December and 
January, the sky will be putting 
on its most spectacular show: a 
new comet which scientists 
hope may be as bright as or 
brighter than Halley’s Comet. 
(No one can be sure as yet.) 

Kohoutek Comet will first be 
visible to the naked eye in early 
December, in the mornings in 
the Southeast. Then it will duck 
behind the sun, and come out 
from the other side about 
December 28th in the evenings 
in the Southwest. Kohoutek will 
get brighter and brighter until it 
reaches Its height of glory about 
January 15th to January 20th.

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Mobile Homes May Solve Housing Needs

NEW YORK (UPI) - It has 
three bedrooms, two baths, a 
family room with wood-burning 
fireplace, a kitchen complete 
with radar range and trash 
compactor. It's a mobile home. 

No, you don’t hitch it behind 
the family car, but it is

transported to the homesitc 
over the road, and it comes 
completely furnished—at a cost 
of around $8.75 per square foot, 
about half the average cost of 
unfurnished, conventional 
housing. 

The price of the average 
mobile home ranges from 
around $5,000 to $12,000, de¬ 
pending on size, equipment and 
furnishings, says J.P. Hayden, 
Jr., president of The Midland 
Co., Cincinnati, Ohio. Midland 
makes, sells, finances and 
insures mobile homes. 

This is one reason mobile 
home living is being looked on 
as a solution to the housing 
needs of an increasing number 
of Americans — particularly 
young marrieds and retired 
couples. 

According to the Mobile 


Homes Manufacturing Associa¬ 
tion in 1972, 97 per cent of all 
single family housing units 
selling for under $15,000 were 
mobile homes; 80 per cent of 
those selling for under $ 20,000 
were mobile homes; and 67 per 
cent of those selling for under 
$25,000 were mobile homes. 

Hayden lists among the 
factors in the growing populari¬ 
ty of this type of housing: 

—Young couples looking for a 
home find the down payment on 
a mobile home much easier to 
manage than the larger amount 
generally required on conven¬ 
tional housing. 


—The average financing on a 
mobile home is eight and one- 
half years, compared with a 20 - 
25 year mortgage on conventon- 
al housing. 

—The mobile home 
completely furnished, 
buyer so chooses. 

—More community-style mo¬ 
bile home parks are being built, 
offering attractive settings for 
mobile home dwellers.

—The minimum maintenance 
required for a mobile home 
appeals to many people. 

—The mobility possible is a 
factor for some mobile home 


dwellers whose Jobs require 
frequent moves. 

With costs of conventional 
housing, including labor, 
materials and land. Increasing 
rapidly, Hayden said, mobile 
homes or other forms of 
factory-built housing such as 
modular homes, turned out on a 
mass-produced basis, will pro¬ 
vide a practical answer to the 
housing needs of an Increasing 
number of families. 

This is particularly true, he 
said, for young families where 
the price of so-called "low- 
cost” housing has risen above 
their ability to pay, as well as 


for retired couples trying to 
live on a fixed income. 

Price Not Only Factor 

Still, price is not the only 
factor. The modem mobile 
home has come a long way 
from the early "trailer.” Most 
of the more than one-half 
million mobile homes sold last 
year featured modem, fully 
equipped kitchens and a full 
complement of labor saving 
devices for the homemaker, 
Hayden said. 

There is a wide variation in 
floor plans—50 different in 
Midland models alone. Interior 
design provides a choice for 


almost any taste. There is an 
Increasing variety of exteriors, 
also, in durable materials that 
mak for little outside main¬ 
tenance. 


Mobile homes can include all 
furnishings, appliances, central 
and hearing cooling, plumbing. 
They need only be connected to 
utilities when delivered to the 
site. 

Increasingly, mobile home 
communities are being develo¬ 
ped, offering excellent homesi- 
tes, particularly where zoning 
restrictions preclude placing 
them on Individual lots. 


Rental rates for these f 
vary considerably, deper 
on geographical area an< 
amenities available. The) 
from approximately $30 t 
per month in the Midwe 
about $100 monthly in Ca 
nia, Hayden said.

BERKELEY, Calif. (UPI) - 
A new type of steel has been 
developed at the University of 
California that is stronger, 
tougher and cheaper than steels 
now produced in the United 
States. 

Development of the new iron- 
chromium-carbon steel marks 
the culmination of eight years 
of research by Prof. Gareth 
Thomas and his student re¬ 
search team. 

Thomas said the new steel Is 
far superior in strength and 
crack-resistance to 4340, a steel 
commonly used in this country, 
and is two per cent cheaper to 
produce. He said It is 80 per 
cent cheaper than 18 Nickel 
Maraging, the steel which most 
closely comparts to the new 
steel in strength and toughness.

Elected officials, agency 
representatives, clients and 
area residents have been In¬ 
vited to attend the formal 
opening of the Cambridge 
District Office of the 
Massachusetts Rehabilitation 
Commission at 2464 
Massachusetts Ave . Cam¬ 
bridge, on Friday, Oct. 19, 1973. 
This office was formerly 
located in Union Square, 
Somerville. 

The relocation of the 
Somerville Office to the 
Cambridge address makes the 
services of the Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation Commission 
more convenient and central to 
the majority of clients of the 
area being served by this of¬ 
fice," stated its supervisor. 

"The new quarters provide an 
atmosphere consistent with the 
confidentiality and efficiency of 
the Commission," he continued. 

Cornelius (Connie) Campbell 
a resident of Roslindale. a naval 
veteran and a member of the 
staff of the Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation Commission for 
twelve years is the Cambridge 
District Office Supervisor and 


administers all phases ol 
rehabilitation services of the 
Cambridge Office providing 
vocational rehabilitation ser¬ 
vices to the qualified residents 
of Cambridge, Somerville, 
Newton, Belmont. Waltham and 
Watertown. 

Prior to becoming a member 
of the staff of the rehabilitation, 
Commissioner Campbell was a 
member of the staff of the 
Veterans Administration 
concerned with the placement 
and supervision of disabled 
veterans. 

The services of the 
rehabilitation commission are 
available for those residents of 
Massachusetts who have a 
physical, mental, 
psychological, handicap that is 
a substantial barriers to em¬ 
ployment and who may 
reasonably be expected to 
prepare for gainful em¬ 
ployment. 

‘‘After medical, 
psychological and vocational 
evaluation to determine the 
nature and degree of disability 
and to assess work capacity, 
many varied services are 


available singly or in com¬ 
bination to effectively add to the 
vocational potential of the 
qualified client," Campbell 
slated 

Examples of these services 
are: counseling and guidance, 
artificial limbs, hearing aids, 
wheelchairs, training for the 
right job, school or college, on 
the job-training in a 
rehabilitation center or at 
home, maintenance and 
transportation during 
rehabilitation and olacement in 
a job suited to the individual's 
physical and mental 
capabilities. 

The Cambridge District 
Office has a staff of 19 
professionally trained 
vocational rehabilitation 
counselors with a back-up staff 
of nine clericals to serve the 
area and invites residents of the 
area to call 492-0360 for in¬ 
formation or appointments.

The Vietnam veteran didn't 
get any parades . . , and he's 
high on the list of men looking 
for Jobs. But now there's a little 
action on the home front to get 
him a college diploma. 

.And If ever a situation had Its 
ironic aspects, this one does. 

For one thing, the govern¬ 
ment that was so anxious to sign 
him up for duty in the rice 
paddies isn't all that eager to 
get him on campus. As usual, 
the problem is money. 

Domestic thrift is the big 
thing now and the Ad¬ 
ministration says that Includes 
veterans' benefits. It even tried 
to cut $160 million out of aid to 
disabled servicemen, but a 
national howl stopped that. 

Even so, a smaller portion of 
the federal dollar Is being spent 
on veterans today than 10 years 
ago. And that has to be divvied 
up between six million more 
men and women. 

Meanwhile, back at the 
universities, more places are 
opening up. With the end of the 
draft there was a sudden drop in 
enrollments of young men who 


didn't go to war. This makes 
room for the soldiers who did. 


The question now is how to get 
the two together. And that's 
more complicated than you 
might think. 

To begin with, any veteran 
who is interested has to fight a 
battle with red tape that's 
almost ns frustrating as his 
skirmishes with the Reds in 
Indochina. Others don't know— 
or care — enough even to try. 

The result is that up until 
recently only 33 percent of ex- 
servicemen were taking ad¬ 
vantage of the G. E. Bill to go to 
college. That's way down from 
Use 50 percent who used their 
education benefits after World 
War II. 

And among the disad¬ 
vantaged vets (poor high-school 
education, handicapped by the 
war, drug problems, etc.) only 
one in 25 is working for a 
degree. 

But things arc happening that 
may change this. 

Leading the campaign to get 
veterans involved In higher 


education is the Carnegie 
Corporation. (Founder Andrew, 
remember, was so big on 
learning he donated millions to 
public libraries.) For three 
years now it has bren working 
with community nnd junior 
colleges to Interest them in vets 
as students.

Again, money is the problem. 
G. I. benefits haven't kept up 
with inflation. 

.After World War II the 
government sent a full-tuition 
check to the university and a 
$75-« -month allowance to the 
veteran. Now, a single veteran 
gets $220 a month, but that has 
to cover everything, including 
tuition. 

It doesn't take most of them 
long to figure out $1,980 a year 
won’t stretch far enough. "In 
most states," says one vet. "you 
can get more money on 
unemployment." 

But the Carnegie program 
has been working with com¬ 
munity colleges on how to help 
the veteran with his problems, 
providing colleges with lists of 


It has also brought In the 
American Legion to persuade 
veterans a college degree Is 
worth going after. Legion posts 
furnish local colleges with a 
monthly list of new veterans, 
nnd follow this up with a vet-to- 
vet pep talk from a young 
collegian. 

Over 700 colleges are involved 
so far. And, to attract more, the 
government has come up with a 
financial carrot: a bonus of $300 
per vet or $450 per disad¬ 
vantaged vet if the college in¬ 
creases its ex-servicemen 
enrolled by 10 percent. 

This might be one answer to 
the cost-sequence most colleges 
are caught in these days. Every 
little bit helps, and if It spurs 
their interest in recruiting 
veterans, old Andrew Carnegie 
would consider his money well 
spent.

Work is already in progress 
on a space shuttle to be 
operational in the 1980s. This 
will have a continuing function 
with a projected use of a hun¬ 
dred round trips between earth 
arid the stratosphere. It will be 
able to stay aloft from seven to 
30 days during which time 
earth-orbiting pay loads can be 
launched. 

The cost sounds stratospheric 
— $5.1 billion for the space 
shuttle — yet put alongside the 
bill for the weapons of an¬ 
nihilation the Pentagon 
demands it is not so large. 

As for the scientific benefits, 
perhaps only a few specialists in 
the space field can give a proper 
evaluation. But the cynics who 
spoke derisively of spending 
billions to put some clown in the 
sky are wrong on several 
scores. landing on the moon 


was not so much like the 
justification for climbing Mt.

of the New World. 

What is to be gained from that 
sterile, dead planet, the scoffers 
ask. The discoverers of that 
other era were met with the 
same doubts and derision. 
Better leave those empty places 
to a few Indians. 

On the aircraft-production 
side the record is equally im¬ 
pressive. Seventy-nine per cent 
of the planes in operation on the 
world's airlines in 1972 were 
made in America. This does not 
include the Soviet Union and the 
People's Republic of China, but 
their inclusion would make little 
difference. Cluna is about to 
acquire 10 Boeing 707s. 

On military aircraft the 
figure is difficult to come by. It 
seems likely, however, that the 
percentage would be about the 
same as for civilian sales, 
although in recent years the 
French have been pushing their 


planes in the Middle East and in 
Africa. 

American technology in 
computers and electronics is 
unrivalled. That is one reason 
the Soviet Union is so anxious 
for u trade deal. Unrivalled, too, 
is productivity on the farms. 

With about four per cent of the 
population in agriculture the 
abundance of food and fiber 
suffices not only for consumers 
at home but for sales overseas 
to help correct the trade im¬ 
balance and. as has been shown 
in the past year, to be dissipated 
in deals costly to the United 
States taxpayer. 

The great achievements in 
production, in discovery’ and 
invention, are in painful con¬ 
trast to the failures in self- 
government illustrated by the 
grim mess in Washington. It 
may not be too much to say that 
if we find a way out of the 
morass — the swamp of In¬ 
trigue, deceit and doubt — It 
will be thanks to American 
productivity.

LINCOLN, Neb. (UPI) - The 
longer a fish is kept on a 
stringer, in the trunk of a car, 
or dead in the water, the more 
chances of ruining a day's 
fishing efforts, the Nebraska 
Game Commission cautions. 

Commission experts advise 
killing a fish as soon as it is 
caught in warm weather and 
placing it in an ice chest. If an 
ice chest is not available, then 
keep the fish in a cool spot, 
sheltered from the sun. 

A fish kept on a stringer, 
especially when dragged along 
by a trolling boat, or placed 
live in the trunk, will flop 
around and cause bruising of 
the meat, the commission said. 

Other tips on getting the most 
out of a day's fishing: 

—Clean the fish as soon as 
possible and wash the body 
cavity. Carry ice and pack the

There is no doubt that Norm 
Selzer who is exhibiting 
photographs at the Newton F’rcc 
Library, 414 Centre St., Newton 
Corner, through early 
November, was meant to be a 
photographer. 

Take, for instance, his 
photographs of the dance. The 
dancers, their meticulosuly 
trained bodies engaged in truly 
stunning sets of movements, 
are transformed into wonderous 
demi-gods, Selzer's perceptive 
eye catches the intensity and 
concentration. . . the sense of 
perfection that the dancers 
achieve. 

Selzer is struck also by the 
geometric patterns, the 
angularity and strength, as well 
as by the grace and movement 
of these dancers, all members 
of the Boston Ballet Company. 

F'or some photographers the 
stage is a trap, since the 
exaggerated gestures, 
necessary for reaching the top 
balcony can look grotesque 
when seen from up close. But 
somehow Selzer makes it work. 

His dance photographs are 
more than just records of 
theatrical performances. They 
seem to be celebrations of 
theatricality itself, by someone 
who clearly loves it. . . and 
hopes we love it, too.

Nature's 
Ways

Frosts are now ending the 
greatest parade of monarch 
butterflies that anyone can 
remember. 

Monarchs are those orange- 
and-black large butterflies that 
tilt and glide as well as flutter 
above roadways and along 
beaches. They are headed south 
for the winter in the greatest 
monarch migration on record. 

While driving toward New 
York along the Wilbur Cross 
and Merritt Parkways in late 
September, Don Verger of West 
Acton, Mass., and a group of 
friends counted 1067 monarchs 
as they flew across the road as 
singles or in groups. 

At Eastern Point in 

Gloucester, Mass., where 
monarchs customarily rest if 
they arrive there late in the day, 

Ivy LeMon of Gloucester and 
several friends who cooperate 
with her butterfly banding 
projects, estimated that up to 
100,000 monarchs were present. 

Miss LeMon, who is staff but¬ 
terfly expert for the 

Massachusetts Audubon 
Society, says the 1973 flight is 
the greatest in the more than 20 
years that she has observed 
monarch migrations. 

Dr. Fred Urquhart of the 
University of Toronto, who has 
been tagging migrating 

monarchs since the 1930’s, 
reports the present crop the 
largest ever. 

Exactly why so many 
monarchs survived this year to 
make the one-way trip south is a 
mystery. Some believe the 
summer was an exceptionally 
good one for milkweed, and 
monarch butterflies specialize 
in milkweed as their host for 
eggs and caterpillar food. Some 
think that a reduction in in¬ 
discriminate chemical spraying 
may have permitted the young 
to survive. 

Several thousand monarchs 
were killed in eastern 
Massachusetts when the state 
sprayed malathion to curb a 
possible spread of eastern 
equine encephalitis. Weirdly, 
most of the spraying occurred 
after cold weather had almost 
wiped out the mosquitoes that 
. the spray was supposed to 
control. 

Oddly, the monarchs flying 
south are at least two , 
generations removed from the 
monarchs which will return to 
New England next spring. 

Although tagged monarchs 
have been traced from Ontario 
to Mexico, none ever make the 
return trip north. Instead, they 
breed in the south and die. The 
next generation begins a return 
trip north, but few individuals in 
that group get very far north. 

They breed and their descen¬ 
dants continue the northward 
movement. 

Thus, the round-trip 
migration of monarch but¬ 
terflies is even more difficult to 
fathom than the migration of 
birds. Although young birds 
may make an unguided 
migration to ancestrial win¬ 
tering grounds — in South 
America, say — they do have 
the benefit of experienced adult 
birds guiding them back north 
the following spring. With 
butterflies there are no ex¬ 
perienced old hands to offer 
examples. Just brand new 
butterflies that somehow seem 
to know what is expected of 
them in family tradition.

Together, Elec¬ 
tromotion and Gaston Andrey 
will spearhead a program for 
the area that will make Boston a 
showcase for the demonstrated 
pracUcaUty of the electric. The 
program will involve leasing 
electrics to selected com¬ 
mercial firms, government 
agencies and private in¬ 
dividuals. 

Initially, demonstration 
program participants will be 
concentrated in the 
metropolitan area (within the 
circumference of Route 128), 
with supporting exchange- 
recharge stations in Brookline, 
Framingham, Watertown and 
Bedford. Additional recharge 
stations will be established at 
key points throughout the city 
as Ihe program develops. 
Participating users will include 
delivery services, taxi com¬ 
panies, shuttle services, 
government maintenance 
teams and selected private 
citizens. 

Electromotion vehicles are 
already in use throughout the 
U.S. While electric-powered 
road vehicles have long been 
widely used in Europe, it took 
the advent of the new federal 
regulations limiting exhaust 
emissions to provide the final 
incentive for the acceptance of 
the vehicles in this country. 


According to Gaston Andrey, 
president of the Boston-area 
dealership and leasing 
organization, electrics may 
never replace rural vehicles 
powered by internal combustion 
engines. However, there are 
already areas of travel and 
transportation where they are 
fast becoming a "must.” 
■'Heavily populated 
metropolitan areas where auto 
emissions are now the largest 
single cause of air pollution are 
an obvious market," says 
Andrey. 

The electric road vehicles to 
be used in the showcase 
program operate on a battery 
pack that can either be replaced 
at an exchange station (in less 
than two minutes) or recharged 
right in the vehicle by simply 
plugging in to a standard 120 
volt current. Operating costs for 
electrics can run as low as two 
cents a mile, which is about a 
quarter of the cost for typical 
internal combustion-engined 
examples. 

Andrey points out that one 
reason for this is greatly 
reduced maintenance costs. 
Because electrics have no 
carburetor, spark plugs or 
points; no fuel or water pumps, 
there is very little to get out of 
order. There is no oil to change, 
and no radiator so the driver 
doesn't have to worry about 
winter freeze-ups. "Hie ideal 
vehicle for city and suburban 
driving," says Andrey. Com¬ 
plete details of the program will 
be announced in coming weeks. 


Boston State, Pharmacy 
Launch Joint Program 


Presidents Kermit C. 
Morrissey of Boston State 
College and Raymond A. 
Gosselin of Massachusetts 
College of Pharmacy have 
signed an agreement whereby 
both neighboring colleges would 
launch immediately an in- 
terinstltutional pilot program 
geared to avoid many areas of 
duplication of courses and 
educational facilities through 
an exchange of students. 

The program is the first of Its 
kind between public and private 
institutions on the un¬ 
dergraduate level in the 
Greater Boston area. 

President Morrissey said, 
"The program is in the best 
tradition of education in that it 
demonstrates the value of co¬ 
operation between the public 
and private sectors." 

President Gosselin added, 
"Programs like these are 
naturals with colleges that are 
in such close proximity as we 
are." 

Science laboratories and 
equipment, pharmacy 
manufacturing facilities, 
library facilities, joint research 
programs, etc., of both in¬ 


stitutions are available to 
students participating in the 
"pilot”. 

Students at Boston State 
majoring in the Public Service, 
Medical Technology and 
Nursing Programs are now able 
to supplement their course work 
through courses in such areas 
as microbiology, medicinal 
chemistry and medical 
economics. 

In turn, Massachusetts 
College of Pharmacy students 
can take teacher education 
courses at Boston State to 
prepare them for certification 
to teach at the secondary level 
in the Commonwealth's public 
schools. 

The courses offered are 
selected by mutual agreement 
of the academic deans of the 
two colleges, Dr. James P. 
Jones of Boston State and Dr. 
William H. Parsons of 
Massachusetts College 
Pharmacy. 

It was stressed that 
visiting students would 
enrolled on a “space available" 
basis and that both colleges 
would provide counseling 
services to the students.

But what happened was that 
the two Indian stars, who are 
the very top of their profession 
in India, refused to be 
photographed making love. It 
isn't done in India where kissing 
on the screen is censorable. 

And while the Swedish 
camera crew under Sven Nyk- 
vist, who is Ingmar Bergman’s 
prize winning 
cinematographer, looked on in 
unconcealed amusement, 
Shashi Kapoor, who is more 
esteemed in India than Ghandi, 
and Dimi Garewal, most 
beautiful and popular of Indian 
actresses fumed. 

Never, no never, could they 
make love openly in European 
style with people looking at 
them. 

Eventually Rooks packed up 
and prepared to go to London. 
He grew tired of explaining that 
this kind of physical love is 
necessary in pictures shown all 
over the world as he expected 
"Siddhartha" to be. 

"It seems that the two chief 
players decided that maybe 
they were wrong. And they were 
anxious to have the film com¬ 
pleted even if it meant a kind of 
unrestrained passion before the 
camera that was shocking to 
them both" explained Rooks, a 
34-year-old man with sparse 


straight hair, cool eyes and a 
quiet charm of personality. 

"So they reconsidered their 
early stand. In my turn I made 
sure no one visited the set, that 
all the entrances to the loention 
scenes were barred from 
everyone but the actual crew- 
working there and that the 
whole production was turned 
into top secret activity."

ficials In Delhi that "Sid- 
dhartha" would be a 
celebration not a denigration of 
Indian culture. 

For a short time the Indo- 
Pakistani war interfered with 
Rooks and his group but after 
the cessation of hostilities 
"Siddartha" started as plan¬ 
ned. on actual locations. 

These included many of the 
places Rooks had visited during 
the 25 trips he made to India 
since he was 19. The sadu 
sequences which depict a 
group of sadhus or holy men, 
wandering for two weeks in the 
jungles along the Ganges near 
Rishikesh is probably the only 
sequence of this kind ever 
shown to Western audiences. 
Certainly no other European 
group ever accompanied real 
sadhus on their travels. 

The Maharajah of Bharatput 
put all his palaces and estates at 
Rook's disposal and that is 
where the love scenes took 
place, in a bower suited to the 
meetings of a great courtesan, 
Kamala, and the Holy man, 
Siddhartha. 

Just who is this Conrad Rooks 
whose production shocked 
Indians and mystified Yale 
students? 

He was bom in Kansas City 
December 15, 1934, but was 
brought up in Chappaqua, New 
York. His late father owned a 
large cosmetic firm. Conrad 
very early displayed a love for 
motion pictures. His mother 
found that her son was better off 
in one of the local movie 
theatres than getting in trouble 
with some of his unruly 
schoolmates. 

‘‘Sometimes I saw three 
shows a day," Rooks. “And I 
have ever since felt that story¬ 
telling is a series of visual 
images.” 

The youth got himself into 
almost all the trouble an 
imaginative teenager can 
dream up. He was expelled 
from private schools, had a 
drinking problem and even 
experimented with peyote, a 
hallucinatory drug introduced 
to him by Cheyenne Indians. 

It is not surprising that his 
first film was "Chappaqua,” in 
praise of the American Indian. 
With beginners' luck, it caused 
a sensation at the 1966 Venice 
Film Festival. It won the Silver 
lion Award, beating out pic¬ 
tures by Truffant, Varda and 
Vadim. 

Of course many of the men he 
met during his peregrinations 
were briefly in the cast - such 
men as Allan Ginsberg, Jean- 
Louis Barrault, writer William 
Burroughs, Ravi Shankar, The 
Fugs and Paula Pritchett. 

Sad to say Universal bought 
the screen rights to "Chap¬ 
paqua" and then let it stay 
unknown and unexposed to 
public view. Rooks has recently 
bought back the picture him¬ 
self. 

He waited 20 years to make 
“Siddhartha” and he feels that 
it is almost a religion with him. 
It expresses what he thiuks of 
life. The boo^ by Herman 
Hesse, German Nobel prize 
winner, was published in 1922. 
Rooks was determined to make 
it into a film ever since he first 
read it. 

“Siddhartha" has sold some 
2,000,000 copies in the United 
States alone. Princeton 
professor Theodore Ziolkowaki 
says regarding Hesse, "His 
works anticipate with startling 
clarity the crucial dilemma of 
contemporary man in a 
dehumanized society." 

Say Rooks, "Hesse was the 
first prophet of the possibility of 
overturning the puritanical 
work ethic altogether. His 
constant theme was the loss of 
soul through devotion to 
machines, which eventually 
results in trauma. The true 
profession of man is to find his 
way himself." 

Maybe this refusal to believe 
that gurus can point the way to 
truth is not conventional at the 
present time, but Rooks says 
that self searching for 
heightened awareness and the 
meaning of just being alive is an 
antidote to the anxieties that 
result in drugs, alcohol, 
escapism and drop-outs from 
life.

Last Year's Ghost Is Still Cheap 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
nation's biggest maker of 
Halloween costumes this year 
says “boo" to price Increases. 

If It helps take the pain out of 
costs rising alt about you these 
days this bit of news ought to 
cheer you. Your kids can do 
their spookin' as devils, skele¬ 
tons or witches at 1972 prices. 

Alfred R. Fischer, sales 
manager of the Ben Cooper 
Clstume Company, said in an 
interview that "we’re holding 
the 1972 line." 

The price of costumes ranges 
from $1.29 to $2.98. Accessories 


—hoses, wigs, hats, beards and 
such—run from 19 cents to 
$1.98. 

Fischer said the costumes are 
mostly for those under 12. 
"After that age," he said, "the 
accessories are used for do-it- 
yourself costumes. 

The Halloween man said boys 
and girls have a choice of 200 
characters — ranging from 
comic strip to movie characters 
with practically everything In 
between, including playland 
biggies such as Raggedy Ann 
and Raggedy Andy. 


Fischer said during the last 
15 years Superman has moved 
into a top spot, followed, 10 
years ago, by a Batman craze, 
nils year among the hot 
characters are Spiderman, 
Charlie Chaplin, and Laurel 
and Hardy. 

Clowns, princesses, as¬ 
tronauts, cats, lions, and 
Casper the Ghost are other all- 
time favorites among Hal¬ 
loween costumes. Casper Is 
made by a Copper competitor— 
“number four." 

Inside the costume works, it's 
already Halloween, 1974. "Our 


designers started working on 
next year’s line six months 
afo," Fischer said. 

The wig part of the business 
isn't as great as it could be. 
Too much competition from 
real hair-dos of an unusual 
type, Fischer said. 

In recent years, according to 
Fischer, the accessories part of 
the Halloween Industry has 
grown considerably. 

He attributes this to the fact 
that more teen-agers and adults 
of all ages are having 
Halloween parties. 


Despite High Prices, Cognac Is Scarce

LONDON -It was over 500 
years ago that the exporters of 
the modest white wine of 
Charente, on the west coast of 
France, found that their pro¬ 
duce traveled better by sea if 
they first distilled it. They 
traded the result for furs, wood 
and salted foods from Norway 
where the recipients diluted the 
distilled spirit with water and 
pronounced it excellent. 

So was the modern Cognac 
bom. And today, such is the 
demand for it, there is a 
Cognac shortage that even high 
price has not alleviated. 

In this situation, the industri¬ 
ous growers of the Charente 
have taken steps to meet the 
worldwide clamor. They have 
obtained permission from the 
French government, necessary 
under the production laws, to 
plant 2 million more acres of 
vineyards during the next three 
years. When these are added to 
the 6.5 million acres already 
under cultivation there will be 
8.5 million acres devoted to 
growing the Saint Emillon 
Folle Blanche and Colombard 
grapes from which Cognac if 
distilled. 

Naturally it will take some¬ 
thing like three or four years 
for the new vines to bear 
grapes suitable for making the 
wine so that a shortage of 
Cognac will continue throughout 
that time. 

This has provided a splendid 
opportunity for the makers of 
Armagnac, a rival to Cognac 
which is produced in the region 
90 miles south of Bordeaux to 


the west of Toulouse. Connois¬ 
seurs often think Armagnac 
superior to Cognac, for it is 
made in a modest, individual 
way that contrasts with the big 
distilleries replete with 
laboratories and publicity men 
in Charente. 

Darker, Stronger, Cheaper 

It is usually a darker color, a 
red-gold with shining lights in it 
compared with the somewhat 
paler Cognac. It has just as 
fine a bouquet and, for many 
people, a more individual, 
stronger flavor. It is also 
slightly cheaper. 

Hitherto Armagnac has only 
had 11 per cent of the French 
grape brandy market compared 
with the 56 per cent of Cognac 
and 33 per cent of other spirits 


such as grape brandies, rum, 
Calvados and cider and fruit 
brandies such as are produced 
in Aslace and elsewhere. 

Now under the direction of 
Gustave Ledun, head of the 
National Bureau of Armagnac, 
a drive to snatch some of the 
Cognac pride of possession is 
under way. There is plenty of 
scope, as I saw when I recently 
visited the vineyards and 
centers of production around 
Lannepax, Cazeaubon, Condom 
and Auch. At present only 
500,000 liters (approx. 529,000 
quarts) are used from a wine 
crop of 900,000 liters and some 
experts think that production 
could go up by four times 
within the next six years if the 
demand warrants it. 


The Armagnac process dif-' 
fers from that of Cgonac in that 
a single distillation is made 
from a continuously running 
still as against a double 
distillation for Cognac. As with 
Cognac there is a long period of 
maturing in oak casks. 

Half the Armagnac sold is 
drunk in France, but exports go 
to West Germany, the United 
States, Britain (where con¬ 
sumption has doubled this 
year), Scandinavia, Switzer¬ 
land, Belgium, Italy, Holland, 
Hong Kong and Hawaii. 

Armagnac claims to be much 
older than Cognac and to have 
learnt the art of distillation 
from the Moors in Spain. Now 
it aims to catch up with the 
time lost to its rival. 


Health Planning Council 
Opposes State Legislation 


The Advisory Council to the 
Office of Comprehensive Health 
Planning has asked Governor 
Sargent to veto pending 
legislation which undermines 
current laws controlling the 
construction and modification 
of all major health facilities in 
the Commonwealth. 

In a letter to the Governor, 
John Lund, chairman of the 
Council urged Sargent to veto 
House Bill 7496 which would 
circumvent certificate-of-need 
legislation. House Bill 7496 
directs the Department of 
Public Health to issue a cer- 
tificate-of-need to the Bessie M. 
Burke Memorial Hospital in 
Lawrence. 


In his letter, Lund stated, “As 
you are aware, there have been 
specific processes established 
to control the unnecessary and 
unplanned construction and 
modification of health care 
facilities through the cer¬ 
tificate-of-need laws. By asking 
the legislature to overturn a 
decision of the Public Health 
Council, the Bessie Burke 
Hospital has challenged the 
certificate-of-need process." 

Lund went on to say, “The 
Advisory Council feels strongly 
that enactment of H. 749§ would 
be most unfortunate since a 
precedent would be established 
which could undermine the 


effectiveness of the certificate- 
of-need legislation and com¬ 
prehensive health planning in 
Massachusetts. The Council 
recommends you veto this bill 
as well as any other which 
clearly circumvents duly 
established processes.” 

The Advisory Council is a 70 
member body, of which 36 
members represent consumers 
of health care services and 34 
are providers of those services. 
The Council provides the Office 
of Comprehensive Health 
Planning with input and ex¬ 
pertise from health groups and 
citizens’ interests throughout 
the Commonwealth.

Boston In Pictures 
Among Reviewed Books 


The First Deadly Sin, by 
Lawrence Sanders. 

(Putnam, $8.95) 

Here is a superb example of 
the realistic detective novel 
that is as much concerned with 
the people involved in the 
crime as the police work itself. 
The result is one of the most 
compeUing of its species seen 
in years. 

We have Daniel Blank, the 
modern soulless man who, 
fittingly, is a computer expert, 
pitted against Capt. Edward F. 
Delaney, a confident, humane 
police officer. Blank, for kicks, 
uses an ice ax on total 
strangers. Delaney is in pur¬ 
suit. 

The two plot lines cross and 
recross each other neatly and 
finally meet in a crashing 
climax. One might quibble that 
the finale is sUghtly overdone 
but it matters little. Sanders 
has written a highly credible 
tale that pulls the reader in and 
never loses its grip. 

The author lards his story 
with marvelous background 
details of New York’s moneyed 
set, the goings-on in a precinct 
house and the life and attitudes 
of a successful cop. Perhaps his 
best creation is the “in" couple, 
operators of a shop caUed the 
Erotica, who are dedicated to 
being "first" in any mindless 
fad.

This coUection of letters to 
Kafka's love, Felice Bauer, 
provides a rare glimpse into 
the artist as a man. Written 
over a six-year period, they 
reflect Kafka's wild, passionate 


and unstable nature and show 
how difficult it is for the 
obsessed genius to live even a 
moment's worth of normal life. 

The Secret Jews, by Joachim 
Prinz. 

(Random House, $6.95) 

Marranos was the name 
given to the "secret Jews" who 
publicly converted to Catholi¬ 
cism under threat of the 
Inquisition, but covertly con¬ 
tinued to practice their real 
faith. It's their story, plus the 
equally remarkable history of 
other "secret" Jews whose 
communities exist to this day, 
that Prinz related. 

Brahmins & Bullyboys, edited 
by Stephen Halpert and Brenda 
Hal pert. 

(Houston Mifflin, $12.50) 

A fine book of photographs by 
news photographer Frank Rad¬ 
way who from 1890 to 1930 
captured Boston as it moved 
into the 20th Century. The 
pictures record all slices of life 
from the stiff and proper 
Boston Brahmins to the newly 
arrived earthy Irish, from an 
accident involving an old 
trolley car and the new 
automobile to young immigrant 
children sitting atop a rusty 
trunk on the city docks. 

The Times of London Antholo¬ 
gy of Detective Stores 

(John Day, $6.50) 

A distinguished panel of 
judges, including Dame Agatha 
Christie, picked the 10 stories 
for this compilation and they 
abound in twists, surprises and 
unexpected endings. The stand¬ 
ard of writing, to get by these 
judges, had to be higher than 
run-of-the-underworld who and 
why-d unnits.

NRA Developer Decision Pending, 
New Authority Member Proposed 


The Newton Redevelopment Authority has yet to 
make a decision on a new developer for its commercial 
parcel in Newton Ixiwer Falls after it voted last week to 
rescind a previous selection. 

In another development this week, Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann nominated Otis Robinson of Waban as a 
replacement for authority member Mario DiCarlo who 
resigned last month. 

The reversal vote has raised the spectre of either 
disapproval of a new developer choice by the state 
Department of Community Affairs (DCA) or a breach of 
contract suit by the rejected developer, Woodland Realty 
Trust of Newton, or both. 

At the time of the rescission vote last week, Edmund 
Mangini, urban renewal chief for the DCA, told authority 
members that a change in developers at this point may be 
illegal. 

Mangini also told them, however, that a compromise

solution offered by authority chairman Cecil Cadwell may 
be just as illegal. 

"The authority has selected a developer with a single 
building concept and I don't think that can be changed,” 
Mangini said at the time. 

Cadwell had proposed that community residents meet 
with representatives of Woodland to work out a multi¬ 
building concept as desired by the neighborhood. 

It was Mangini who had originally raised the hopes of 
the Lower Falls community when he disapproved the 
original choice last summer because "it did not take the 
wishes of the community into consideration." 

Roth the Lower Falls Improvement Association 
(NLFIA) and the Lower Falls Project Area Committee 
(LOPAC) had petitioned Mangini for just such disap¬ 
proval after the authority had neglected their combined 
advice and selected Woodland.

Towers Rejects 
Housing Agreement 


Complete reversal of several points thought to be 
under firm agreement, and new information about 
financial arrangements, have thrown the Towers con¬ 
dominium request for extension of permissive use into 
chaos again. 

After several meetings on the Towers offer to provide 
low-income housing in conjunction wth the permissive use 
extension, the I .and Use Committee, until Tuesday night, 
felt that it had pointed the two parties—The Towers and 
the Newton Community Development Foundation 
INCOF) owners of land abutting the Towers — in the rigid 
direction. 

The two parties were to work out details of their 
cooperative venture to build 50 units of low and moderate 
income housing according to an agreement that had 
already been signed between the two. 

At Tuesday night's meeting of the Board of Aldermen, 
the presence of Albert Goodman of Detroit, co-developer 
of the Towers with Mario DiCarlo of Newton, changed the 
picture completely. 

Goodman, who had not attended any of the previous 
meetings of the Towers, NCDF, and the I,and Use Com¬ 
mittee, told the committee in a recessed meeting that the 
previously signed agreement was totally unacceptable to 
him. 

He had only learned of the agreement the previous 
Friday night, Goodman said, certainly could not be ex¬ 
pected to build o n land he knows nothing about, and of¬ 
fered instead to build on another property on Rowe St., 
West Newton. 

If that were not acceptable to the aldermen, Goodman 
added he wuuld give the city $150,000 for the Housing 
Authority. 

Any condition attached to the extension of permissive 
use. Goodman insisted, would kill the financing, which it 
had been stated by Towers lawyers Richard Lovell and 
Christopher Connolly, would expire at the end of October 
if the extension of permissive use is not given by then. 

Goodman dropped his next bombshell when he said, 
less than five minutes after the expiration had been 
reconfirmed by the lawyers, that “by getting hold of the 
right person" he had been able to get another extension of 
financing with the Philadelphia bank until Nov. 15. 

Land Use Committee Chairman Alan Barkin 
responded "It was represented to us by the developer 


(DiCarlo and the lawyers) that an agreement had been 
hammered out with NCDF. I'm getting dingdonged all 
over the place. It's getting to lie a habit, and I'm gelling 
tired of it." 

Tlie Towers construction was stopped last month 
when aldermanic candidate Mark White brought to public 
attention the fact that the Towers permissive use had 
expired in 1971, and that an extension would have to be 
voted by the Board of Aldermen, 

Since that time, the Land Use Committee has met 
several times in special session trying to accommodate 
the Towers and work out the proposal for housing. 

At a meeting last Thursday, proposed order of the 
Board of Aldermen was prepared, which would extend 
the permissive use for two and one-half years, with the 
condition that not more than 350 units of the planned 428 
units of the Towers be occupied until 20 two-bedroom 
apartments are provided the Newton Housing Authority 
for its leased-housing program.

Police Track Burglary Suspects 


Investigators for the 
Newton Police Department 
have several leads in con¬ 
nection with a series of 
burglaries committed 
throughout Newton during the 
past weekend. 

In one case, police were able 
to establish the tentative 
identity of one suspect with 
the aid of an eyewitness and a 
photo file. 

While investigating a break 
at a boarding house on 
Newtonville avenue police 
discovered that one tenant 
actually saw the burglar, 
investigators said. 

The boarder was sitting in 
his room when his door opened 
and a young man waved in a 
friendly manner and left. 

"The tenant is deaf and 
therefore did not hear any 
noises while the burglary was 
in progress," a police 
spokesman said. 

“We are pretty sure, the 
burglar thought the man's 
room was empty and entered 
it to continue his ransacking of 
the house," he added. 

Missing at the time of the 
investigation, police said, 
were several ladies wrist- 
watches, $20 in cash, and a 
quantity of tranquilizers. 

Police are also searching for 
a suspected Newton Centre 
man in connection with an 


unsuccessful break at the rear 
of 93 Union St in the same 
section of the city. 

While making his rounds 
Officer George E. MacNair 
Jr. foiled the burglary, but the 
two men involved fled the area 
before other officers could 
arrive on the scene. 

The officers found a door of 
the building open, and $1,500 
worth of stereo equipment 
piled nearby. The equipment 
had been taken from its usual 
places, police said. 

Officer MacNair recognized 
one of the men, according to 
the police report of the in¬ 
cident and the suspect is 
currently being sought for 
questioning in connection with 
the case. 

Police are also investigating 
the weekend burglary at the 
home of Dr. Arthur Newman 
at 475 Washington St. 

Police theorized that entry 
was made through a cellar 
window, broken in the at¬ 
tempt, and the doctor's office 
was subsequently ransacked. 

Missing, according to 
police, are two pistols, a 
man's $800 watch, and a 
white gold diamond brooch. 

The home of Abraham 
Borkuin, 24 Ruane Rd., West 
Newton, was also ransacked 
and burglarized over the 
weekend and police said the 


thieves gained entry by cuU 
ting a screen on a rear porch 
and prying open a wooden 
door. 

"The thieves bolted a 
security chain after they 
gained entry," a police 
spokesman said. 

Missing from two ransacked 
bedrooms and the dining 
room, police said, are an 18- 
piece silverware set, several 
bank books, a string of pearls, 
a $100 gift certificate and $300 
in cash. 

Police said they would 
question two unidentified men 
who had been hired by the 
homeowner to paint his 
residence. They also said they 
had obtained fingerprints 
during their investigation. 

Missing from the home of 
Howard Richard at 71 Com¬ 
monwealth Ave. after a 
weekend burglary are $600 in 
travelers checks, $10 in cash, 
a personal check for $100 and a 
white. 26 inch, 10-speed 
bicycle. 


Police are also continuing 
their investigation into a 
burglary at the home of John 
Dutton, 57 Shornecliff Rd. 
where entry was apparently 
made through an unlocked 
cellar door. 

The thieves ransacked the 
entire second floor of the home 
and made off with $220, police 
said. 

“Neighbors were able to 
supply us with a description of 
two men seen in the area 
around the time of the 
burglary," an investigator 
reported.

“Traveling Meals of 
Newton," a program of meal 
delivery to invalids, shut-ins, 
convalescents and elderly who 
are unable to prepare their own 
meals, will start in December. 

The Rev. Michael Scrogin of 
the First Baptist Church in 
Newton Centre is leading the 
program, which is a joint 
venture of eight Newton Centre 
temples and churches. 

The program is patterned 
after a similar program in 
Needham, which is now in its 
second year of operation. 

Eligibility for delivery of 
meals will be based on a doc¬ 
tor’s certification of need. 

Meals will be prepared in¬ 
dividually at a local nursing 
home according to medical 
need and will be supplied in 
kosher style if desired. 

A hot midday meal packaged 
in a styrofoam container and a 


cold sandwich-type supper will 
be delivered at one time 5 days 
a week by volunteers. The cost 
will be $2 per day. 

While the program at first 
will be able to serve about 30 
persons, Rev. Scrogin foresees 
the total need as around 00 to 90 
person in Newton.

Immunizes Many

Guzzi Offers Amendments 
To Campaign Disclosure Law 


Eighteen year olds now have 
the rights of all citizens - in¬ 
cluding the right to enter into 
contracts - as a result of a bill 
signed into law last week by 
Governor Sargent. 

Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton), member of the 
Special Commission on the Age 
of Majority, states that the 
commission had found that 
history provides little support 
for a majority age of 21 and filed 
legislation to lower the age to 
18. 

In addition to conferring the 
power to enter into legal con¬ 
tracts, 18-vcar-olds will now be 
permitted to serve on juries, 
open credit accounts, and 
receive medical treatment of all 
types without parental consent. 

In addition, parents, will no 
longer be required to financially 
support children 18-years or 
older who are indigent. Those 
parents who are able to pay are 
still responsible for the support 
of totally disabled childlren 18 - 
or-over, however. 

Rep. Mofenson says that the 
legislation puts Massachusetts 
in step with the other New 
England states and with several 
other states which have lowered 
the age of majority to 18 in the 
past three years. 

The law has resulted in a 
sweeping revision of state 
statutes. "Minor” now means 
any person under 18 years of 
age. "Full ‘Age" now means 18- 
years or older, and “Adult" and 
“Age of Majority" means 18- 
years old. 

The legislation reduces from 
21 to 18 years, the age 
requirements of the Depart¬ 


ment of Public Welfare for 
foster care and adoption 
proceedings. Criminal of¬ 
fenders may be committed to 
the Department of Youth 
Services up to 18, instead of 21 
years old. 

Rep. Mofenson said that in 
making its report the com¬ 
mission suited: "The age of 21 
appears to have been accepted 
originally because that was the 
age at which it was believed 
that one acquired the physical 
strength necessary to wear a 
heavy suit of armor." 

"At other times, with other 
considerations paramount, 
other ages of majority have 
prevailed. Roman law, for 
example, at one time, 
recognized the age of 14 as the 
age of amajority since this was 
the age at which it was believed 
one had the capacity to un¬ 
derstand the law," he said. 

"What is clear, therefore, is 
that there is nothing par¬ 
ticularly God-given about the 
age of 21 as such, and that 
things do change in the light of 
changing circumstances," 
Mofenson continued. 

Rep. Mofenson further in¬ 
dicated that the commission 
was persuaded that there was 
little to recommend 21 as the 
age of majoirty and that if an 
age of majority is necessary, 18 
was a much more appropriate 
age. 

"In reaching this conclusion, 
the commission has considered 
the physical, intellectual, 
moral, sociological, and 
psychological development of 
the 18 to 28-year-old group, as 


well as opinions solicited from 
individuals and groups who 
would be affected by a change 
in the law," Mofenson stated. 

The commission went on to 
indicate that although there is 
some disagreement about the 
degree of maturity possessed by 
the 18 to 21-year-old age group, 
it believes that most of the 
evidence clearly indicates that 
18 to 21-year-olds, on the whole, 
are capable of acting as mature 
persons. 

Legislation setting 18 as the 
age at which males can marry 
without parental consent and at 
which 18-year-olds can make a 
will was signed into law in 1971. 
It was also the year in which 18- 
year-olds were given the right 
to vote. I,ast year produced 


legislation allowing 18-year-oli 
to purchase liquor.

Guzzi, chairman of the 
subcommittee which initially 
drafted the proposal, stated: 
"This legislation is more timely 
and necessary than ever before. 
Recent events demand swift 
enactment of a comprehensive 
law which will ensure the 
public's right to know who 
contributes what amounts of 
money to candidates for elec¬ 
tive office." 

The proposal, which has been 
worked out during the past four 
months by the Committee on

Election Laws, includes a 
number of provisions recom¬ 
mended by Rep. Guzzi: 

It defines the term "can¬ 
didate" to include all elected 
officials; 

It requires the reporting of all 
funds raised in non-election 
years; 

It mandates the reporting of 
campaign expenditures and 
contributions, in an election 
year, before the actual election 
occurs; 

It lowers the maximum 
amount of money an individual 
can contribute to any political 
candidate in a calendar year 
from $3,000 to $1,000; 

It guarantees that all political 
committees formed for the 
election of a candidate, in¬ 
cluding Presidential and Vice- 
Presidential candidates, will be 
done with the consent of those 
candidates; 

It requires the reporting of 
the disposition of all residual 
funds which may be left over 
from a campaign. 

A number of other provisions, 
which Rep. Guzzi feels are 
necessary to guarantee the 
integrity of the proposed 
Disclosure Bill, have been 
deleted from his sub-committee 
recommendations. Among the 
amendments which the Newton 
legislator will propose are: 


A limit on cash contributions 
to all political candidates of $25. 
All other contributions would be 
made by check: 

Limiting the number of 
political committees a can¬ 
didate can have to one; 

Deleting a section of the bill 
which would exclude the 
specific reporting of sources of 
capaign contributions prior to 
Jan. 1,1974, the effective date of 
the legislation; 

Requiring exception repor¬ 
ting of all large contributions 
before an election occurs, and 
instituting a "freeze" on con¬ 
tributions immediately prior to 
the election. 

Representative Guzzi said: 
"Anything less than complete 
reform of our disclosure laws, 
with effective monitoring and 
enforcement by the secretary of 
state and the attorney general, 
would be a sad and shameful 
performance at a time when 
most people are disgusted with 
recent political events. While I 
Support and have recommended 
many of the provisions con¬ 
tained in Rouse Bill 7590, I feel 
that the amendments which I 
am suggesting are absolutely 
necessary to correct a political 
system in which too many 
people have lost faith, and over 
which a dark cloud of suspicion 
now hangs." 


Trend For Youth

The trend of youth 
problems in Newton, as 
nationally, is away from drug 
addiction and toward problems 
related to sex and alcohol, 
according lo the latest quar¬ 
terly report of the Newton- 
Wellesley-Weston Multi-Service

visory committee on alcoholism 
and drugs recently made known 
the conclusions of the report. 

"It is encouraging to see that 
hard-line drug abuse seems not 
to he the problem it was two or 
three ears ago. One of the 
reasons, I'm sure, is that 
agencies like Multi-Service are

meeting the needs of troubled 
youth before the fact und are

Lipof would like to see greater 
emphasis on sex education in 
the school systems and at home. 

The caseload of the Multi- 
Service Center has been in¬ 
creasingly sex-related, Lipof 
said, and "VD is rampant.” 

Even though Multi-Service 
Center and the Ncwton- 
Wellesley Hospital are making 
great strides in combating VD, 
"it is only through enlighten¬ 
ment that we can prevent the 
increase of the problem," Lipof 
said.

Impeachment 

For the most part tho word impeachment has 
been limited to footnote proportions in the history 
hooks ot our local schools It's not hard to imagine 
that il it wore included in a vocabulary tost ot the high 
school level a month or so ago there would have been 
lew who could accurately define the term and the 
process In its broadest sense. 

But in one week tho 10 letter word of impeach¬ 
ment has blossomed into tho parlance of every age 
group and interest. Wo hoar it mentioned at just about 
every local gathering or grouping. The term is 
questioned and debated in evory circumstance and 
locale. 

And although we have become somewhat more 
familiar with tho definition of impeachment we still 
remain shocked and surprised that enactment of 
criminal proceedings instituted against tho President 
of the United States by tho country's highest 
legislative body looms os a very real possibility. 

Tho U S Constitution spells out tho provisions of 
impeachment in procise terms: "The House of 
Representatives . . . shall have the sole Power of 
Impeachment . The Sonate shall have the solo 
Power to try all Impoachmonts , . . Tho President. Vico 
President and all civil Officers . . , shall bo removed 
from Office on Impeachment for. and Conviction of. 
Treason, Bribery, or other high Crimes and 
Misdemeanors " 

The quotation from tho constitution is explicit. 
Whether the proceedings should bo applied to the 
president in their simple enormity is still open to 
question and porsonal conviction. 

The forrnor Watergate special prosecutor 
Archibald Cox, whose abrupt firing as independent 
Watergate prosecutor brought the crescendo of im¬ 
peachment to a high point in history, has suggested 
tho matter should rest in tho hands of Congress and 
the American people. Forrnor Attorney General 
Richardson also expressed similar sentiments 
Tuesday when he said tho decision must bo made by 
the American people themselves. 

The impeachment question will remain 
simmering even thougli the president's lawyer says 
Nixon now has agreed to turn tho tapes ovor for 
judicial review. Tho quick change of mind may soften 
the anger but it will not dispell the anxiety of both 
friends and foes. 

Tho uproar since tho weekend surely bent the 
will of the man who appeared close to dofying tho 
orders ol the federal judge ho would not dare fire 

In this country conviction on an impeachment 
does not include fmos or imprisonment. In tho U S. it 
comos down to a judgement on an impeachment that 
shall oxtend no further than removal or disqualifica¬ 
tion from office. 

Throughout our country's history there have 
been 11 im|>oachment trials held in tho U.S. Senate. 

Only one, relating to Andrew Johnson, ever con¬ 
cerned a president. He was acquittod by tho margin of 
one vote. 

Now. 105 yoars Inter, tho cry of impeachment or 
resignation is brought to tho doorstop of tho president 
of tho Watorgato years. Even a war in the Mid East 
has not taken the spotlight from the occupant of the 
Oval Office. But the real heat of the decision now 
rests with thoso wo elocted to represent us in 
Congress. Will their actions bo our actions? Will their 
decision by ours? 

The President, only weeks ago. urged tho nation 
to get on with the business of running the country. He 
implied that Watergate wus behind us, a matter of 
minor import. 

But tho roul answers to Watergate have never 
been given to tho satisfaction of all concerned. 
Tboreis no political futuro for Nixon or tho nation 
while the questions aro realistic and tho answers are 
rhetorical. 

Watergate in far off Washington has become a 
hometown issue everywhere.

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Tay-Sachs— 
A Way Out

II is said that a successful genetic program requires 
three things; the population at risk must be easily iden¬ 
tifiable. there must be a simple, inexpensive method of 
detecting carriers, there must be a means of diagnosing 
the disease before birth. 

Happily, after many years of research and in¬ 
vestigation, the tragic, genetic disease Tay-Sachs has 
fulfilled the three criteria. While It cannot, by its nature, 
be eliminated, it can be detected and controlled. 

The days when a couple had to endure the agony of 
watching a helpless child die can be ended. 

Tay-Sachs is a rare genetic disease that primarily 
strikes Ashkenazi Jews. It developed in eastern Europe 
more than 1,000 years ago and Is carried today in a small 
segment of that population as a recessive trait. Among the

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Ashkenazi Jews, it is estimated that one in 900 couples 
runs the risk of having a Tay-Sachs child. The odds are 
high because both parents must have the recessive trait. 
If they do, the odds are one in four that their child will be 
born with the disease. It is always fatal. 

The major breakthrough in Tay-Sachs came when 
researchers isolated and identified the missing enzyme, 
"Hex A,” that leads to the disease. That was what they 
needed to know in order to be able to test for the disease. 

On Nov. 4, the first major screening in this area will 
be conducted at the Brookline - Brighton - Newton Jewish 
Community Center at 50 Rutherford Rd., Brighton, from 1 
to 5 p.m. The free screening, which involves a simple 
blood test, is aimed at married couples of childbearing 
age. A blood test of both partners will be made and any 
couples who both carry the recessive trait of the disease 
will he notifed. 

Pregnancies of carrier couples can then be monitored 
lo determine whether or not the unborn child will have the 
disease. If so, the pregnancy can be terminated, and 
carrier couples will have only healthy children. 

1 hope it sounds simple, simple in the classic sense. All 
it takes is the motivation to be screened on the part of 
Newton couples on Nov. 4.

Nixon Unlikely To Ride Out 
Storm For Rest Of His Term 

Nothing seems to have stunned the American people quite as 
much in recent years as President Nixon's action in firing Ar¬ 
chibald Cox as Special Watergate prosecutor and then accepting 
the resignation of Elliot Richardson from the position of U.S. 
Attorney General. 

In truth, however, it wasn’t nil that startling and was com¬ 
pletely characteristic of Richard M. Nixon and the role in which 
he sees himself as President of the United States. 

President Nixon had made a compromise agreement under 
which he would make available the portions of the White House 
tapes relating to the Watergate mess and would allow Senator 
John Stennis to monitor the tapes to assure that no relevant 
material was withheld. 

This was acceptable to the Republican ami Democratic 
leaders of the Ervin Committee, but Cox created the impression 
that it was not acceptable to him although he subsequently said, in 
effect, that he was going back to the court to see if the com¬ 
promise was satisfactory from the standpoint of the court, 

Cox certainly gave all the uppcaranccs of defying Nixon. 
Nobody in the executive branch of the federal government can do 
that and survive if Nixon can apply the uxe to him, and Nixon 
wielded the axe ill vigorous fashion not only on Cox but also on his 
entire staff. 

What was fundamentally wrong with Nixon’s action in or¬ 
dering Cox fired was that the President had said he was giving 
Elliot Richardson "absolute authority” in the Watergate in¬ 
vestigation. 

Richardson was in a position where he couldn't dismiss Cox 
without reneging on a pledge he made when the question of the 
confirmation of his appointment as Attorney General was before 
the Senate. 

At dial time Richardson declared that if his appointment was 
confirmed and he became Attorney General, he would appoint a 
special prosecutor and give him all the independence, authority 
and staff support he needed to carry out his assignment. 

When Nixon ordered or requested Richardson to fire Cox, he 
was asking the Brookline man to disregard that pledge amt break 
faith with the Senate. Bather than do so, the cool, unflappable 
Kiehardson submitted his own resignation. 

Yet, there was no suggestion of bitterness in the letter of 
resignation which sounded as if Richardson understood Nixon's 
desire to have Cox fired but was simply unable to execute it 

“While I fully respect the reasons that have led you to con¬ 
clude that the Special Prosecutor must be discharged, I trust that 
you understand Unit I could not in the light of those firm and 
repeated commitments (his pledge that he would give Cox full 
authority and independence) carry out your direction that this be 
done," Richardson wrote to Nixon. 

"In concluding Ins letter to the President, Richardson said: 

“In leaving your administration, I take with me lasting 
gratitude (or the opportunities you have given me In serve under 
your leadership In a number ol important posts. It has been a 
privilege to share in your efforts to make the structure of world 
peace more stable and the structure of our own government more 
responsive. I believe profoundly in the rightness and importance 
of those efforts, and I trust that they will meet with Increasing 
success in the remaining years of your Presidency." 

That does not sound like the farewell from a man who is 
angered with lus boss for not keeping faith w ith him. The tone of 
Richardson's letter leaves the impression that tie was sym¬ 
pathetic with Nixon's order that Cox be fired but that he was not in 
a position to carry out the directive. 

Richardson has served during the Nixon years as Assistant 
Secretary of State, Secretary of Health, Education ami Welfare, 
Secretary of Defense and Attorney General. 

His departure from the Cabinet left Nixon with only one 
major voice beside lus own in the administration — that of Henry 
Klssenger, and Kissinger talks only on international affairs. 

Despite his years in high public offices, Richard Nixon Is one 
of the world's worst practitioners of the art of public relations. He 


seems totally unable to present himself in a favorable light. He 
can't even put his best foot forward at his own press conference. 

His removal of Archibald Cox, justified though it may have 
been, and the dismantling of the organization of lawyers Cox had 
set up, was made to appear like a challenge to Congress to im¬ 
peach him. Some of Nixon's critics believe Congress may 
sidetrack the appointment of Gerald Ford as Vice President and 
move for the impeachment of Nixon in order to install Speaker 
Carl Albert in the Presidency. 

Nixon foes are now arguing that Congress must either im¬ 
peach Nixon or surrender to him. That seems to be a more drastic 
sfzeup than the situation warrants. But Nixon's enemies are 
taking advantage of a situation which he created. 

It is incredible that a President, overwhelmingly reelected 
less than a year ago, could get into so much trouble in a span of 
about 10 months. Richard Nixon has a faculty for putting his worst 
foot forward. It seems unlikely he can ride out the storm for the 
rest of his term. 

Sonny McDonough In New Fight 
To Keep Skinner From Bench 

Governor’s Councillor Patrick J. (Sonny) McDonough 
blocked the nomination of Walter J. Skinner of Newton for a 
Superior Court judgeship four years ago because he believed 
Skinner persecuted innocent people, among them former 
Governor Foster Furcolo, when he was chief prosecutor for the 
State Crime Commission back in the early 1960s. 

Governor Frauds W. Sargent made an all-out fight to win 
Council confirmation of his nomination of Skinner. He submitted 
Skinner’s name to the Council three times, but he could muster 
only two votes, and Skinner’s ndraination was voted down three 
times by a 5-2 margin. 

McDonough said then and reiterates now that Skinner 
shattered the lives and blackened the reputations of men who 
were not guilty of any wrongdoing. 

It was true that men were indicted, lived under clouds for long 
periods of time and finally were cleared. Charles Gibbons, the last 
Republican Speaker of the Massachusetts House of Represen¬ 
tatives, was a broken man when the charges against him were 
finally dropped. He died a short time later. His indictment ob¬ 
viously had helped to speed his death. 

Now President Nixon has nominated Skinner to be a judge in 
the federal court in Boston, and McDonough is preparing to renew 
his fight againstSkinner in theU. S. Senate. 

The odds are against McDonough this time because Skinner 
presumably is being sponsored by Senator Edward W. Brooke 
who was Massachusetts Attorney General when Skinner was 
directing the prosecution of the Crime Commission eases. 

The Senators usually go along with "a member of the club" 
rather than an outsider although Senator Edward M. Kennedy 
had a nomination to the federal bench withdrawn after the Boston 
Globe vigorously opposed it. 

McDonough has requested Ted Kennedy to arrange for him to 
appear before the Senate Judiciary Committee when a hearing is 
held on Skinner's nomination. The proceedings should be in¬ 
teresting. 

Sheriff Buckley Insists 
He Will Run Against Sarge 

Middlesex County Sheriff John Buckley, a powerful vote- 
getter in his home county, Insists that he will challenge Governor 
Sargent in next year's Republican primary. 

Most GOP politicians are doubtful that he will do any such 
thing when the time comes, but if Buckley doesn't intend to tangle 
with Sargent, he is putting on a convincing act. 

It is highly improbable that Buckley or anyone else could 
defeat Governor Sargent for Republican renumination, but 
Buckley’s candidacy would provide an outlet for all the sons and 
daughters of the GOP who have become disenchanted with Surge 
and some of the bumbling connected with his udministratioa 

Rejection of a sitting Governor by his own party is usually 
disastrous for that party, and the nomination is worthless to the 
candidate who wrests it away. 

That has happened twice in the Democratic party but never in 


the Republican party during the period this reporter has covered 
politics. 

James M. Curley toppled Charles F. Hurley, then Governor, 
in the 1938 Democratic primary, but Leverett Saltonstall defeated 
Curley in the subsequent election. 

Francis X. Bellotti upset Endlcott Peabody In the 1964 
Democratic primary near the end of Peabody's term as Gover¬ 
nor, and John A. Volpe bested Bellotti in the election battle which 
followed. I 

The Republican voters are not likely to turn on Francis 
Sargent as the Democrats did on Charley Hurley and Chub 
Peabody. But a primary run by Buckley would point up any 
Sargent weaknesses in his own party. 

Problem of Improving System 
Of Nominating Veeps Difficult 

After what happened last year to Senator Thomas Eagleton 
when he was nominated as the Democratic candidate for Vice 
President and to Spiro Agnew recently after he was twice elected 
to the Vice Presidency, a demand is mounting for the adoption of 
a new method of choosing Vice Presidents. 

One suggestion which has been made is that candidates 
contest for the Vice Presidential nomination in those states which 
have popular primaries. 

Former Governor F.ndieott Peabody tried to do exactly that 
last year. Many political observers considered him some kind of 
nut. He was ignored by Democratic leaders and most Democratic 
voters. Who ever heard of running for the Vice Presidency? 

Everybody knew Vice Presidents almost always arc hand¬ 
picked by the Presidential nominees and that Chub was trying to 
break a political tradition. 

Some change may be made in the present system of picking 
Vice Presidential candidates, under which they usually are 
chosen overnight in a conference in a smoke-filled hotel room 
after the Presidential nomination has been won and lost. 

There is not time for a thorough cheek into the background of 
a possible nominee to determine if there is any reason he should 
not be put upfor the Vice Presidency. The Presidential candidate 
really Is at the mercy of the man he selects as his running mate 
and must depend on him for a virtual confession if there is some 
reason he should not be nominated. 

It's a safe guess, for example, that within 24 hours after 
Thomas Eagleton's nomination for the Vice Presidency, the 
members of the Republican high command knew more about his 
medical background than did George McGovern. 

Actually, there is no assurance that the Agnew tragedy might 
not be repeated, regardless of what method of picking Vice 
Presidents is adopted. 

Agnew was a surprise choice by Richard Nixon for the 
Republican Vice Presidential nomination at the 1968 GOP 
National Convention. 

Former Massachusetts Governor John A. Volpe probably 
would have been Nixon’s running mate if Senator Edward W. 
Brooke had not executed a political coup which saw his followers 
turn out to vote for New York Governor Nelson Rockefeller as 
their presidential preference and bind the Bay Stale delegation to 
Rocky. 

As it was, it finally came down to a choice between Agnew and 
Volpe, and in the end Nixon decided on Agnew. 

Ironically, Agnew was not as enthusiastic a Nixon backer as 
was Volpe. Agnew first supported George Romeny. When 
Romney withdrew after talking himself out of the Presidential 
contention, Agnew shifted to Rockefeller. 

Agnew apparently wound up in the Nixon camp more by 
default than anything else. He was piqued that Rockefeller didn't 
court him enough for his support. 

During two Presidential campaigns and throughout his 
service as Vice President, there never was any hint of any 
wrongdoiug in Agnew\ background; nor would there have been 
any if Agnew had engaged in two public campaigns for the Vice 
Presidential nomination. 

Eagleton's medical background might have been revealed if 
he had been engaged in a public contest for the Vice Presidential 
nomination. It did come out in time for him to withdraw from the 
Democratic ticket and bejreplaced on it by Sargent Shriver.

It is much more classically simple than the way 
things used to be. 

Thirteen years ago. before the enzyme was isolated, 
before the genetic defect was well-known or well- 
publicized, one New ton couple, the Alvin Stahls faced the 
alternative of watching one of their children die. 

The Stahls, interviewed last week, had never heard of 
Toy -Sachs until their third child was diagnosed as having 
it at the age of 11 months. He died at the age of 2. 

They have been involved in Tay-Sachs groups since 
that time, and today, speak with genuine enthusiasm and 
excitement about the screening. 

They are not a eouple who dwell on tragedy in any 
sense, and when interviewed had nothing but positive, 
optimist things to say about the screening. 

The Stahls have three children now, Robert, 19; 
Barry. l(i: and Kimberly, 7. Kimberly, it's apparent, was 
born before screenings and after their third son died. Mrs. 
Stahl acknowledged that it was not until Kimberly was 3 
months old that the doctors were able to assure she and 
her husband their daughter did not have Tay-Sachs. 

That's another situation that parents need never face 
now because of the screening. 

The estimated cost of caring for a Tay-Sachs baby, 
who normally only lives until the age of 4. is set at $50,000. 

"I wish you'd point out." Mrs. Stahl said to me, "that 
the cost of this entire screening program is the same as 
tin' cost of caring for one Tay-Sachs baby until it dies." 

The alternatives, I hope, are apparent. Knowledge or 
ignorance; chance or choice.

In this way, the I .and Use Committee expected to 
prevent a disregard of the Towers commitment. 

Since the Towers had deviated from its original site 
plan for the condominium project, a new plan would also 
have to be approved, which would give the I .and Use 
Committee the ultimate guarantee of compliance with the 
Towers-NCDF agreement. 

Goodman offered his personal guarantee that he 
would provide housing and comply in every other way 
with the requirements of the Board of Aldermen if they 
would grant the extension. 

Besides the changes occasioned by the participation 
of Goodman in the negotiations, another problem was 
introduced by a report from the Towers that the neigh¬ 
borhood around Hamlet St., where the housing was to 
have been built, is now opposed to the location of housing 
there. 

This constituted another reversal of a point that had 
been earlier thought to have been settled, and Robert 
Cohen, whose Chestnut Hill land abuts Hamlet St., said 
that the last he had heard there was no opposition to 59 
clustered units of housing, there had been an agreement 
with NC'DF oil the number of bedrooms, that agreement 
had been reached on not using Carlisle St. as an access, 
and other details were being worked out. 

The source of the sudden neighborhood opposition was 
never explained.

House Bill 6401, an act which 
permits parents and guardians 
of students to be granted the 
right, to inspect their student 
records, was signed by 
Governor Sargent to be ef¬ 
fective immediately.

Drug Abuse Plagues Country 


Metal Society 
Elects Collins 


"Drug abuse is a world-wide 
problem, but the United States 
has more of it than anyone else; 
no other country has the same 
complexities due primarily to 
the weakening family struc¬ 
ture" said Dr. Dana L. Farn¬ 
sworth, recent guest of the 
Newton Guidance Clinic and 
Newton Mental Health 
Association as he highlighted 
findings of the National Com¬ 
mission on Marihuana and Drug 
Abuse on which he served as 
Vice-Chairman. 

“Alcohol is 20 times more 
dangerous than marihuana, one 
of the reasons being that it is 
socially and legally acceptable; 
while marihuana is not a very 
good drug — it’s a waste of time 
in that for the most part it 
makes life pleasant and dull — 
one tends to lose his interest, 
drive and motivation” Dr. 
Farnsworth said. 

"There are some residual 
effects after long-term use of 
marihuana, but hard facts 
about physical results are very 
sparse. Marihuana is seductive, 
but not toxic, and the user is 
affected by the circumstances 
in which he uses it," he con¬ 
tinued. 


Dr. Farnsworth felt that 
marihuana should not be 
legalized as it can only produce 
harm to the individual, but felt 
strongly that it should be 
“decriminalized and 
demythologized, that we should 
de-emphasize it and let it sink to 
its own level" then we can deal 
with it unemotionally. He 
suggested lower, or no penalties 
in some instances, for use of 
marihuana. 

Dr. Farnsworth pointed out 
that drugs by themselves are 
harmless until used — people 
are the problem. When a person 
is on drugs, he should be treated 
like anyone else who has a 
problem, whether it be finan¬ 
cial, sexual, family, etc., which 
means that you look at the 
whole person, not just the 
problem. 

"Drug use by the young in this 
country,” said Dr. Farnsworth, 
"is an index of massive 
disillusionment in various 
factions in our society — social, 
racial, poverty and a brooding 
sense of injustice, in addition to 
being subject to. the many 
pressures constantly working 
on them through their peers, TV 
commercials, and families —

It's normal to be paranoid 
today," explained Dr. Farn¬ 
sworth. 

"Society is overly concerned 
with acquisitions rather than 
teaching the young those things 
he can work toward and get 
pleasure from doing all his life 
as opposed to instant 
gratification,” he stated. 

Dr. Farnsworth emphasized 
the importance of working 
towards elevating our own 
tastes without attacking the 
young—to start right where we 
are now to talk with the young to 
transmit our values, rather 
than impose them, and how 
important it is to teach by 
example that there is pleasure 
in being warm and human and 
useful to someone else.

UNICEF Treat 
For Halloween 


By RUTH LENSON 


There’s a tingle of excitement in the air. Halloween is 
coming and that means fun for everyone with witches, 
goblins and other ghostly figures making their trick-or- 
treat rounds. 

However, nowadays many parents of younger 
children prefer not to take them out on this night of 
mischief, preferrring at-home Halloween parties because 
of cruel and often hazardous tricks played on the un¬ 
suspecting young. 

Party ideas will follow, but for those who will be 
making their "rounds," the following tips for safer "Trick 
or Treating": 

Be sure the costume is flame resistant or, at least, 
flame retardant Home sewn costumes can be tem¬ 
porarily flameproofed at home by soaking in the following 
special solution and letting them drip dry: Mix 3 oz. of 
boric acid; 7 oz. of borax; and two quarts of water. 
Saturate fabric or material and allow to drip dry. The 
material will resist fire until washed or wet by rain. 
Hemlines should be several inches off the ground to avoid 
tripping. Light, brightly colored costumes, easily seen at 
dusk or dark, are best. Children should carry a white 
shopping bag to collect their “treats” — this adds to their 
visibility. Be sure mask is secure and that holes 
correspond to the child’s eyes. NEVER permit children to 
carry pumpkins with lighted candles — give them 
flashlights and check to see that batteries are fresh. 

A parent should always accompany young children on 
their rounds. The "cranks," people who dislike children, 
are usually well known to the community — children 
should be told to stay away from these particular homes. 

Urge children to stay in their own neighborhoods 
where they are known and to avoid homes that are dark or 
dimly lit; people who welcome Halloweeners generally 
leave lights on for them. Last of all, emphasize to the 
children that they are NOT to eat any of the goodies they 
collect until they get home where everything should be 
carefully examined; discard anything unpackaged; wash 
and cut fruit into small pieces and unwrap candy bars to 
check each piece. 

Informality is the keynote to Halloween entertaining. 
Have games planned for the children with suitable prizes 
— each small guest should have his treat bag to carry 
home. 

A version of Sloppy Joes made with ground beef, 
tomatoes, onion, green pepper and seasonings spooned 
onto hamburger, frankfurter or crispy submarine rolls, 
cookies, Jack-O'-Lantern Punch and caramel apples go 
along with the fun of dunking for apples.

Answer: Thank you for your kindness regarding the 
new Women's Pages. We all know that "care packages” 
are important to college students away from home. 
Following are mailing tips as well as a cookie and bar 
recipe. 

MAILING COOKIES: 1. Start with a sturdy box or 
tin, lined with foil or wax paper. Place crumpled paper in 
the bottom of the box to make a cushion for the cookies. 
Wrap flat cookies in pairs, back-to-back. Individually 
wrap all others. Place heaviest cookies on the bottom. 
Stuff popcorn, crushed paper or puffed cereal between the 
individual packages to keep the cookies from getting 
jumbled during their Journey. Place crumpled paper 
between layers of cookies. Top with another cushion of 
crumpled paper. Place a mailing label inside the box and 
tape box carefully before wrapping. To insure special 
handling, label the package "Fragile, Handle with Care." 

OATMEAL CHIPPERS 
Vi cup butter or regular margarine 
Vi cup shortening 
1 cup sugar 

1 cup brown sugar, firmly packed 

2 eggs 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 cups sifted flour 

1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 

1 teaspoon ground nutmeg 

2 cups quick-cooking rolled oats 

1 pkg. (6 oz.) semisweet chocolate pieces 
1 cup chopped walnuts 

Cream together the butter and shortening. Add sugars 
gradually, beating until light and fluffy. Beat in eggs and 
vanilla. Blend in sifted dry ingredients, mixing 
thoroughly. Stir in oats, chocolate pieces and nuts. Drop 
by rounded teaspoonfuls about 2 inches apart onto greased 
baking sheet Bake in a moderate oven, 350 degrees, for 
about 10-13 minutes. Remove cookies and cool on racks. 
Yield 8 dozen.

4 cups cubed cooked chicken 
4 tablespoons cornstarch 
1 cup water 

1 cup reserved pineapple juice (or add enough water 
to make 1 cup) 


This Halloween, instead of asking for treats, many 
youngsters will be collecting funds for the United Nations 
Children’s Fund (UNICEF) to help the poor children of 
the world. 

First created by the General Assembly in 1946, the 
organization helps fight children's diseases, and helps 
governments set up centers to care for children and 
mothers. 

UNICEF greeting cards, note paper, as well as a 
yearly calendar may be purchased at UNICEF offices or 
wherever greeting cards are sold. The preface of iheir 
newly published 1974 calendar reads as follows: 

"The pages of this calendar reflect the happiness of 
children in the passage of the seasons, and also the 
diversity of the life of the new generation growing up 
around the world. This generation will soon be responsible 
for our planet. Yet we know that many need better 
protection during their vulnerable years and better 
preparation for their future life. This is particularly true 
of the 800 million children in the developing countries of 
Asia, Africa, the Middle East, and l^atin America, where 
UNICEF is active. UNICEF helps these countries’ 
programs in the fields of child health services, nutrition, 
family welfare and education. Each year, the sale of 
greeting cards and calendars contributes a larger amount 
to UNICEF's income for this task. 

“An important contribution to UNICEF's global work 
has been made by the distinguished artists and museums 
whose works of art illustrate the calendar. Chosen from 
amongst the many outstanding UNICEF card designs of 
the past six years, these illustrations delightfully depict 
many facets of the artistic vision and culture of the thirty 
countries on five continents from which they are drawn. 
UNICEF gratefully acknowledges the generosity of these 
artists and museums in making the designs available." 

The cover of the calendar depicts a Henri Roussou 
country scene with children, dogs, grazing cows and a 
white horse. Within its covers are 53 art reproductions by 
artists the world over —10 representing the United States. 


There, in the middle of August is Newton artist 
Rosalind Smith’s charming woodcut, "The Swing," a 
laughing girl, in gay abandonment swings out over yellow 
sunflowers. The viewer relives with her the memory of a 
similar joyous childhood experience. 

A visit with the artist finds tier in a sunroom, turned 
artist studio. She is perched on a stool, needlepoint in 
hand, the glint of the needle flashing as she punctures the 
canvas. Three small poodles vie for her attention and 
she gently admonishes them to behave as she talks about 
"The Swing." 

"I’m really quite thrilled to be represented in the 
UNICEF calendar. Two years ago die UNICEF people 
used "The Swing" as a greeting card and evidently the 
card sold very well because I was informed they were 
going to use it in their 1974 engagement calendar. I con¬ 
sider it a great honor.. . there are so few of us who have 
an opportunity to do something for an organization like 
UNICEF. The print is my contribution, and recently I was 
notified they will be using another of my woodcuts titled 
"The Day Before April" this spring; again, I am highly 
honored." 

Roz (as she Is known) is attractive, with warm gray- 
blue eyes, suntanned skin and chestnut brown hair. When 
questioned about her printing career, there is sadness in 
tier voice as she speaks about the late George Lockwood. 

“I first began studying lithography in George's Im¬ 
pressions studio. He was taking on seven apprentices and 
I became one of them w hich meant I was allowed to cart 
around 50 pouiuis of stone an<j grain its surface.

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Want That Dream House? 

Get It With Loan, 'Sweat Equity' 


By DOROTHEA M. BROOKS 

NEW YORK (UPI) - A 
retired Army nurse in Colorado 
built herself a $ 100,000 "dream 
house", using a $50,000 loan and 
"sweat equity." 

Neither the nurse nor the 
house is typical, but the socalled 
. “sweat equity"—do-ityourself 
labor—is a way that many 
families are using to acquire the 
home that want but can't afford. 

Take, for instance, Mr. and 
Mrs. Lawrence O. Bulson of 
Rutland, Vt., who saved $3,400 
by taking part in finishing the 
interior of their three-bedroom 
ranch home. Or, Mr. and Mrs. 
Myron Borowski of Sacramen¬ 
to, Calif., who figure they saved 
more than $4,000 by finishing 
their own home. 

More ambitiously, Byron 
Frye, a 28-year-old schoolteach¬ 
er of suburban Minneapolis, 
Minn., and his wife put $10,000 
of their own labor into their 
three-bedroom, two-bath, split 
level, doing all finishing work 
except for plastering which they 
subcontracted. Miss Margaret 
Bangerter, a 33-year-old 
Minnesotan, a farm girl turned 
beautician, estimates she, too, 
saved at least $ 10,000 by 
finishing her home herself. 

Each of these homebuilders 
work through a division of the 
Evans Products Co., Portland, 
Ore., whose Homes Grup will 
erect a house on a customer's 
lot anywhere in any of the 50 
states. It is a leading producer 
of precut homes and second 
largest builder of single-family 
homes in the country. 

“Sweat equity and affordable 
financing are the elements that 
make Evans unique among the 
nation's home builders,” says 
William Schmidt, manager of 
corporate communications. 

Evans, through three divi¬ 
sions, sells homes directly to the 
buyer, starting as low as 
$10,000. From a wide selection 
of plans—and literally hundreds 
of options concerning equip¬ 
ment, finishing materials such 
as roof, siding, windows, 
paneling, tile, lighting and 
plumbing fixtures appliances— 
a customer plans his house. 
Modifications to suit individual 
preferences are made by the 
company’s architectural 
department at no extra charge, 
except where additional 
, materials are involved. 

The company precuts struc¬ 
tural lumber, pre-hangs win¬ 


dows and doors, fabricates 
trusses and other components 
at factories across the country. 
It erects a weatliertight house, 
about 60 per cent complete, on 
the purchaser's lot in an 
average time of one week and 
delivers all necessary finishing 
materials to the site. 

Finishing Touches 

It is in the finishing— in¬ 
stallation of roofing, siding, 
sheeting, wall board, paneling, 
electrical, heating and plumb¬ 
ing systems, kitchen cabinets 
and decorating—that the cus¬ 
tomer can achieve his savings. 
He can act as general con¬ 
tractor, hiring professionals for 
some of the work or, where he 
feels qualified, do the work 
himself. Along with finishing 
materials, the company pro¬ 
vides detailed finishing instruc¬ 
tions. 

Schmidt says the average 
selling price for houses is 
$13,700, and the average fin¬ 
ished value $25,000 to $26,000. 

It's a system, Schmidt says, 


that makes it possible for many 
families to acquire a home they 
otherwise might not have been 
able to afford. 

Evans’ financing programs— 
it has several—also help 
buyers, although company fi¬ 
nancing is not required and 
local sources may be used for 
either conventional or 
federallybacked mortgages. 
Schmidt says the company 
financed more than half the 
homes it sold in 1972 and, in 27 
years of lending, had ex¬ 
perienced less than one-quarter 
of one per cent default. 

"No Snap" 

While emphasizing that it is 
"no snap" to do it yourself, Sch¬ 
midt says it is a practical way 
for the family who has thought 
out carefully just what it can 
tackle to cut the cost of home 
owning. He says Evans now is 
getting "second generation do- 
it-yourself builders.” 

Miss Bangerter, the beauti¬ 
cian from Minnesota, for in¬ 
stance, said she “likes work, 


.likes to have projects to do. 
After 14 years of apartment 
living, I wanted to regain the 
luxury and freedom of a private 
home," she said. 

She began her planning three 
years before she moved in. 
Once she had picked her home 
and the shell was up and 
wealhertight, she moved into 
the basement of the two-story 
structure "so I would have less 
commuting and more time to 
work on my home." She 
pounded on shingles and 
paneling, installed insulation; 
hung cabinets with assistance 
from her father, a retired 
farmer; and assisted a brother 
with the wiring and heating 
units. She laid parquet floors 
and tiled the kitchen. 

Her home—living room, din¬ 
ing room, kitchen, bath and en 
on first floor, large bedroom 
and bath on the second—came 
as a $21,796 package, including 
wiring, heating, cabinets, and 
plumbing package. She esti¬ 
mates she saved at least $ 10 , 000 .

Exhibition Of Dutch GraphL 
Artist At Museum Of Science

An artist whose prints are on 
popular record-album covers 
and in science textbooks is the 
subject of a new exhibition at 
Boston’s Museum of Science. 

The work of M. C. Escher, 
Dutch graphic artist who died 
last year, will be shown through 
Jan. 18. It is on loan from John 
D. Merriam of Boston, whose 
collection, one of the most 
comprehensive in this countr 
has never before been dispja^d 
to the public in its enti 

Escher was an a^lTst who 
created ingenioi^^ariations 
from recognizable figures and 
conventional motifs. Though 
often appearing strange and 
absurd, his transformations 
have an interior logic. They 
deal with several, often con¬ 
trasting, facets of reality which 
are related by a deliberate 
intellectual process. 

Ranging from early, 
representational studies of the 
1920’s to the inventive com¬ 
positions that characterized 
Escher’s last 30 years, the 86 
prints and three drawings on 


view at the Museum appeal^ 
viewers with a variety _ 
terests. 

Among scientists^ the first 
to be attracted^ Escher — 
there is the discovery that his 
wqpdcutsj^d engravings, and 
lithogra^s give a visual image 
of abstract theory or 
ture. Psychologists use his 
rk to study visual perception. 
Mathematicians and physicists 
are kindred spirits with him in 
regarding the plurality of the 
universe as a challenge for 
analysis and ultimate solution. 

Among youth, Escher’s 
element of playfulness, the 
‘ combination of real and what 
appears to be unreal in the 
same drawing, and the 
generally Alice-in-Wonderland 
feeling that Escher seems to 
project bring an immediate 
acceptance. 

Among some groups, it is the 
mysterious that they find in¬ 
teresting; still others enjoy 
Escher’s traditional, rather 
than abstract, treatment of 
people, places, and things. 


The exhibition in the Design 
Around Us Gallery is com¬ 
plemented by Moebius strips 
and a stellated rhombic 
dodecahedron hanging from the 
ceiling. These were constructed 
by the Exhibits Department 
under the direction of Robert 
McCleary, who designed the 
exhibition. 

Assistance in planning the 
exhibition was given by Mrs. 
Eudoxia Woodward, artist, 
photographer, and art con¬ 
sultant, and Dr. Arthur L. Loeb, 
Department of Visual and 
Environmental Studies, Car¬ 
penter Center, Harvard. 

Dr. Loeb, a friend and 
collaborator of Escher’s, will 
lecture on the artist Friday, 
November 16, at 8 p.m., in the 
Cahners Theatre at the 
Museum. Admission will be the 
regular Museum Friday night 
half-price fee. Advance 
reservations are recommended.

Works" is open during Museum 
hours: Mon.-Sat., 10 to 5; Fri.

For example (air 
fares are not included): 

Iberia offers 15 days for $122 
per person, double occupancy, 
in a “luxury" apartment at the 
modern bcachside resort known 
Mar-Bel in Tangiers, Morocco. 

Swissair ski packages include 
one week at Flaine—designed 
by noted architect Marcel 
Breuer—in the French Alps for 
$95 per person, double occupan¬ 
cy. 

Fan American has a package 
which includes a week stay on 
the island of Oahu in Hawaii 
from $92 per person, double 
occupancy. And for $75 per 
person, double occupancy, you 
can spend one week, with 
breakfast every morning, in the 
famed mountain lake resort of 
Bariloche. 

Rates are generally lower per 
person if more than two share 
the same apartment. Maid and 
linen service usually is included 
but you do your own cooking. 

Condominium apartments 
arc available today in many 
popular travel destinations in 
Europe, South America, Cana¬ 
da, Caribbean and the United 
States. 

They all share certain basic 
features setting them apart 
from other resort properties in 
several important ways, ac¬ 
cording to Matt Schmitz.

Privately-Owned

ticated investors who occupy 
the apartments themselves for 
a month or so each year," he 
said in a recent interview. 

“Basically, a condominium 
offers a home away from home 


where vacationists can enjoy a 
greater degree of freedom than 
when staying at a hotel. They 
don't have to worry about the 
kids or dress up Just to leave 
their rooms. And they can 
further cut expenses by dining 
at home—there are fully- 
equipped modern kitchens and 
on-site shopping is usually 
available.

building. 

And make certain that the 
community is completed and all 
facilities operating and availa¬ 
ble for use before buying any 
packnge, he said.

The U. S. Postal Service's 
new postal money order system 
is now nationwide. 

The new money order may be 
purchased in amounts up to 
$300. The old money order limit 
was $100. The new money or¬ 
ders are on sale at all offices in 
the Boston Postal District. 

The fees for the new money 
order system range from 25 
cents for amounts up to and 
including $10.00; 35 cents from 
$10.01 to and including $50.00; 
and 40 cents for amounts from 
$50.01 to and including $300.00. 

Under the old Postal Service 
money order plan, three 
separate $100 money orders 
would have cost three separate 
40 cent fees totalling $1.20. The 
new system will allow 
customers to buy a $300 money 
order for a 40 cent fee. 

Benefits to buyers of the new 
Postal Service money orders 
include a larger customer 
receipt which contains a 
complete record of when and 
where it was purchased, and the 
purchase amount. 

Money orders provide the 
safest means of sending money, 
they are difficult to alter, and 
there are more than 77,000 post 
offices and bank outlets where 
they may be cashed.

Will Halloween Be 
Just "Trick Or Treat?" 


Apples, cookies, candy, cider, 
and donuts seem to go right 
along with the witches, ghosts, 
ghouls, and goblins of 
Halloween. The goodies are 
treats—payments in lieu of 
tricks. Or are they? 

This Wednesday evening the 
annual pilgrimmage begins for 
the long anticipated treasures. 
Will it be “trick or treat?” or 
trick or treatment? For many 
children it is an evening of great 
fun and adventure, but for some 
it can turn into a night of 
tragedy and sorrow. 

Each year, far too many 
children are injured and killed 
Halloween Eve by motorists 
unable to see them darting 
unexpectedly into the street 
Others are badly burned as 
their costumes are ignited by 
flames from lighted candles 
and lanterns. These tragic 
situations could be avoided if 
parents would observe rules of 
good sense and safety, such as 
the following suggested by 
Liberty Mutual Insurance 
Companies. 

Use only bright costumes. A 
white-sheeted ghost is more 
easily seen by a passing 
motorist than a black-clad 
witch. But even brightly clothed 
children may be hard to 
distinguish as the evening 
darkens so flourescent strips 
which would make them even 
more visible, is suggested. 

Liberty Mutual advises that 
you do not allow children to 
carry lighted candles, or lan¬ 
terns, or any type of openl 
Many children have 
burned in past years when i 
costumes, often made of 
tremely flammable mater 
caught fire. A flashlight would 
be easier to carry, and would 
also make crossing the street 
safer. 

Be sure to chaperone all 
children who would not nor¬ 
mally be allowed outside alone 
at night. Younger children 
should be out only in the early 
evenings. The discreet presence 
of an adult can stop a problem 
situation from developing. 

A major problem each 
Halloween is children who have 
been cut, drugged, or poisoned. 
Apples and cup cakes can have 
razors hidden in them. Any kind 
of non-commercially packaged 
edible can have drugs or other 
poisonous ingredients added to 
them. Be very careful that gum, 
candy, and other snacks are 
securely wrapped, and that the 



wrapping has not been opened walking into objects or holes 
and resealed. It is best to trick they cannot see in the dark. If 
or treat in your neighborhood, there is a pet in the household, 
Keep a light on in front of your keep it away from the door, 
house so that there is no danger Safety on Halloween is not a 
of children being injured by magic act.

ever done in my art career was working with George 
because printmaking was really in its infancy at that time 
— there were no ateliers functioning in this country with 
the exception of one the Ford Foundation sponsored on the 
west coast. George was really an Innovator. 

“He started with a certain amount of knowledge but 
most of it was trial and error and we probably failed as 
often as we succeeded. Though I tried all mediums, I 
decided that I loved woodcuts best of all — there is 
something about the resistance of wood. At that time if I 
did five prints off a block that was fine and I was on to 
something else; if one or two sold, that was lovely, and if 
they didn't that was all right too.” 

Roz smiled as she recalled her first woodcut of her son 
and his toy banjo, done about 14 years ago. This active 
artist is now shown by galleries throughout the country 
and her prints are in private collections in the United 
States as well as England, Germany and Japaa 

As we speak, her needle slips in and out of her colorful 
design. She explains, “This needlepoint tapestry is a* 
reproduction of a woodcut of mine, one that my husband 
and I are particularly fond of, and since we don't own a 
framed print, lam doing this tapestry for our home. ” 
home.” 

The work is almost completed and Is quite beautiful.' 
The exact reproduction portrays two young girls beneath 
a sprawling oak tree; the children hold "pretend” wild 
flowers and Roz tells you they are a fantasy, so like the 
res. of her prints.

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Tigers Score Fast, Beat Arlington

A consistent ground attack, timely passing and a few 
good breaks helped the Newton High Football Team mount 
a comeback in the middle periods, as they defeated 
Arlington 21-7 at Dickinson Stadium last Saturday. 

After Arlington took a 7-0 lead the Tigers scored three of 
the next four times they got the ball to wrap up their third 
straight win.

However, Arlington broke through the Newton line and 
blocked the punl. The ball rolled out of bounds on the four 
yard line. Two plays later. David Sewfield drove in for six 
iminls and then be added the extra point to make it 7-0 
Arlington. 

Arlington at tempted a low kickoff w hich Chris Jones 
blocked and dove on for New ton to set them up on their 47. 
From there, the T igers finally got themselves together anil 
drove for a touchdown in eleven plays. Gerry Kcleher’s 20 
yard run pul Newton on Arlington's XI. Two quarterback 
sneaks by Mol'fie helped to move the ball to a first down and 
goal on the II. On fourth down, Gary Breton drove over from 
one yard out to pull Newton within a point. 


Newton tried for a two point conversion, but Moffie's 
pass was thrown short. 

On the kickoff, the Tigers were handed another scoring 
chance when Arlington fumbled on their 35. but Moffie was 
sacked twice while attempting to pass. On fourth down, 
Gordon MacNcil again tried to punt but once more his kick 
was blocked and Arlington took over on Newton's 40. 

Battling the clock Arlington moved downfield. Three 
passes netted them 3(5 yards, and with a first down on the 
four they gambled on being able to run two plays before the 
half ended. However Fratto was stopped for no gain and 
time expired just a second before Arlington could snap the 
twill for a field goal attempt. The half ended w ith the score 
Arlington 7. Newton fi. 

Arlington received the second half kickoff on their 31 
and. with Fratto running for 27 yards, moved to Newton's 
27, before losing the ball on downs. 

The Tigers then moved 73 yards in nine plays lo lake the 
lead. Key plays in the drive were a 13 yard pass that gave 
New ton a first down on their 43 and 12 yard run by Moffie on 
which Arlington was also given a holding penalty. Gerry 
Keleher capped the drive, scoring from one yard out. 

Once again Newton went for two points, and this time 
Moffie ran it in and the score stood 14-7 in Newton's favor. 

On the weirdest play of the game Newton dashed 
Arlington's chances. Arlington, after a Fratto run. had a 
first dow n on New ton's 37. Fratto went back to pass and was 
hit by several Newton players. He was almost down when 
he shoveled the ball forward. It w as swarmed on by several 
Tigers on the 34 yard line as a penally flag was thrown. 
After considerable discussion amongst themselves, the 
referees awarded the ball to New ton on the 39. Five plays 
later, after a 34 yard run by Keleher, Newton put the game 
away on a five yard run by Keleher. John Connelly added 
the extra point to make the score 21-7.

H. S. Football On Friday? 

Ronayne Doesn't Think So Newton Rec.

Recently, at the weekly 
College football luncheon, the 
Greater Boston college coaches 
broached the idea of asking the 
Massachusetts Principals 
Association about the feasibility 
of moving schoolboy football 
games to Fridays and thus 
avoiding head-on attendance 
conflicts. 

AI that meeting, Jim 
Ronayne, former Newton North 
football coach and present 
faculty manager, spoke against 
the idea. 

Ronayne, who is not 
adamantly opposed to the 
concept, did nut feel n was 
realistic lor most schools 
because of neighborhood 
situations and the high cost of 
installing lighting. 

Last week. Ronayne 
elaborated on his remarks. 

"There arc a lot of different 
viewpoints on this issue,” 
Ronayne said. "The colleges 
want this because they're 
looking for more attendance, 
the college coaches have a 
selfish attitude and like to see 
their sons play, and the high 
schools have the custom of 
playing on Saturday afternoon. 

Of course, a lot of customs have 
changed." 

Peabody High School plays 
most of its home games under 
the lights on Fridays now. but it 
cost the city 515.000 to in¬ 
stall 

football say increased revenue 
w ill cover that cost in no time. 

"There are a lot of problems 
facing Friday night football.” 
said Ronayne. "A lot of fields 
are in residential areas, and 
lei's face it. crowd control these 
days, from the Patriots down to 
Junior High is a problem. We 
have 10 policemen on duty at 
Dickinson Stadium on Saturday 
afternoon. I wouldn't guess 
how many we would need for 
Friday nights." 

Proponents of the Friday 
system also argue that it keeps 
school activities within the 


school week, giving the kids two 
days off. Peabody claims it 
never practices on Saturday or 
Sunday. 

Ronayne admits he never 
really considered that 
argument, but doesn’t see why 
it wouldn't work as long as all 
teams were equal in practice 
time. 

The Friday afternoon 
alternative seems equally as 
untenable. 

" II just lets the parents out,” 
said Ronayne. "I think maybe 
that's where Saturday af¬ 
ternoon football came from 25 
years ago. when we were all 
working a five-and-a-half-day 
week." 

Ronayne refused to speculate 
on whether Friday afternoon 
games right after the close of 
school would increase student 
attendance. 

"Right now," he said, 
"student attendance is up in 
urban cities and low in 
suburban cities. Kids are doing 
their ‘own tiling' and that 
usually does not mean watching 
other people." 

Ronayne's solution to make 
everybody happy is to shift 
games lo Saturday mornings. 

"1 lean to that instead of 
Friday," he noted. "Since I've 
been in Newton we've played a 
do/.en a.m. games besides 
Thanksgiving for different 
reasons. II gets away from 
lights and avoids competition 
wiili the colleges." 

George Winkler. Newton 
South football coach for a 
decade and the school's Athletic 
Director, has mixed reactions 
about the question. 

"I have no objections to 
playing Friday," he said, "but 1 
want to emphasize that I'm 
perfectly happy with Saturday. 

"Let me say this. If you're 
going to play Friday, you'll 
have to play at night and the 
cost of lights makes it almost 
unfeasible to do it. It would cost 
thousands of dollars, but it 
could open up a whole new area 
if they could be used for

Thriving on strong defensive 
play. Newton High's Soccer 
Team gained two ties to run 
their unbeaten string to eleven 
games. 

The Tigers started the week 
by playing to a 1-1 tie with 
Concord-Carlislc. Rudi Vlscomi 
scored for Newton to come 
within two goals of Tim 
Tsochantaridis' record for goals 
in a season by a Newton player. 
The Tigers ouLshot Concord- 
Carlisle 24-7. 

Brookline then came to 
Newton and managed to hold 
the Tigers to a scoreless tie. As 
they have in every game this 
season, the Tigers outsliot the 
opposition, this time by 21-9. 

The key to the Newton streak 
has been its defense. They have 
given up an average of less than 
one goal every three games, 
and goalies Mark Wasserman 
and Ricky Olin have recorded 
seven shutouts. 

The players credit experience 
as a major factor in the per¬ 
formance of the defense. Goalie 
Mark Wasserman said, "Our

Buzzi feels that the other 
teams are not equal to Newton 
in defensive ability. He said that 
the reason for the Tigers' recent 
luck of scoring is that opponents 
are "playing more than three 
men back. Brookline had six 
men back at times." 

Assistant Coach Bernie 
Flanigan agreed with Buzzi that 
the development of skills is the 
reason for the defensive 
display.

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Half Empty Freezer Wastes, Fuel, Space, Money

NEW York (UPI) - A half- 
empty freezer wastes fuel, 
money and space. 

This reminder comes from an 
appliance manufacturer at a 
time when home freezer sales 
are breaking records, fuel 
supplies are low and money is 
tight. 

By midsummer, many appli¬ 
ance dealers said they were 
sold out of home freezers and 
had back orders to be filled 
well into fall. 

The sales increase was 
touched off largely by consum¬ 
ers stocking up on beef before 
the end of Phase IV price 
controls, but some also ap¬ 
peared worried about possible 
meat shortages and long-term 
increases in food prices, says 
the General Electric Consumers 
Institute, Louisville, Ky. 

The institute and other 
sources offer the following tips 
for operating your home freezer 
economically and efficiently: 

Keep it as nearly full as 
possible. More fuel is needed to 
run a half-empty freezer than a 
full one. If your food supply is 
low, fill empty spaces with ice. 

Locate your freezer in a cool, 
dry, well-ventilated area out of 
direct sunlight, and avoid 
placing it in a room that is hot 
in summer or heavily heated in 
winter. 

Watch for special sales of 
freezable foods, but buy only 
those your family likes and will 


A few frozen loaves of bread 
are good to have on hand, but 
it’s a waste of freezer space to 
store a lot of bulky, low-cost 
items. 

Stews, soup, sauces and 
gravies hold up especially well 
in a freezer. Leftovers with or 
without sauce or gravy can be 
packaged as homemade frozen 
dinners on trays from the 
commercial variety. 

Whatever you freeze at home 
should be packed and sealed 
airtightly in vapor-proof 


materials In meal-size or 
serving size batches, so you 
won't be faced with leftover 
leftovers. 

Sam 11 quantities freeze faster 
than large ones, and shallow 
layers faster than deep. To 
save both money and quality, 
cool food quickly to room 
temperature before placing it in 
the freezer. You can cool a 
large amount of food rapidly If 
you divide it among several 
containers and place them in a 
sink of cold water. Stir the 


contents often to speed up 
cooling and keep it uniform, 
and change water in the sink as 
it warms up. 

Fast freezing retains higher 
quality and requires less 
energy output. Follow your 
freezer manufacturer s direc¬ 
tions for the amount to be 
frozen at one time—usually no 
more than one-tenth of freezer 
capacity.

Both organizations had advised the authority that the 
community desired the selection of the firm of Spaulding 
and Slye, the only hid to come forward with a multi¬ 
building concept. 

According to Mangini, the next move in the long 
standing controversy is up to the rejected developer, 
Woodland, a subsidiary of the J, F. White Construction 
Company of Newton. 

"I presume if there is no law suit, there will be no 
questions raised," Mangini stated this week. 

"The authority can then proceed to make another 
choice and continue the project," he added. 

A representative of Woodland, present for ttie 
rescission vote, remained noncommittal after his firm 
lost out on what looked like a sure thing several weeks 
ago, and this week, Ralph Ellis, president of the firm, 
indicated a decision on whether or not to sue would be 
made on or about Nov. 1. 

There was speculation in some quarters that 
Woodland would not contest Ihe rescission in order to 
protect any future interests it may have with city con¬ 
tracts. 

"Maybe White won't sue after all especially if he 
wants io continue doing business in Newton," explained 
Ward -1 Alderinan-at-I-arge Louis I. Egelson to the 
authority and members of LOPAC and NLFIA at last 
week's meeting. 

Mangini also attempted this week to allay any feat 
within the Lower Falls community that the deadline for 
funding by the state may pass before a final solution to the 
developer problem is found, 

"The state can make allowances for situations such as 
that now confronting the Newton Redevelopment 
Authority," Mangini said. 

While the authority placed the problem on its agenda 
for Thursday, Nov. 8, LOPAC moved on Monday evening 
in increase its participation in redevelopment affairs. 

IOPAC voted to endorse Otis Robinson after in¬ 
terviewing him on Monday, and Ihe mayor made the 
appointment official the next evening by submitting Ihe 
Waban man's name to the Board of Aldermen for con¬ 
firmation. 

During the interview, Robinson, an architect, told 
LOPAC members he felt "very keenly about planning, the 
effects of plans on people, and aesthetic values." 

"Being on the Redevelopment Authority would give 
me a mandate," Robinson said, “to carefully consider and 
judge the impact of redevelopment on the community." 

“I'll dedicate myself to being very careful and con¬ 
scientious to see that things are done properly," he con¬ 
tinued. 

In answer to specific questions, Robinson replied that 
he favors open space versus "obtaining every possible 
dollar of tax revenue." 

He also said he would have voted to rescind the vote of 
Ihe authority as was done on Oct. 16, and would have 
originally chosen the Spaulding and Slye proposal. 

Robinson expressed a commitment to housing on the 
redevelopment site. 

"There has to be housing — some along Washington 
street, some low income,” he said. 

Robinson assured LOPAC members he would have 
the time to devote to redevelopment affairs even though 
lie has never been on a municipal board. 

His appointment will go into effect after 60 days 
unless the nomination is rejected by the Board of 
Aldermen.

Somehow, the skyrocketing 
cost of every thing seems to hit 
hardest in that great majority 
of just plain people so dear 
(they say) to every politician's 
heart. Except when it come to 
looking out for them. 

Then the gnetlcmen in charge 
of these things reserve their 
bleeding-heart votes for the 
very rich and the very poor. The 
very average get very 
neglected. 

Not that there’s anything 
historically new about this. 
Although for awhile there it 
looked as if maybe we had 
realized the Founding Father’s 
dream of a powerful middle 
class. What sociologists like to 
call lower-upper, upper-middle, 
middle-middle, etc. 

But for what's happening 
now. let’s begin with taxes. Last 
time anybody figured it out. 
they came up with the big news 
that, from January through 
most of May, every cent 
earn goes either to fedf 


state, county or city govern¬ 
ment. 

For "we" read everybody in 
the middle-income brackets. 
Many of those on the upper- 
upper levels, the big-time 
multimillionaires with savvy 
tax lawyers, wind up paying 
nothing at all. Loopholes, 
beloved of Congressmen (no 
matter what they say in their 
speeches on tax reform) make 
it all most legal. 

The very poor at the other end 
of the scale pay nothing. So 
guess who that leaves to foot the 
bill? 

Food prices arc up 40 per 
cent, and while wealthy 
shoppers may not like it, they 
can still afford filet mignon and 
lobster. Poor families may not 
dine (on steak, but food stamps 
cut their grocery bills con¬ 
siderably. 

It's the man in the 
$35,000 bracket who 'jr eating 
macaroni these ildVs — and 
sitting up nigh« juggling the 
budget to payfor it. Plus trying 
to squee^r out enough to keep 
even _>*f(h the telephone, gas 
lectric companies which 
m to wangle another rate 
increase every time he turns 
around.

He may complain that the 
cost of living is going through 
the roof, but he's lucky to have a 
roof. Because getting a new one 
is all but impossible now with 
mortgage rates around 10 per 
cent. Only those with six-figure 
incomes can afford it. And the 
very poor don’t hav6 to; welfare 
provides their housing. 

But the middle-middles 
who've been saving for a new 
house are eyebali-to-eyeball 
with some very sticky 
statistics: in the last five years, 
costs of an average home 
climbed 37 per cent . . . dow, 
payments went up 24 per 
. and monthlyw*!fpenses 
(mortgage, taxyp^Tc.) shot up 
47 per cen! 

This _>>worries even the 
Present and Congress. But 
,4rt5?V don't have the foggiest idea 
of what to do about it — except 
draw up a billion-dollar housing 
program for needy families. 
Which will probably include a 
lot of us by the time they get 
around to doing anything. 

Ditto for the high cost of 
getting sick. Millionaires can 
suffer in private rooms: low- 
income patients have Medicaid. 
Those in between fend for 
themselves. (Though the Senate 


is talking about helping us out ^ 
with our own money after the 
bills hit $6,000.) 

But no working man with 
colllege-age kids can afford to 
be sick, anyway. Tuition is 
already at the hock-your- 
grandmother level, and a blue- 
ribbon panel has just urged 
universities to double it. Plus 
suggesting that federal aid be 
focused on the student who 
needs it most. 

That means a bright poor kid 
may to get in. And a 

bjighf'rirh kid can still afford 
“Tvy League prices. But a 
middle-income kid doesn’t even 
have to be bright to figure out 
he's up the creek. 


He can't count on a student 
loan, either. Those go for seven 
per cent, and bankers aren't 
about to waste their money on a 
college kid at that rate when 
they can get 10 per cent from a 
businessman. 

But you don't need a college 
degree to figure out that, if the 
trend keeps up, we’ll be down to 
two income groups: upper- 
upper and lower-lower. And 
when you’ve wiped out the 
middle class, who's going to pay 
the taxes?

Caloric-Conscious Cooking

The "Rational Diet" — ns opposed to irratior 
fads and gimmicks — is the topic of a current report 
JAMA, the Journal of the American Medic 
Association. The AM A is a frequent critic of u 
balanced pop diets, most recently the best-sellii 
Atkins "Diet Revolution." 

JAMA's diet prescription was put together by 
Frank Tuliis, M.D., of the University of Tennessee 
College of Medicine. It's intended for healthy adul 
with no special nutritional requirements. 


Dr. Tuliis points out that in the long run the preci: 
form a diet takes is less important in curing ove 
weight than "successful behavior modification" — 
permanent change in eating habits. 


He adds, however, that "for any diet plan to I 
rational, it must also bo nutritionally adequate, 
must offer enough calories lo permit physical vigor.. 
least 1.200 a day and no less than 300 calories at ar 
meal. Three or four meals daily without snacking at 
reasonable-size servings without second helpings ai 
his recommendations. 


He also believes in variety: "Encouraging ti 
individual to continue the program is more importai 
than greater caloric restriction." Keeping up ei 
thusiasm is also a necessary ingredient. 

FIVE-POINT PLAN 

Dr. Tuliis sums up "the nutritionally adequai 
diet" in these five points: 

(1) Lean meat, fish or poultry twice a day, pli 
three or fpur eggs a week. 

(2) Cereal foods or bread three times a day. 

(3) Green or yellow vegetables twice a day. 

(4) Fniit or fruit juice twice a day (one should b 
citrus). 

(5) Milk or cheese twice daily. 


He also adds the following calorie-wise lips fi 
staying within the calorie goal: 

Remove visible fat from meat. Broil, bake ■ 
roast it. Use natural juice instead of thickened gravie 

Cook vegetables without fat; flavor cookii 
water with herbs or bouillon. A small amount 
margarine (corn-oil type) may be used as seasoning 
only if the milk used during the day is fat-free. 


Green, yellow or red vegetables are preferr 
over starchy vegetables. 

Use low-calorie salad dressings, or plain lem 
or vinegar. 

Fruit desserts instead of pastry. 


To avoid "empty calories," sweeten with sug 
substitutes and use only sugar-free soft drinks. 

Eat meals at the same hour each day; allow 
consistent interval between meals. 

Little or no alcholic beverages. 

Those suffering from "grand obesity" (two 
three times their proper weight) should be provid 
with no less than 1,600 calories a day for women, 2,0 
for men. Overweight to that degree is the result 
prolonged high-calorie intake — often 3,000 to 4.5 
daily. "The very finding of this degree of obesi 
should serve immediate warning that the persi 
requires far more therapeutic measures."

The clergy of Newton have 
discovered that each servant of 
a congregation has more in 
common with his or her 
counterpart — be he of another 
faith or traidition — than he has 
at odds with him or her.

Municipal Election Tuesday 


At least half of Newton's 
52,000 registered voters are 
expected to go to the polls 
Tuesday to vote in the city's 
1973 municipal election. 

At stake is Newton's first 
four-year term for mayor, all 24 
seats on the Board of Aldermen 
and eight seats on the Newton 
School Committee. 

The mayor, aldermen-at- 
large in Wards 2, 4, 6, 7 and 8; 
ward aldermen in Wards 3, 4, 5, 
and 6; and School Committee 
members in Wards 2, 5, 6, and 7 
have opponents. Two School 
Committee members, Francis 
Frazier of Ward 1 and Richard 
Douglas of Ward 3 chose not to 
run for another term. 
Newcomers face each other in 
those two School Committee 


Incumbent Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann, finishing his first 
term, faces William Carmen, 
who has sought the office of 
mayor three times now. Car¬ 
men and Mann faced each other 
in the 1971 general election. 

Mann in last month's 
Preliminary Election got 6,937 
votes to Carmen's 5,493. Their 
totals represented respectively 
54 and 43 per cent of the total 
vote cast. 

Mann came out on top in five 
of the city’s eight wards, Wards 
4, 5, 6, 7 and 8. Carmen took 
Wards 1, 2 and 3 in the 
Preliminary. 

The challenger bent the in¬ 
cumbent mayor by a margin of 
600 votes in Ward 1 and the 
mayor, in turn, buried his op¬ 
ponent by a margin of more

than 1,000 votes in Ward 8. 

The third candidate, 
eliminated in the Preliminary, 
got a total of 339 votes. 

The October election was the 
city's first run-off and was 
mandated by the new City 
Charter. In prior years, any 
number of candidates could 
seek an office on the November 
ballot. 

The Preliminary narrowed all 
races down to two candidates 
per office. 

Voters in Newton elect, city¬ 
wide, 16 aldermen-at-large, all 
eight members of the School 
Committee and their individual 
ward alderman. 

Ward 1 Aldermen-at-large 
Robert Gaynor and Joseph 
McDonnell have no opposition 
in this election. 

In Ward 2, Alderman-at large 
Edward L. Richmond is the only 
incumbent on the ballot. Aid. 
Peter Harrington, elected a 
state representative last year, 
is not seeking reelection as an 
alderman. The three 
challengers for Alderman-at- 
large in Ward 2 are Terrence P. 
Morris, Barbara M. Schiller 
and Douglas J. Howard. 

Ward 3 Aldermen-at-large 
Robert Tennant and Matthew 
Jefferson are unopposed. 

Nicolo V. Nardone is the 
challenger in Ward 4. Incum¬ 
bent Aldermen-at-Large David 
W. Jackson and Louis Egelson 
are both seeking reelection. 


Aldermen-at-large Michael 
Antonellis and Sidney T. Small 
are also both seeking reelection 
in Ward.5 and face no 
challengers. Small, elected in 
1971 in Ward 6 moved to Ward 5 
earlier this year. Incumbent 
Lois Pines, now a state 
representative, is not seeking 
reelection as an alderman. 

The move opened up the race 
in Ward 6 and voters will choose 
between three people for the 
two at-large scaLs in that ward. 
Incumbent Michael Lipof and 
challengers Ethel Sheehan and 
Joan Saklad vie for the posts in 
this ward. 

Ward 7 has the full com¬ 
pliment of four candidates for 
the two at-large seats. 
Incumbent Jason Sacks 
reelection. The other three 
candidates are Mark A. White, 
Dominic J. Taglienti and 
Melvin Norris. 

Ward 8 incumbent Aldermen- 
at-large Eliot K. Cohen and 
Wendell Bauckman face a 
challenge from Inland White, 
Mark White's younger brother.

Ward 4 School Com¬ 
mitteeman Manuel Beckwith 
and Ward 8 School Com¬ 
mitteeman Alvin Mandell are 
unopposed this term. 

In Ward 1, newcomers David 
J. Mortimer Jr. and Henry 
Delicata vie for a seat on the 
School Committee and in Ward 
3 voters will chose between 
Gerard Byrne and John J. 
Keefe. 

Ward alderman Andrew 
Magni in Ward 1 runs unop¬ 
posed this year, as does the 
Ward alderman in Ward 2, 
Thomas Concannon. 

In Ward 3, incumbent

Mann said this week in a letter 
to Massachusetts senators. 

In urging Sens. Edward W.

Troy's Smart-Alecky Answers 
To Dwight Hurt His Own Cause 

Jerome L. Troy, who was striving to retain his status as judge 
during a hearing before the Governor’s Council, did not help his 
cause with his smart-alecky answers to questions put to him by 
Lieutenant Governor Donald Dwight. 

Troy’s replies to Dwight's inquiries ranged from flippant and 
sarcastic to insulting. That would hardly be expected from a man 
seeking to create the best possible Impression on the public. 

Judge Troy, of course, had a right to accuse Dwight of bias, 
but an observer could only wonder at the manner in which Troy 
worded his assertions. 

For example, Dwight asked Troy whether certain charges 
against him were of a criminal or civil nature. Troy responded: 
"The charges are clearly civil in nature, and if you have any 
question, inquire of your teleprompter behind you." (Troy was 
referring to a legislative legal aide who sat near Dwight during 
the hearing.) 

Troy also attacked Dwight's method of questioning him. "You 
tend to make statements instead of asking questions, and I find It 
difficult to respond to them,” Troy told Dwight “You are biased 
and prejudiced and are coloring the record." 

I-ater, as Troy seemingly was trying to avoid making a direct 
answer to a question put to him, Dwight requested him to speak to 
the issue. “You're interrupting me,” Troy declared. "Whenever 
I’m making a point, you interrupt me, and I think your in¬ 
terrupting me shows your bias." 

Richardson May Return Home 
To Run For Office Next Year 

Elliot L Richardson is expected to come back to 
Massachusetts next year and start strengthening his political 
fences in preparation for a bid for either the Presidency or the U. 
S. Senate in 1976. 

Richardson, who went out of the Nixon Cabinet with his head 
high and his banners flying, has a few political options open to 
him, but not many. 

He could challenge Governor Francis W. Sargent in the GOP 
primary and quite likely defeat him because of the growing public 
dissatisfaction with Sarge's performance. 

But the Republican gubernatorial nomination would be 
virtually worthless after such a battle w ithin the party. 

Ironically, Richardson helped to save Sargent from defeat at 
the 1966 Republican State Convention. 

John A. Volpe, then Governor, had bestowed his political 
blessing on Sargent in the latter's quest for the Republican 
nomination for Lieutenant Governor. 

However, Representative Francis W. Hatch of Beverly, now 
the Republican leader of the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives, a position in which Sargent placed him three 
years ago, made a surprisingly strong fight against Sargent at the 
GOP convention. 

Volpe culled for help from Richardson, who was attempting to 
remain neutral in the Sargent-Hatch clash, and Richardson 
moved his large uud energetic orguuirutiou into the contest 
behind Sargent. 

That turned the tide. Sargent won the nomination which was 
to prove a stepping stone to the Governorship when Volpe left 
Beacon Hill to become Secretary of Transportation. 

Richardson and Sargent are distant cousins, but they never 
have been close politically. 

Wliat Richardson could do if he desires to hold elective office 


in 1975 and 1976 would be to seek the Republican nomination for 
Attorney General in Massachusetts next year. 

Attorney General Robert Quinn is giving up the office to run 
for Governor, and the post Richardson relinquished when he left 
Beacon Hill to become Assistant Secretary of State at the start of 
Nixon’s first term will be up for grabs. 

It would he a step down for Richardson to become the Bay 
State's Attorney General after serving as U. S. Attorney General, 
Secretary of Defense and Secretary of HEW. But It would give 
him a base of political operations If that is w hat he wants. 

Richardson sold his Brookline home after accepting a position 
in the Nixon Cabinet. But tliat should not pose any major problem 
for him. 

He is an Independently wealthy man who did not have to 
worry about how he would support his family when President 
Nixon Instructed him to fire Archibald Cox. 

Richardson was able to submit his resignation rather than 
sacrifice his principles and then go out jogging with his dogs and 
an easy mind the next morning. 

His problem will be to keep himself and his name before the 
public after the present furor over the Watergate tapes, the firing 
of Cox and his own resignation subsides. 

Richardson stapes up now as a potent candidate for the 1976 
Republican Presidential nomination. If he fails in that effort, he 
could seek Ted Kennedy's seat in the Senate if Ted is the 
Democratic nominee for President or even challenge Ted if he 
runs again for the Senate. 

It would be to Richardson's advantage to hold public office as 
he prepares to do one of those things, and the Massachusetts 
Attorney Generalship may be the answer. 

Rep. Sacco Says New Prison 
Rules Are “Height Of Folly" 

Representative George L. Sacco of Medford, who probably 
will be the Democratic nominee for Attorney General next year, 
has warned Governor Sargent that escalating tensions and 
relaxed precautions at the Walpole State Prison may soon plunge 
that institution into new chaos. 

Sacco criticized recent changes in regulations at the 
maximum security prison as the "height of folly." He blasted a 
decision by new state corrections officials to suspend the rule 
requiring that all visitors to Walpole be searched for contraband 
and weapons. The new system provides that visitors may be 
searched only upon "probable cause." 

The Medford law-maker also pointed out that a full-range of 
privileges for the prisoners has been restored, Including ad¬ 
ditional visits, children's visits, lawn visits, canteen and yard 
privileges and the reopening of vocational shops. 

Sacco asserts that the discontinuance of the searches lias 
resulted in a sharp increase in the weapons and contraband taken 
into the prison by visitors. He adds that the new privileges have 
not produced greater cooperation by the inmates whose response, 
he declares, has been the slaying of two more prisoners, two more 
escapes and a continuing series of mounting demands. 

"Under these circumstances, the Superintendent’s suspen¬ 
sion of visitor searches would appear to be the height of folly with 
potentially disastrous consequences," Sacco informed the 
Governor as he urged the immediate reinstitution of visitor 
searches at the highly explosive prison. 

Harrington And Bartley Fill 
Thankless Roles As Leaders 

A lot of tuird work, drudgery and headaches are involved in 
presiding over the Massachusetts House of Representatives and 
State Senate. 

State Senate President Kevin Harrington and House Speaker 


David M. Bartley have done exceptional jobs in. their respective 
postsand have combined to improve the image of the Legislature 
to a substantial extent. 

Their tasks are usually demanding, thankless ones, and there 
are times when both Harrington and Bartley must ponder the 
possibility of moving into positions which pay more money and 
provide fewer worries and heartaches. 

Rumors were circulated recently that the hard-working, 
serious-minded Harrington might resign from the Senate to ac¬ 
cept a position as a professional educator, a field in which 
Harrington is recognized as an expert Beacon Hill would have 
lost an exceptionally capable public leader if that had happened. 

But the latest word from the State House is that the towering 
Harrington, once a great college basketball player, has decided to 
continue as Senate president and not shift to any other position. 

That is regarded as good news by most experienced Beacon 
Hill observers. The Massachusetts Senate never has tad a more 
conscientious member than Kevin Harrington. 

Tapes Could Destroy Nixon 
Or Restore Confidence In Him 

For the present, at least, there seems no real likelihood of any 
serious impeachment proceedings against President Nixon as a 
result of his decision to release the Watergate tapes in their en¬ 
tirety. 

In fact, there is real doubt that a majority of the members of 
Congress would have had the stomach to plunge the United States 
into the great crisis which would have developed from the 
President's impeachment if he had held to his Intention to 
surrender only relevant portions of the tapes or to his original 
insistence that he wouldn't give them up at alL 

But political observers can only wonder how long it will be 
before Nixon heads into another crisis which will shake the nation 
during this stormy first year of his second term In office. 

There does seem to be some basis for the theory that 
President Nixon was primarily interested in getting Special 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox out of his hair even at the expense of 
having two outstanding men such as former U. S. Attorney 
General Elliot L. Richardson and his deputy, William D. 
Ruckelshaus, go over the side. 

The next big question is what the much argued-over tapes will 
disclose, particularly as to any advance knowledge by President 
Nixon of the Watergate break-in or any subsequent participation 
by him in the attempted cover-up. They certainly should show 
whether Richard Nixon or John Dean has told the truth. They 
could destroy Nixon or restore public confidence in him. 

Law Change Seen To Mark 
Armistice Day On Nov. 11 

Monday of last week may have been the last time we 
celebrated Veterans' Day on the fourth Monday in October. Next 
year we may be observing Armistice Day instead on Monday, 
Nov. 11. 

A strong sentiment exists among veteran organizations for 
going back to the old Nov. 11 date, regardless of the day of the 
week on which it falls. 

Veterans complain that there is little significance to the 
celebration on the fourth Monday in October. 

Members of the Massachusetts delegation in Congress also 
report that a move probably will be made to restore daylight 
saving on a 12-inonths-a-year basis if there is a shortage of 
heating oil this winter. 

Daylight saving is now discontinued the last Sunday morning 
in October because of the farmers, but Bay State Congressmen 
point out that the farmers managed with two hours of daylight 
saving for conservation purposes during World War 2. _ 
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A Difficult Job Wei! Done'

An elected official who does 
an honest, credible Job for his 
constituents is hard to find at 
any level of government today. 
And when we are fortunate 
enough to elect such a man, we 
must watch him at election time 
as he tries to repell the rumors 
and misinformation circulated 
by someone who has decided 
that he wants that job.

The crime rate, 
like the tax rate has decreased, 
and every citizen can contact 
the police in an emergency by- 
using the newly installed police 
call boxes throughout the city. 


The young, the old and the 
needy all have a place to go to 
for help since the mayor 
established the new department 
of human resources. 

I must sound as if I'm giving a 
speech, but if the mayor was 
doing such an excellent Job in 
private industry, he would get a 
raise and a promotion. Instead, 
he must constantly defend his 
accomplishments to anyone 
who chooses to attack them. 

I wouldn't change our ad¬ 
versary election process, I just 
think that once in a while we 
should stop and say, "thank 
you" for a difficult job well 
done. And I am sure that on 
November 6th, the people of 
Newton, by their vote, will also 
say "thank you" to Mayor Ted 
Mann.

School Department May Need 
$500,000 More For North High 


A controversy over the 
relative worth of the monthly 
status report of the Newton 
Public Schools’ Support Ser¬ 
vices Division led to the 
revelation that the city may 
need as much as $500,000 to 
complete the New North High 
School. 

Labeling the document a 
"non-report,” committee 
member Richard M. Douglas of 
Ward 3 objected "tp a pattern 
all too familiar by which 
problems are not brought to our 
attention." 

"I am desperately trying to 
get factual reports that advise 
the School Committee of 
existing problems," stated 
Douglas. 

School Committee Chariinan 
Manuel Beckwith of Ward 4 
joined Douglas and instructed 
the school administration to 
"communicate the committee's 
exasperation" to John 
Gilleland, director of Support 
Services. Gilleland was on 
vacation and missed the 
meeting.

"This report isn't even bare 
bones. It is less than bare 
bones," explained Beckwith. 

Several other committee 
members agreed verbally with 
Douglas, but indicated they 
would let his remarks stand as 
their own opinion of the con¬ 
troversial report. 

Douglas took special issue 
with the first item of the report 
with dealt with the status of 
construction and equipment 
purchasing at the New North 
High School. 

In that portion of the report, 
the School Committee was 
informed that the "various 
(equipment) requests and 
needs will be tabulated, staff 
recommendations on priorities 
noted for review and ap¬ 
propriate budget action taken. 

"Some examples," continued 
the report, "are library air 
conditioning and asbestos 
shielding." 

It was the last sentence that 
raised the wrath of Douglas who 
stated that "some is not 
enough." 

According to Douglas, the 
report was written on Oct. 19, 
and since that time, he and his 
colleagues have been deluged 
with complaints about the 
heating and cooling systems at 
the new school. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink then offered the 
School Committee what he 
termed "a rough detailed 


report" of monies already spent 
on equipment purchases and 
equipment still to be ordered. 

In doing so, Fink raised the 
possibility of an additional 
$500,000 needed, over and 
above already approved 
monies, to completely equip the 
still to be finished, but occupied, 
building. 

"Of the total money ap¬ 
proved," Fink explained, 
"$424,361 has already been 
spoken for.” 

"The school department thus 
has a balance of approximately 
$75,639 to finish equipping the 
high school," he continued. 

"However," Fink added, "we 
estimate that to complete un¬ 
met needs for public spaces in 
the building we will have to 
come up with $202,483.53." 

Additional equipment 
requests for the rest of the high 
sshool including the technical 
vocational areas raises the 
needed amount to $477,628. 

“That’s what happens to an 
$18 million building with only an 
appropriation of $500,000 for 
equipment," Fink explained to 
the School Committee. 

Douglas added that the 
possibility of an additional 
$500,000 to complete the 
building did not represent "a 
failure or forsight on anyone's 
part, but a denial of our original 
request." 

"An appropriation of $1 
million is normal for a building 


Conservators Begin 
Norumbega Talks 


The Newton Conservation 
Commission will meet on 
Wednesday, Nov. 7, at 8 p.m. in 
Room 220, City Hall, for an 
exchange of information and 
ideas with Frederick Fish of 
Kanavos Enterprises con¬ 
cerning the remainder of 
Norumbega Park bordering the 
I.akes Section of the Charles 
River in Auburndale. 

Exploration and review of 
past and current attitudes 
relative to the Norumbega land 
are part of the Commission’s 
objective to complete the 
Charles River portion of its 
open space plan by the summer 
of 1974. 

With a grant from the Ford 
Foundation and matching 


money appropriated by the 
Board of Aldermen, the Con¬ 
servation Commission and the 
Planning Department have 
engaged a professional planner, 
William D. Giezentanner, to 
provide the technical assistance 
for detailed preparation of the 
Charles River frontage and 
pathway plan. 

The Waltham Conservation 
Commission has also received a 
Ford Foundation grant to plan a 
Charles River recreation 
system. The landscape ar¬ 
chitecture consultants, John 
Wacker and Associates, have 
been hired to do the Waltham 
work. 

Meetings of the Conservation 
Commission are open to the 
public. 


of that size and cost," Fink 
explained in obvious reference 
to the School Committee’s 
original request. 

"I have instructed the high 
school principal to provide us 
with a breakdown of equipment 
needs so we can provide for 
them In next year’s budget," 
Fink added. 

Public Buildings Com¬ 
missioner Emil G. Larson then 
addressed himself to Douglas' 
original objection to the Support 
Services report. 

“If you would like," tarson 
asked, "I will elaborate” on the 
status of construction at the new 
school. 

According to Larson, the 
heating system was finally 
installed properly over this past 
weekend, all fire alarm boxes 
are being replaced with more 
difficult to tamper with devices, 
and the library air conditioning 
problem will be solved between 
now and next spring. 

The heating problem was the 
result of improperly calibrated 
valves which were overriding 
the thermostats throughout the 
building, and they have all been 
recalibrated, according to 
Larson. 

"We are," he continued, "on a 
skakedown cruise and have to 
expect some problems." 

“It will take three full days of 
below 40-degree weather to 
produce a final check on the 
heating system," he told the 
School Committee. 

"The fire alarm boxes are 
being replaced by devices 
which contain glass shields over 
the activating arms and the cost 
will be borne by the city 
because they were not in the 
original specifications," Larson 
explained. 

At this point Ward 8 com¬ 
mittee member Alvin Mandell 
added, "this makes one 
question the forsightedness of 


people who developed the 
specifications." 

I .arson also told the School 
Committee that the air con¬ 
ditioning problem in the library 
would be solved with the in¬ 
troduction of a $10,000 cooling 
coil, another item not included 
in the original specifications 
and therefore paid for by the 
city. 

In other unrelated action, 
Ward 7 committee member 
Dorothy Reichard presented an 
intermim report on the bus 
transportation problems con¬ 
fronting the school department 
and won approval for her 
motion to extend the period of 
free bus service until Jan. 31. 

"We just did not have enough 
time to complete a thorough 
report, and the complexities of 
the situation demands more 
study," Mrs. Reichard told the 
School Committee. 

The City Engineering 
Department is currently 
drawing up new maps to 
delineate limits and these will 
eventually be used by Dr. 
Vincent Silluzio of the schools’ 
Research Division to determine 
paying and non-paying students 
for the bus service. 

The School Committee also 
voted to request approval from 
the Board of Aldermen and the 
Mayor for an exchange of 
parcels of land with the 
Recreation Department at the 
site of the Davis School on 
Waltham St. in West Newton. 

The proposed swap would 
facilitate renovation at the 
school. The School Committee 
would transfer 16,000 square 
feet of its land for 15,000 square 
feet of recreation land. 

The change would allow 
construction of a school addition 
and a parking lot while the 
School Committee would be 
responsible for relocating a 
baseball diamond.

Barring another set of un- 
forsecn events, the Chestnut 
Hill Towers and the Newton 
Community Development 
Foundation will have completed 
and signed an agreement for the 
provision of low-income housing 
in time for a vote by the Board 
of Aldermen next Monday (Nov. 
5) on the Towers' request for 
extension of permissive use. 

The Towers, a luxury con¬ 
dominium complex of 428 units 
to be constructed in Chestnut 
Hill, was found to have been 
operating without permission 
since 1971, when the 1966 per¬ 
missive use granted by the 
board expired, and in Sep¬ 
tember was ordered to stop 
work on the site. 

In its efforts to have the 
permissive use extended, the 
Towers offered to participate in 
conjunction with the Newton 
Community Development 
Foundation (NCDF), in the 
provision of 50 units of housing 
on a parcel of land adjoining the 
Towers property and owned by

NCDF — the so-called Hamlet 
St. site. 

Twenty of the housing units 
were to have been offered to the 
Newton Housing Authority for 
its subsidized leased housing 
program for low-income 
families.

As this proposal neared final 
agreement by the Towers and 
NCDF, Towers developer

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St., West Newton, or to give the 
Newton Housing Authority 
$150,000 to help it build its own 
housing. 

Goodman repeatedly said at 
Tuesday night's meeting that he 
does not want to deal with any 
private enterprise, that he 
would rather pay $150,000 and 
not be involved In building any 
housing. 

The Hamlet St. site, ac¬ 
cording to Goodman, is un- 
buildable because of terrain 
problems. 

Goodman said less than 80 
units on Hamlet St. would be 
unfeasible economically. 

Several aldermen have 
wanted to attach a written 
condition to the extension of 
permissive use that would 
guarantee compliance with 
whatever agreement was 
arrived at, but Goodman said 
that any such condition would 
■‘kill" the $30 million financing 
arrangement he had with a 
Philadelphia bank. 

The financing was due to 
expire on Oct. 31, but Goodman 
managed to obtain an extension 
until Nov. 15 in order to give the 
Board of Aldermen time in 
which to act on the extension. 
The new agreement presented 
to the Land Use Committee this 
week offers three alternatives. 
First is the setting up of a 
limited partnership with NCDF 
that would give NCDF full 
control of the design, con¬ 
struction and operation of 50 
units of housing. 

The Towers would pay NCDF 
a total of $150,000, $37,500 after 
the Towers permissive use 
extension is granted and 
$112,500 when NCDF suc¬ 
cessfully obtains financing for 
construction from the 
Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency. 

An alternative, if NCDF Is not 
able to obtain financing com¬ 
mitment within 18 months or 
has not started construction 
within 24 months, the Towers 
would advance $150,000 to assist 
in construction of 50 units of 
housing on Rowe St., 20 of which 
would be for low-income 
families and administered by 
the Housing Authority. 

The Rowe St. housing would 
be built by DiCarlo.

The last alternative, if the 
first two fail, is that the Towers 
Trust would pay $125,000 (or 
$150,000 if no advance has been 
paid to NCDF) to the Newton 
Housing Authority. 

Some points in the most 
recent agreement remain to be 
smoothed out even after the six- 
hour Land Use Committee 
meeting this week, but most 
members expect that on 
Monday night a signed 
agreement will be presented. 

The outlook on the final vote is 
cloudy. Alderman Joseph

Sniff! ! II appears that this 
could be a banner year for that 
annual pest wo know as the flu. 
The Slate Department of Public 
Health tells us that effects from 
two strains of influenza will 
probably reach epidemic 
proportions this winter. 

The London strain of 
Influenza A first made its ap¬ 
pearance in Massachusetts last 
winter. It continues this year 
anti will strike particularly 
those communities which were 
either spared or had a relatively 
small incidence of this disease 
last year. A new Hong Kong 
strain of Influenza B most likely 
will make an appearance in 
Massachusetts this winter after 
about three years of absence. 

Flu seems to come on sud¬ 
denly, but actually takes one to 
three days to develop. The 
inhaled virus invades both 
upper and lower respiratory 
tracts. Common discomforts 
include headache, muscular 
pains and lack of appetite. Other 
irritations are puffy and bur¬ 


ning eyes, blocked hearing, dry 
cough, sore throat, nausea and 
fever. Temperature goes up 
quickly during the first day . . . 
usually to 101 or 102. Then it 
reaches a peak probably not 
higher than 103. The fever lasts 
from three to seven days. 

Decrease in the fever may 
usher in more nose stuffiness, 
worsened cough, and perhaps 
some pus in the discharges from 
nose and throat. From that 
point on, recovery is swift, 
though fatigue and a loose 
cough for a few weeks is 
common. 

For most people, doctors say 
to stay in lied as long as the 
sickness is severe . . . and 
probably for two days after the 
fever is gone. The temperature 
of the room should be moderate 
and the humidity should be kept 
high. Flu sufferers with a high 
fever should take a lot of fluids 
and perhaps something like 
aspirin to ease the pain and 
bring down the temperature. Of

can prescribe the best course of 
action. 

Vaccination each year is the 
only satisfactory way to prevent 
or control flu. Immune or an¬ 
tigenic shifts and changes in 
structure of the virus render 
past vaccines useless. This 
leaves large population groups 
susceptible to infection even 
though they were vaccinated 
previously. 

This year’s influenza vaccine 
is approximately 60 to 70 per 
cent effective in preventing an 
attack of the disease. However, 
should one develop flu after 
receiving the vaccine, the 
disease is likely to be milder. 
Total immunization Includes 
two subcutaneous injections 
about two to four weeks apart. 
The flu will strike in this area 
around Thanksgiving, so 
vaccinations should be 
scheduled for completion by 
mid-November. 

Flu lowers body resistance. 
Yet, children and healthy adults 
who follow their doctor’s advice 
i almost always experience an 
uneventful recovery with only 
minor after-effects, and do not 
necessarily need the vaccine. 
Uncomplicated influenza 
practically never kills but often 
paves the way for respiratory 
invasion by other organisms. 
This most common com¬ 
plication is pneumonia. 

Most important, the flu tends 
to have a snowballing effect on 
people already suffering from 
chronic disease. One disease 
leads to decreased bodj 
resistance leading to anoi 
disease. Risks for this grojpriare 
quite high. 

Gustave A. Lauryffi, M.D., 


president of the Massachusetts 
Thoracic Society, advises "total 
immunization against flu each 
year for the following groups: 

A. People of all ages who have 
chronic debilitating conditions 
such as emphysema, broncho¬ 
pulmonary disease, ar¬ 
teriosclerotic and hypertensive 
heart disease, congenital and 
rheumatic disease, and 
tuberculosis. 

B. Persons with diabetes and 
other chronic metabolic 
disorders such as renal in¬ 
sufficiency. 

C. Pregnant women. 

Anyone above the age of 50 

years. 

E. Those who provide 
essential community services. 

Again, the family physician 
can best decide if you should get 
tiie vaccine." 

Influenza vaccine Ls produced 
in chick embryo and should not 
be given to those who react 
allergically to eggs or egg 
products.

“provided reasonable means could be worked 
out that would satisfy both the needs and 
interests of the communities involved.

Impeachment Resolution 


A resolution urging the Massachusetts congressional 
delegation to work for the impeachment of President 
N'Lxon and another asking its support of an appointment of 
an independent special prosecutor were passed this week 
by the aldermanic Legislation and Rules Committee. 

The firsl offered at last week's meeting of the full 
Board of Aldermen by Aid. Richard McGrath, failed to 
obtain a vote to suspend the rules and was thus referred to 
the L&R Committee. 

In discussion this week, Aid. Louis Egelson advocated 
the amendment of McGrath’s resolution to delete the 
alternative of resignation of the PresidenL 

McGrath's resolution states, "Whereas, the actions of 
President Nixon have developed a crisis in the govern¬ 
ment which is unprecedented of the history of the United. 
States... 

"Whereas, the actions of President Nixon indicate 
that he is not able to ease the crisis but is persisting on a 
course that seemingly can only result in disaster for the 
government of the United States... 

"Be it resolved that wc the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Newton, reluctantly but urgently ask the 
Massachusetts delegation to the Congress of the United 
States to initiate and-or fully cooperate with the efforts 
w hich will result in the impeachment of President Nixon.” 

The original resolution was signed by 13 aldermen. 

The second resolution, composed at the I&R Com¬ 
mittee meeting, calls for the congressional delegation to 
support action "favoring the appointment of a special 
prosecutor for the Watergate grand juries, independent of 
the Executive branch, and that said prosecutor be so 
empowered with statutory authority to pursue this in¬ 
vestigation freely and in lawful manner." 

Another resolution, proposed several months ago by 
Aid. Robert Tennanl which would "give praise to those 
who labored to find the key to this new era of peace, honor, 
and hope," was denied 5-2 by the committee. 

AU items will be voted on at the Nov. 5 meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen.

Mad About Hats 

Hats are back. 

The current vogue of shorter, less teased hair has 
prompted the return of no-nonsense hats. Long a favorite, 
the fur kind that is so flattering is reappearing in both fake 
as well as the "real thing.’’ Everything from fun hats to 
elegant satin turbans will protect ears and scalp from icy 
winds this winter. 

Of course if you knit, you can whip up a pull-down 
head-hugger while watching your favorite television 
show. And if you happen to have two skeins of Bernat 
Berella Dreamspun (or a similar type yarn), a pair each 
of straight knitting needles Nos. 5 and 7 (or any size 
needles that will give the stitch guage given below Basic 
Rules) you might want to knit the following attractive 
head-hugger. But first, some basic knitting rules, cour¬ 
tesy Bernat Yarn: 



BASIC RULES 

Stitch Gauge 

The term "Stitch Gauge” is the most important part 
of all knitting directions, since the sizing of any knitted 
garment is planned on this gauge. You MUST work to the 
gauge which is given or your finished work will not be the 
size indicated in the directions. 

Stockinette Stitch 

K1 row, P1 row alternately when working on straight 
needles. When working round and round on a circular 
needle or double point needles, knit every round.

Kitchen Counter Ruth Lenson 


A recent letter from a reader bemoaned 
the fact that her raised coffee cakes came out 
like "lead" and that though she is married for 
nine years and is an excellent cook, she can’t 
bake as she would like to, was "desperate" 
and would love to master the art of baking 
with yeast 


Cheer up! If you’re patient, willing to 
follow simple directions, there is truly no 
reason at all why you can't produce golden 
loaves of bread and magnificent coffee cakes. 
If you are one of those who has never ex¬ 
perimented with yeast baking, an exciting 
experience is in store for you. You will not 
only save on the family budget, you'll also 
enjoy one of the finest taste treats the world 
has to offer. 


If you have an electric mixer, you can use 
it for beating in the first part of the flour (a 
spoon and strong arm can also do the job). 
Gone is the tricky step of dissolving active dry 
yeast in water; now yeast is added with the 
dry ingredients. Following are some typical 
questions and their answers: 


QUESTION: Why are all yeast baking 
recipes vague regarding the measurements 
of flour? 


ANSWER: A flour “range" is 
rather than an exact amount because 
perature and humidity affect flour*ff ab¬ 
sorption of other ingredients, 
amount recommended and juSke additions 
gradually. 


QUESTION:

do I know when I've 
i make a “soft” dough? 


ANSWER: You’ve added enough flour 
when the dough pulls away from the bottom 
and sides of the bowl. Adding too much flour 
results in a heavy baked product. 


QUESTION: Kneading is a problem. How- 
do I knead and when do I stop kneading? 


ANSWER: Kneading is the energetic step 
that changes the dough from a soft, sticky 
mass into a satiny smooth, non-sticky, elastic 
ball. Stop kneading when the dough is at this 
stage—you will also see little blisters on the 
surface. Proper kneading technique consists 
of a "fold-push-turn" action. Form the dough 
into a round ball; use your fingers to fold half 
tlie dough toward you; then using the heels of 
your hands, push the folded dough away from 
you with a rolling motion. Give the dough a 
one-quarter turn on the board and repeat the 
folding and pushing. Kneading usually takes 
5-10 minutes. As you knead, add only enough 
flour to keep the dough from 
board and your hands. KmjftiWIfffily but do

Another organization cookbook arrived, and it’s a 
beauty! Compiled by the Easton Historical Society of 
Easton, Massachusetts and sent by Mr. Kenneth C. 
Barnes, Brighton, thecookbook is dedicated to Anna C. 
Ray Ames, born in Nantucket, 1840. In 1860 she married 
Oliver Ames 2nd who became the 35th Governor of 
Massachusetts. Some of her recipes are included, in her 
own handwriting, from her original cookbook started by 
her as a bride in 1860. Here is a sampling from the cook¬ 
book: 


SESAME SHRIMP 
Vi cup peanut oil 
3 tablespoons lemon juice 
3 tablespoons soy sauce 
1 tablespoon honey 
Vi teaspoon ground ginger 
1 large clove garlic, crushed 

1 pound uncooked jumbo shrimp, shelled and

One-third cup toasted sesame seed 
Combine 2 tablespoons peanut oil, lemon juice, soy 
sauce, honey, ginger and garlic. Mix well. Stir in shrimp. 
Cover and refrigerate for 2 hours, stirring once or twice. 
Heat remaining 2 tablespoons oil in a skillet over 
moderate heat. Fry shrimp D4 to 2 minutes on each side, 
or until done. Dip each shrimp in toasted sesame seed, 
lightly coating each side. Place on heated serving platter. 
Serve hot. Serves 4-5.

Q. The new safety tops on

A. Ten product categories 
have been ordered to provide 
safety closures. The ten were 
selected as the ones most 
frequently the cause of ac¬ 
cidental poisoning of young 
children. These ten include all 
prescription drugs, with few 
minor exceptions, as well as a 
wide variety of toxic substances 
commonly found in the house. 

Q. Are any provisions made 
for product safety legislation on 
the state and local levels? 

A. One of the functions of the 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission is to provide for 
state legislatures "model bills", 
concerning product safety 
regulations. A good example of 
this was the Safety Glazing 
legislation recently passed in 
Massachusetts, Connecticut 
and Rhode Island. This brings 
to 26 the number of states that 
have passed the new 
regulations on both patio, doors 
and tub and shower enclosures. 

Q. Among my father’s last 
effects was a certificate for 100 
shares of Delta Prime Con¬ 
struction Inc., a Delaware 
corporation, dated January 6, 


1923. Does this stock have any 
value? 

A. The Security Exchange 
Commission recommends you 
contact the Secretary of State 
of Delaware as to the status of 
this corporation. There is a 
series of publications available 
called Fisher's Defunct Cor¬ 
porations that might have 
pertinent information. We know 
there is a copy in the Kirstein 
Library, 20 City Hall Annex, 
Boston. 

(} Docs the Coast Guard 
conduct public boating 
education courses? 

A. Yes. the Boating Safety 
Division of the First Coast 
Guard District says that the 
Coast Guard Auxiliary conducts 
free public education boating 
courses each fall and spring. In 
Boston, call 223-3607. 

Q. I'm a small suburban 
businessman who is solicited 
frequently for ads in 
newspapers and police-fire 
association journals I never 
heard of. I want to do the right 
thing but how can I be sure? 

A. Ask the solicitor if he has 
approval of the Better Business 
Bureau and the Board of Trade, 
then check yourself. In the 
Boston area recently, ads were 
"lifted" from a legitimate 
Police Association's annual 
edition and mailed to the firms 
with the note, "Enclosed is 
suggested copy for publication 
in the official Police Journal.” 
The second "publication" was a 
phoney. 

Q. How can a guy enjoy the 
role of a consumer when ho 
hasn't even got a job? I just got 
out of the Army after serving 
two years in the Medical Corps. 
Any advice? 

A. Check your states MEDIH- 
C program — Medical 
Experience Directed Into 
Health Careers. They'll help 
you on job prospects as well as 
training and educational op¬ 
portunities available to you. In 
Massachusetts: George T.

The fire which destroyed over 
18 blocks in Chelsea and which 
left at least 1,000 people 
homeless is rightly considered a 
disaster of major proportions. 
Such a disaster puts the ability 
and effectiveness of relief 
agencies to a most severe test. 
On the speed and type of 
response hong the lives and 
well-being of people faced with 
overwhelming tragedy. 

The Chelsea fire broke out a 
little before 4 p.m. on Sunday. 
October 14. By midnight, ac¬ 
cording to Major William 
Ilulteen, Chelsea Salvation 
Army head, an estimated 675 
gallons of coffee, 200 gallons of

soup. 5,000 sandwiches, and 200 
dozen donuts had been served 
by The Salvation Army through 
the Chelsea headquarters and 
seven mobile canteens. 

This was Just the beginning. 
The Chelsea Corps Community 
Center, at the corner of Fifth 
and Chestnut streets, Isas been a 
ronstant beehive of activity 
ever since. No one has stopped 
working; the door has never 
been locked; the telephone 
never stops ringing. Open 24 
hours each day for the duration 


of the present emergency, 
every effort will be made to 
serve every need of every 
person, according to Major 
Hulteen. 

Appeals broadcast over 
Massachusetts radio and 
television stations and printed 
In newspapers brought an 
immediate response from a 
shocked public. Contributions 
from corporate giants sending 
truckloads of food and clothing 
were nearly overshadowed by 
literally thousands of ordinary 


men and women bringing a 
shopping bag or box loaded with 
as much as—or possibly more 
than—they could spare. 

Salvation Army state-wide 
resources, under the direction 
of Major Ppul Thompson, 
divisional secretary, were 
thrown into the battle. Per¬ 
sonnel and vehicles from across 
the state were put on the scene. 
Volunteers, officers, and em¬ 
ployees worked side-by-side, 
packing groceries, making 
sandwiches and serving coffee. 


Open around the clock, the state 
headquarters located at 147 
Rerkeley street, is the nerve 
center for a massive relief 
operation which is expected to 
continue for many days to 
come. 

Maj. Thompson, speaking for 
The Salvation Army—in 
Chelsea and throughout the 
state—noted that although the 
fire may be out, the emergency 
is not yet over. Many long hard 
hours of work must yet pass 
before all the families are 


resettled In a new home, re- ^ 
supplied with food, clothing, 
furniture—ready to start over 
again. "The response from the 
community," Maj. Thompson 
notes, "has been truly heart¬ 
warming. It is good to know how- 
many people are really in¬ 
terested and concerned over the 
welfare of their fellow men. And 
it is good to know Hint we can 
rely on the support of the people 
of Massachusetts to help The 
Salvation Army get the job 
done."

Guzzi Upholds 
School Freedom

REGIONALIZED SERVICES: Solid 
waste; "mutal aid assistance by Fire and 
Police departments is a form of 
regionalization in which the autonomy of 
Newton is protected." 

FISCAL AUTONOMY: No. "Savings may 
be realized by careful scrutiny of other school 
related expenses not contained in the annual 
operating budgets." 

REDEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY: 
Recent changes in NRA eased relations 
between it and neighborhood. “Use of local 
advisory units can assure a minimum of 
friction."

Newton) spoke recently before 
the ninth Annual Joint Con¬ 
ference of Massachusetts 
Association of School Com¬ 
mittees and School Superin¬ 
tendents in Hyannis. 

Rep. Guzzi, a member of the 
Committee on Education, ex¬ 
pressed concern over the threat 
to fiscal autonomy of local 
school committees especially 
due to an initiative petition 
drive by the so-called "10 Men 
of Massachusetts.” 

Rep. Guzzi pointed out "the 
real issue is tax reform. Casts in 
every municipal sector are 
growing enormously. The 
solution lies in finding suitable 


alternatives to the property tax 
as the basis for raising 
municipal revenue. 

"At a time when cutbacks in 
Federal education dollars are 
being made by an ad¬ 
ministration which has shown 
an obvious unwillingness to 
support critical programs af¬ 
fecting our children, we must 
implement the recom¬ 
mendations of the Master Tax 
Plan Commission to «hift 
reliance away from the local 
property tax." Guzzi said. 

Rep. Guzzi also said "The 
proposed initiative petition 
drive is an excellent op¬ 
portunity fur those legitimately 
concerned with education to 


take the issue of fiscal 
autonomy to the people in every 
community in the State." 

"However, to shift the 
decision making process to 
another group of local govern¬ 
ment officials because the costs 
of education are soaring avoids 
the real issue. Ixjcal school 
committees are elected by the 
people and are directly 
responsible to them for control 
over the schools," he added. 

Rep. Guzzi concluded by 
pointing out “we must 
recognize, however, that fiscal 
autonomy is not the solution to 
the state fiscal crisis. We must 
work to solve this problem 
through legitimate tax reform.”

About 32,000 pesticide | 
products, made from one ori 
more of about 900 chemical 1 
compounds, are registered with 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

Residues from these in¬ 
secticides, herbicides, plant 
growth regulators, roden- 
ticides, bactericides, and 
fungicides appear regularly in 
our food. 

In addition, thousands of 
other chemicals are added 
intentionally to our food, in the 
form of presevatives, food 
coloring, sweetners, thickening 
agents, artificial flavoring, 
synthetic emulsifiers, the 
growth hormones and an¬ 
tibiotics fed to animals, etc. 

And some of the best parts of 
the food such as the nutritious 
portion of the whole grains, are 
frequently processed out. 

Although various' government 
agencies monitor additives or 
residues and set legal tolerance 
limits, no one evaluates all the 
chemical accumulation or 
knows how all these chemicals, 
working together, may affect us 
over a lifetime. 

Trying to feed a family 
nourishing food without an 
overdose of unknown chemicals 
is complicated enough to drive a 
housewife to total frustration. 

Having wandered through 
several complicated, and 
sometimes contradictory ar¬ 
ticles and books on such sub¬ 
jects, I' recommend a very 
brief, sensible leaflet just 
published by Concern, Inc., as 
the simplest . guide to 
minimizing the family’s intake 
of the “chemical feast." 

It is impossible for any 
American to exist without 
eating strange chemicals along 
with the food, but by avoiding 
certain foods and highly suspect 
chemicals, and by eating 
natural, unprocessed foods one 
can lessen the dangers. 

Two changes now being 
proposed would help the 
housewife greatly in choosing 
food wisely. One is complete 
ingredient labeling, not now 
required by law in such com¬ 
mon foods as bread, ice cream, 
jam, mayonnaise, soft drinks, 
hot dogs, etc. At present, even if 
lists of ingredients are given on 
these items, the lists do not have 
to be complete... and naturally 
a food manufacturer is tempted 
to list only those which make 
the product seem attractive. 

Regulations to increase the 
responsibility and effectiveness 
of the Food and Drug 
Administration in monitoring 
the safety of our food supply are 
also being coasidered at the 
present time. Concern says, 
here is no need for a national 
food policy, coordinated bet¬ 
ween the Food and Drug 
Administration, the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education, and 
Welfare, the Department of 
Agriculture, the Federal Trade 
Commission and the Eviron- 
inental Protection Agency—a 
policy which will deal with 
present and future human 
health as it relates to the safety 
and quality of food."

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Late Tiger Score Tips Medford 7-6

Putting together an 8(1 yard touchdown drive in the final 
minutes, Newton High overcame a 6-0 deficit to defeat 
Medford 7-6 in a non-league game last Saturday. 

Up until the final minute, the afternoon had held 
nothing hut frustration for the Tigers. Twice they had had 
drives stopped deep in Medford territory when they failed 
by inches to get a first down; they had not completed a 
pass; and they were victimized by some questionable of¬ 
ficiating in key situations. 

GAME SUMMARY

Once more Medford was forced to punt, and Newton got 
the ball in Medford territory, However, on fourth down a 
poor snap from center enabled Medford to get control of the 
bull on their own 42 yard line. 

For the first time in the game, Medford began to move the 
football. Three consecutive penalties on Newton put the 
Mustangs on Newton’s 35, but a penalty on Medford, their 
only one of the game, erased a long pass completion. 
Several plays later, Newton's Steve DeBcndetto pounced on 
a |»orly thrown lateral to get the ball back for the Tigers on 
the 13 yaril line. 

Newton picked up a pair of first downs, but outside of 
that, neither team threatened any further in the half, and 
after the first twenty minutes it was a scoreless tie. 

SECOND HALF 

The second half was primarily a battle between the 
defenses. Medford’s Bill Flynn recovered a Newton fumble 
on the second half kickoff, but the Mustangs could only pick 
up one yard in four tries. 

Taking the ball over on their 33, the Tigers were moved 
backwards by Medford's defense. On fourth down, Robert 
Rosie broke through Newton's line and blocked Gordon 
MacNeil's punt (the third blocked punt agulnst Newton in 
two games). The ball rolled into the endzone where Flynn 
fell on it for a Medford touchdown. Robert Keefe then made 
what turned out lobe a big play for Newton, by blocking the 
try for the extra point, and the score remained Medford 6; 
Newton 0, 

In the next few minutes the game developed a pattern; 
each team would pick up a couple of first dowas. Newton 
reached the Medford 44 where a fourth down pass fell in¬ 


complete, and later drove down to Medford's 21 where Cal 
Moffie was tripped up less than a half foot away from a first 
down. 

NEWTON PENALTY 

At that point, however, the pattern ended. The Tigers 
held Medford, and on fourth down the Mustangs attempted 
to punt. Gary Breton put on a hard rush, but was called for 
roughing the kicker when he brushed against the Medford 
punter who then fell down. The call was hotly protested by 
Newton but it stood and gave Medford a chance to use up 
more time as well as fifteen yards. 

When Newton got the bail back, they were on their own 20 
yard line with less than four minutes left to play. Up to this 
point the Tigers had moved the ball well, but Medford's 
defense had been extremely tough in key situations and had 
stymied all of Newton's passing attempts. 

After an incomplete pass, Gerry Keleher got the drive 
started with a 12 yard run. Bob Kinsella hit John Connolly 
for ten yards and Newton's first pass completion. Keleher 
raced for 16 more yards and then Connolly caught another 
pass to put Newton on Medford's 31. Two plays later, 
Keleher ran outside to the 20. Two more runs by Keleher 
gave Newton a first and goal to go on the six with less than a 
minute to go. 

Moffie ran for two yards, and then threw a pass out of 
bounds to stop the clock. Facdd with a third down and four, 
Coach Norman Walker sent Newton's other quarterback 
Kinsella, back in for Keleher in order to run a play that had 
failed earlier in the game.

Moffie took the snapl lateraled to Kinsella who then 
fired the ball back to Moffie who streaked into the end zone.

The Museum of Fine Arts and 
the Institute of Contemporary 
Art eo-sponsor "Boston Collects 
Boston," an exhibition at the 
MFA through Nov. 25. Andrew 
C. Hyde, director of the ICA and 
guest curator of the exhibition, 
describes the paintings on view 
as "the best contemporary 
work being produced by Roston 
painters and acquired by 
Boston collectors over the last 
five years." 

"Boston Collects Boston" 
demonstrates the working 


approach which challenges the 
nature of art. 

Natalie Alper works with a 
spray-paint technique to create 
color fields of expansive space 
and fluctuating light. Her work 
asserts that color, applied in 
varying densities, provides an 
exciting visual experience in 
itself.

FISCAL AUTONOMY: No. "I believe the 
School Committee should be free in ad¬ 
ministration and should not have to answer to 
any other boards or persons. The School 
Committee is an independent party and 
should remain that way.” 

ELECTION BY WARD: School Com¬ 
mittee members should be elected by wards. 
"The at-large election means that it is very 
hard and almost impossible to beat in¬ 
cumbents. School Committee elections on a 
smaller scale, such as the wards, will give the 
opportunity for others to seek such a 
position." 

TRADITIONAL OR INNOVATIVE: "A 
combination of good fundamentals and in¬ 
novative programs makes education easier 
and learning an experience. While new 
methods and techniques make it easier to 
relate to students, fundamentals and basic 
skids are most important." 

ADVERSARY POSITION: "There does 
seem to be some friction between city ad¬ 
ministration and the schools." Mutual trust 
and good two-way communication will solve 
problem. 

SINGLE CHANGE: None offhand. 
"Changes require study and research."

ADVERSARY POSITION: The system 
itself fosters this situation by creating dif¬ 
ferent bodies (mayor, aldermen, school 
committee) to serve differing con¬ 
stituencies. "Any attempts to change this 
adversary relationship would diffuse the 
constituent's right to adequate represen¬ 
tation. 

SINGLE CHANGE: "All citizens must 
realize that what is at stake in this election is 
the renewal or stagnation of the public 
schools, not the restructuring of the entire 
system."

FISCAL AUTONOMY: Do not tamper 
with it. "The complexities of setting school 
policies, hiring staff and developing a school 
budget require the undivided attention of 
elected officials with no other respon¬ 
sibilities." 

ELECTION BY WARD: No. "The 
present system provides good balance bet¬ 
ween local representation (ward residency) 
and responsibility to the city-at-large. I do 
favor staggered terms for members.” 

TRADITIONAL OR INNOVATIVE: Both 
are necessary because students differ and 
choices should be offered in curriculum and 
organization. "Innovation Ls a necessary part 
of improving and enriching content and 
method." 

ADVERSARY POSITION: “The 
willingness to forgo scapegoating for political 
purposes and fostering mutual trust are most 
important." More frequent contact between 
aldermen and School Committee and an 
exchange of information would help the 
situation. 

SINGLE CHANGE: “Implementing the 
recommendations of Arthur D. Little to 
improve business management procedures is 
essential." Planning for declining 
enrollment, deteriorating buildings, Chapter 
766 services to the handicapped, and 
metropolitan cooperation is necessary. 


S. Leonard Spitz 

Candidate for School Committee, Ward 2;

“As a lecturer 
at Northeastern University, I know that 
Johnny can't read or write and Susan can't 
divide. 1 feel that greater emphasis on the 
basics and not experimentation will address 
these shortcomings, although innovation and 
traditional modes are by no means mutually 
exclusive or even competing systems.” 

ADVERSARY POSITION: Nothing 
should be done to change the adversary roles. 
"An adversary system builds in desirable 
checks and balances and provokes in¬ 
dividuals on both sides to carefully consider 
the issues.” 

SINGLE CHANGE: “I would explore the 
possibility of a 12-month year for the entire 
system and an eight-hour clay for teachers. If 
feasible, this would address quality education 
by providing a' framework of true 
professionalism for teachers with the at¬ 
tendant characteristics of motivation, ex¬ 
cellence and availability. It would 
simultaneously be cost effective by op¬ 
timizing facility useage.”
